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EDITOR’S NOTEBOOK 


A look back.... and a look ahead 


The start of the New Year is tradition- 
ally a time to take stock of where 
you ve been, to count blessings, and to 
look ahead to the next 12 months. 

The year just ended was a difficult 
one for Canadian universities, what 
with the grim budget situation that 
most schools face, growing demand 
from prospective students for the 
limited number of first-year spots, and 
all of the other headaches that go with 
dealing with thousands of bright, 
energetic young people who aren’t 
exactly sure where they’re going, but 
are ina hurry to get there anyway. 

Like most universities, Queen’s 
had its share of problems in 1992. But 
University officials, faculty, students, 
staff, and alumni also had much good 
news to smile about. 

For one thing, when Maclean's magazine (Nov. 9) did 
its second annual survey of 45 Canadian universities, 
Queen’s again ranked at (or very near) the top in most of 
the key categories. And even more significantly, when 
2,000 of the country’s senior university officials, fellows of 
the Royal Society of Canada, corporate heads, and senior 
government officials were polled, they rated Queen’s grads 
first in three important categories: Leaders of Tomorrow, 
Most Innovative, and Best Overall. 

Another accomplishment that had Queen’s people 
smiling was the early Christmas gift that coach Doug 
Hargreaves and his Golden Gaels football team gave us. For 
the first time since 1978, the Gaels are national champions. 
Queen’s defeated St. Mary’s 31-0 in the Vanier Cup game 
played at Toronto’s SkyDome on Nov. 21. 

What made the win especially satisfying for 
Hargreaves, his assistants, and the players was the knowl- 
edge the team overcame more than its share of obstacles to 
win. Queen’s lofty academic standards mean that recruiting 
can sometimes be a coach’s nightmare (perhaps that ex- 
plains Doug’s snowy white thatch!) Yet season after season, 
Queen’s fields a competitive team. Can there be any doubt 
that Doug Hargreaves is Canada’s best university football 
coach? 

And as if the Maclean's ranking and the Vanier Cup 
weren't enough ... at a time when government money for 
post-secondary education is tight, and the recession is 
hanging on like a winter cold, thousands of Queen’s alumni 
and friends in 1992 expressed their faith in the University in 
the way that counts most -- financially. 

The Queen’s Challenge campaign (which provides the 
University with crucial funding for capital projects) is on 
target to reach — and perhaps even surpass — its $70 
million target. At the same time, the Alumni Annual Fund, 
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Gaels celebrate their Vanier Cup win. 


(which helps meet everyday expenses 
such as the purchase of new micro- 
scopes or library books) raised $1.15 
million in 1992. 

And what of the year ahead, 
1993? The editor’s crystal ball is 
cloudy, but what seems certain is that 
the next 12 months will be busy and 
interesting. 

The new Stauffer Library is rising 
at the corner of University Ave. and 
Union St. A restored Grant Hall clock 
soon will be keeping time on campus, 
and the administration, faculty, and 
students will continue some bold 
initiatives aimed at promoting gender 
and racial equality at Queen's. 

Further afield, one of the Univer- 
sity’s priorities will be to raise aware- 
ness — both within Canada and abroad — of the good 
things happening here. A priority promises to be the effort 
to raise Queen’s profile in the booming Asian countries of 
the Pacific Rim. The newly created Centre for Canada-Asia 
Business Relations, headed by Dr. Lorna Wright of the 
School of Business, will be front and centre in that regard. In 
fact, Wright and Queen’s Principal David Smith will be in 
Hong Kong, Japan, and Korea later this month visiting 
alumni, potential students, and business leaders. The task of 
creating links in the East is a large one, however, it’s crucial 
to the building of a truly international university. 

This first issue of the Review for 1993 looks back on one 
of the successes of 1992, and ahead at what will hopefully 
be one of the success stories of 1993. Sports information 
officer Cheryl Gross recaps the 1992 football season and the 
Gaels’ Vanier Cup win on pg. 4, and assistant editor Alison 
Holt explores the future of the Centre for Canada-Asia 
Business Relations in our feature story beginning on pg. 8. 
Interesting reading, I hope you'll agree.

My tolerance has been jarred by reading the excerpt from 
Queen's Engineers by George Richardson (Sept./Oct. cover 
story.) 

The excerpt stated that Sc’87 holds the all-time record 
for retrieving the tam with a time of 47 minutes.

The Gaels are #1 


The Golden Gaels captured 
their first Vanier Cup since 
1978 in a near flawless 
effort, blanking the St. 
Mary’s Huskies 31-0. The 
game was played Nov. 21 at 
Toronto’s SkyDome before 
more than 28,000 fans, and 
with a national television 
audience looking on. 

The win was the second 
national title for head coach 
Doug Hargreaves in his 17 
years at the helm. The Gaels 
last won in 1978, and 
appeared in the final in 
1983, losing that year to 
Calgary. 

You could say the 1992 
season actually began in 
November 1991. The Gaels 
lost the national semi-final 
Churchill Bowl game to 
Laurier by 42-22, after 
leading 22-3 at the half. 
Avenging that loss became 
the Gaels’ mission in 1992. 

The team looked promis- 
ing on paper, with 22 of 24 
starters returning, including

seven who were back for 
their fifth, and final, season. 
Pre-season rankings placed 
the Gaels in the top four in 
Canada, but it wasn’t long 
before sceptics were saying 
the team had been over- 
rated. 

The Gaels narrowly 
defeated Concordia 13-8 in 
the season opener, and the 
following week were 
mauled 49-14 by Bishop’s. 
At this point in the season, 
the team wasn’t even 
ranked in the Top 10. But 
four straight wins to close 
the season were good 
enough for a second place 
finish behind Bishop’s. 

After a heart-stopping 
last-second win over McGill 
in the Ontario Quebec 
Intercollegiate Football 
Conference (OQIFC) semi- 
final. The Gaels faced arch- 
rival Bishop’s in the 
Dunsmore Cup league final, 
and prevailed 32-6 to 
advance to the Churchill 
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SkyDome, and thousands more watched the nationally televised 
Vanier Cup game in which the Gaels defeated St. Mary’s 31-0. 


Bowl for the third time in 
four years. The “Ghost of 
Churchill Bowls Past” was 
laid to rest when the Gaels 
defeated Guelph 23-16. 

With a small and under- 
rated defence (144 points 
against) and an under- 
estimated offence (304 
points for), the team then 
entered the national final as 
underdogs. St. Mary’s was 
rated #1 in the country, and 
garnered most of the press 
prior to the big game. 

But in the end, it was no 
contest. Led by three touch- 
downs from star running 
back Brad Elberg, Arts’93, 
of Regina, and the quarter- 


backing of Tim Pendergast, 


Artsci’92, Ed’93, of North 
Bay, the Gaels dominated 
the game. A sportswriter for 
the most unlikely of 
sources, the tabloid Toronto 
Sun newspaper, said it best 
when he wrote, “The truth 
that Canada’s best college 
football team is also un- 
doubtedly its brightest says 
a great deal for Queen’s. But 
the fact that this is even 
possible speaks volumes 
about a Canadian education 
system that keeps academ- 
ics and athletics in proper 
perspective.”

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Thinking about 
the aging process 


Most people don’t like to 
think about growing older. 
But the organizers of the 
Queen's Gerontology 
Project (QGP), which was 
established in 1991, want us 
to start thinking seriously 
about the health and 
welfare of senior citizens. 
More Canadians than 
ever before are living 
longer, notes Linda Ross, 
OGP coordinator. Never 
before has any society had 
so many members live to 
old age. According to 
Statistics Canada, in 1981 
about 10 per cent of Cana- 
da’s population was 65 and 
older. As the baby boom 
generation begins to reach 
65, the numbers are ex- 
pected to rise sharply. By 
the year 2031, an estimated 
20 per cent of Canada’s 
people will be seniors. 


Lectures on Aging 
On Jan. 27, Dr. Mark 
Rosenberg, Geogra- 
phy, will discuss 
“Aging and Public 
Policy for the Year 
2000”; on Mar. 3, 
sociologist Ingrid 
Connidis, of the 
University of Western 
Ontario, will lecture 
on “Growing Up and 
Old Together: Family 
Ties in Later Life;” 
and, on Apr. 7, Dr. 
Sandra Taylor, Family 
Medicine, will speak 
on “Aging and Health 
Care Resources: A 
Dilemma of the 90s.” 
All lectures are 
presented at the 
Donald Gordon 
Centre, Union St., at 
7:30 p.m. Admission is 
free, and everyone is 
welcome. 
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“All sorts of needs have 
to be addressed,” says Ross. 
“We all grow older. How- 
ever, the traditional support 
(for the elderly) isn’t there 
any more from extended 
families, and female family 
members who once stayed 
at home. Families are 
smaller now, and women 
are working.” 

Judith Shirreff, Arts’63, 
volunteered to work for the 
OGP last June, then she dis- 
covered there weren’t any 
courses to help her gain an 
understanding of the aging 
process. “If I couldn’t get a 
basic understanding of 
gerontology, then certainly 
those in the profession 
would have to go else- 
where.” 

The project’s organizers 
hope efforts will help to 
change this situation. Their 
objectives include: 

¢ developing a summer 
institute for interdiscipli- 
nary health care team 
education and training; 

¢ creating a database of 
individuals and training 
materials relevant to 
interdisciplinary education 
and training in geriatrics 
(the study of the diseases of 
aging), and gerontology (the 
broad-based study of the 
aging process); and, 

¢ establishing a centre at 
Queen's to coordinate 
interdisciplinary activities; 

The project has also 
launched an annual lecture 
series, sponsored by the 
Kingston GIC Centre. This 
year’s series is entitled, 
“Aging: Myth and Fact.” 

Shirreff would also like 
to see the creation of a 
walk-in resource centre 
open to everyone in the 
community, a place where 
people involved in the daily 
care of elderly parents or 
friends could come in an

feel comfortable. “So much 
care is informal. All these 
people need easy access to 
information,” she says. 

“Tt’s an enormous 
undertaking because all this 
needs money, and we don’t 
have any.” 

The OGP project re- 
ceived an 18-month, $82,000 
start-up grant from the 
Educational Centre for 
Aging and Health, but that 
pays only the coordinator’s 
salary and some secretarial 
support. 

The QGP is guided by a 
five-person management 
committee chaired by Dr. 
John Puxty, and by a 28- 
member advisory commit- 
tee, chaired by Professor 
Emeritus Tom Boag. It 


consists of representatives 
from Queen’s University, St. 
Lawrence College in 
Kingston, as well as from 
local health and social 
service agencies and 
seniors’ groups.

Innovative pilot project distributes 
computerized student resumes 


Queen’s Career Planning & 
Placement (CP & P) Office, 
the Engineering Society, and 
Sc’93, have teamed up to 
launch QE Resumes, an 
innovative pilot project that 
uses computers to get 
student resumes into the 
hands of prospective 
employers. 

The program involves a 
computer disk containing 
the resumes of graduating 
Applied Science students. 
What makes this product 
unique and attractive to 
potential employers is the 
software that accompanies 
the resume data. This Xbase 
software allows an em- 
ployer to search for suitable 
candidates using a wide 
range of variables. 

According to CP & P 
director Jim Kelly, QE 
Resumes will save employ- 
ers time and money. “The 
main market for this project 
is believed to be the many 
small and medium-sized

Team makes lung cancer breakthrough 


A nine-member Queen’s cancer research team has made an 
important discovery that explains why lung cancer cells are 
often resistant to drug treatment. 

The team, led by Dr. Susan Cole, Artsci’76, 
PhD’81,Oncology, and Dr. Roger Deeley, director of the 
Cancer Research Laboratory, has identified a protein that 
makes the cancer cells immune to drugs which would 
otherwise kill them. Their findings were reported in the 
December issue of the journal Science. 

“This discovery provides the first clue to the process by 
which lung cancer cells become drug resistant, and it offers 
the possibility of rationally designing drugs to overcome 


the resistance,” Deeley told a Toronto Star reporter. 

News of the cancer team’s discovery has sparked wide 
interest in the scientific world because lung cancer is one of 
the leading causes of cancer-related deaths in Canada, 
claiming 15,000 victims each year. 

“The best therapy of all would be for people to stop 
smoking. But for those afflicted with lung cancer, this 
discovery may hold out some hope,” Cole said.

The new Centre for Canada-Asia Business Relations promises to give 
Queen’s a higher profile in the booming countries of Asia, and to 
promote awareness between two very different cultures.

f it weren’t for the discreet plaque outside the 
door, you’d never guess that Business professor 
Dr. Lorna Wright's office is also home to the 
newly-created Centre for Canada-Asia Business Relations. 

The tiny, book-lined corner office in Dunning Hall with 
its view of Union Street seems like any other academic’s 
headquarters. But this particular office is also the hub of a 
new initiative that aims to promote awareness and under- 
standing of Asia among students, faculty, and Canadian 
business leaders. Wright, the Centre’s director, is uncon- 
cerned for now by the lack of permanent space. “I want 
bricks and mortar kept to a minimum so the money can go 
to projects,” she explains. 

The strategy is working. Opened in May 1992, the 
Centre has been in the news already because of a high- 
profile visit of Japan’s Prince Takamado, Arts’78, LLD’92, 
and last fall’s Japan Week, a series of displays, lectures, and 
workshops. Wright hopes monthly special events — like 
Karaoke nights and Japanese chess tournaments — and 
greater emphasis on Asia as a trading partner in the curricu- 
lum will pique students’ interest. If she has her way, the 
Centre’s work will influence the entire Queen’s community. 
“T want to make sure that no student leaves Queen’s 
without an understanding of Asia,” she says. “Not just 
business students — every student.” 

And she hopes to encourage students to expand their 
concept of the classroom by participating in more ex- 
changes. “With more international exchanges with struc- 
tured interaction, we can turn out grads with a knowledge 
of international arenas and other cultures who will have a 
positive impact on universities and countries. These are 
students who'll be the leaders of the future, and they can 
disseminate these attitudes.” 

Besides opening up Asia to students, Wright plans to 
draw on Queen’s expertise in diverse disciplines to educate 
business leaders through outreach programs and consulting

work. To do so, she’s looking beyond the halls of the 
business school. “Business isn’t as narrowly defined in Asia 
as it is here,” she explains. “Relationships are essential to 
business negotiations, and to be successful, you need an 
understanding of Asian culture, values, and beliefs. So 
many disciplines — from languages, to engineering, to 
politics, to fine art — contribute to the Centre’s goals.” 

If it seems incongruous that a medium-sized Ontario 
university with a Scots Presbyterian heritage is turning its 
attention to a continent half a world away, consider these 
statistics: 

Asian economies have become the envy of the reces- 
sion-plagued Western world. Korea, Thailand, and Malaysia 
boast 1992 economic growth rates of 8% or more, while 
Canada and the U.S. are stalled at a sluggish 1.4% and 1.7% 
respectively. 

More than half of Canada’s non-U.S. trade is with Asia, 
and B.C. already trades more across the Pacific than it does 
across the 49th parallel. Asia is Canada’s fastest growing 
source of investment and tourist income. 

Consider, too, that while 30 per cent of Canada’s Gross 
National Product is a direct result of international trade, this 
country continues to export commodities instead of tapping 
in to value-added, high-tech exports such as telecommuni- 
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cations, biotechnology, and engineering consulting. “What 
Canada trades now is not what Canada should be trading in 
the future,” says Wright. 

She believes that education and training will allow 
Canadians to successfully adapt and maximize opportuni- 
ties in the Asian market. In the process, we may well learn 
valuable business techniques. “Asians took American ideas 
— quality management ana } in-time inventory — 
and put them into practice. Asians are much better traders 
than North Americans r go-getting attitude would be 
useful for Canadians,’

Ana of Toronto, Wright's love affair with Asia 

began during her stint as a Canadian University Services 
Overseas (CUSO) volunteer in Thailand. Captivated by the 
warmth of the Thai people and their ancient culture, she 
stayed five years. When she left Asia to study in England, 
she knew she’d return. 


After postings with the Canadian International Devel- 
opment Agency (CIDA) in Indonesia and the Ministry of 
Education in Japan, Wright returned to Canada steeped in 
Asian culture, language (she speaks six), and business 
techniques. “After I’d been out of Canada for 15 years, it got 
to the point where I was embarrassed when people asked 
me questions about my country and I didn’t know the 
answers,” she says. “I came back to see what it was like. It 
felt strange — I had to treat Canada as a foreign country. 
When I left, Toronto was a dull, grey city and I thought I 
could never live there. When I came home I realized it was 
vibrant and thriving with ethnic communities, and I thought 
maybe I could live there.” 

In the end, Wright looked outside Toronto for the ideal 
environment to combine her international management 
expertise with her extensive experience in Asia. She arrived 
in Kingston in 1987 armed with a list of academic creden- 
tials longer than the Great Wall of China, and a plan to 
develop a Canada-Asia business program at Queen’s. 
“When I started here, some people asked, Why Kingston? 
Why not British Columbia? But in this era of instant com- 


Z\ primer on Asian business etiquette 


Lorna Wright hands her business card to the man, who 
glances at it briefly, murmurs his thanks, and slips it 
into his breast pocket. “You’re off to the wrong start in 
Asia,” she tells him cheerfully. The group of alumni 
and business people watching the tableau laughs 
appreciatively. They've gathered to hear Wright, the 
Director of the new Centre for Canada-Asia Relations, 
speak about trading in the Pacific Rim countries. 

“Now, please give your card to me,” she instructs 
her volunteer. She accepts the proffered card with both 
hands, examines it closely, and places it carefully on 
the table. She runs her finger over the raised lettering 
and asks, “What does your middle initial stand for? 
The name of your company is very interesting; where 
does it come from?” 

Wright explains to the audience that the small 
rectangle of cardboard that North Americans take for 
granted is an important symbol in Asian business, and 
therefore must be treated with attention and respect. 

Paying attention to detail is essential if Canadian 
businesses want to take advantage of opportunities in 
the booming Asian economies, she adds. 

Here are some of Wright's general tips for success- 
ful business relations in Asia: 





e The North American adage that you don’t have to 
like people to do business with them couldn’t be 
further from the truth in Asia. Building a personal 
relationship is as important as a letter-perfect presenta- 
tion. Wright suggests you learn the language — even if 
it’s a few simple phrases — ask questions, take lots of 
photos, and when possible make personal contact 
instead of relying on phone calls and faxes. 
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¢ Remember which country you're in. The customs in 
each Asian nation are different, so research the values 
and customs of the country in which you'll be trading. 
A detail that may go unnoticed in one country could 
cost you an important deal in another. For instance, 
putting your best foot forward in Thailand means 
keeping your soles flat. There’s no deeper insult in that 
country than flashing someone the bottom of your foot. 


¢ Don’t heave a sigh of relief when you get a signature 
on your contract. Unlike North Americans, who 
consider a contract the end of negotiations, Asians 
regard the document as the beginning of the process. 


¢ While confrontation may work in North America, it’s 
anathema to Asia business people. Harmony and 
consensus are the cornerstones of Asian business 
practices, so Wright advises to show respect. Never 
embarrass anyone publicly, and “save” and “give face”. 


¢ Although women are scarce in Asian management 
circles, Wright says North American business women 
are accepted. “Women may even have an advantage,” 
she says. “There aren’t many women in international 
business, so executives may be curious. And the way 
Canadian women and Asians do business is very 
similar — collaborative, people-oriented, and communi- 
cative.” Of course, that doesn’t mean there aren’t 
hurdles for Canadian women doing business in Asia. 
Wright warns that once business is over, women must 
be cautious to avoid misunderstandings. She advises 
that women stay away from post-business drinking 
parties, and stick to social events like golf. — A.H. 
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munication, that wasn’t an issue. B.C. already has similar 
centres, and Ontario needs them. This province is still the 
financial and business centre of the country,” she explains. 

Queen’s also had existing academic links with Asia 
which provided a solid base for the Centre. For example, in 
1987, the Faculty of Law began a three-year, joint project 
with the Chinese government to draft economic reform 
laws. The Office of International Programs has been coordi- 
nating international exchanges for students and researchers 
since 1985, giving Queen’s one of the best exchange pro- 
grams in the country. And the office launched in 1989 have 
the Japanese language courses proved so popular there’s a 
waiting list each year. 

Wright worked closely with the Office’s director, Dr. 
Tony Eastham, and Development Officer Hugh Bennett to 
solicit funding for the centre. Both men share her vision of 
pushing Queen’s onto the world stage. “Queen’s has 
recognized the importance of having excellent programs 
and a broad global perspective,” says Eastham. “We need to 
raise the profile of international activities, have faculty look 
at the way they teach, and make sure our material gives as 
broad a perspective as possible.” 

Adds Bennett, “The Centre for Canada-Asia Business 
Relations is an important initiative because developing 
strong relations with our Asian neighbours will benefit 
Queen’s in many ways in the long term.” 

One of the Centre’s first major profile-raising initiatives 
was a joint venture with the Registrar’s Office, Alumni 
Affairs, and the Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce 
(CIBC) to shoot a television commercial selling Queen’s to 
Asians as a world-class university. McGill, the University of 
Toronto, and several universities in western Canada have 
the jump on Queen’s in the high-stakes Asian markets. But 
University officials are optimistic the 30-second commercial 
will boost Queen’s profile overseas. The advertisement, 
produced by Toronto’s Grad Conn, Com’85, highlights 
Queen’s outstanding performance in Maclean’s magazine’s 
survey of Canadian universities, and its reputation for 
innovative research and globally-minded faculty. 

Explains Wright, “CIBC has sponsored 100 minutes of 
airtime on STAR TV, which is broadcast throughout Asia, so 
opinion leaders will learn that Queen’s is a major institution 
with an excellent reputation. Hopefully, the results will be 
more Asian students choosing to study here, more contract 
research, more joint research, more academics coming for 
sabbaticals, and more companies using our services.” 

Queen’s students and faculty won’t be the only winners 
if the campaign to promote the University takes off in Asia. 
A positive image for Queen’s could have an important spin- 
off effect for the local economy. 

“Culture and commerce go together,” explains Michio 
Mizoguchi, the Japanese ambassador to Canada, who gave 
the keynote address on campus as part of last fall’s Japan 
Week. “When Japanese are looking for a place to invest, 
they investigate the usual things — interest rates, value of 
the dollar, for instance. But they’re also impressed if there is 
a good university in the area, because that often means good 
engineers and good researchers. Investors also look to see if 
cultural links are already there — Japanese language 
courses, or a local association, for instance. So the Centre is 
a good sign for future business and cultural relations 
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between Canada 
and Japan.” 

Queen’s 
students Peng-Sang 
Cau, Comm’94, of 
Regina, Sask., and 
Michelle Jaic, 

Com 93, of 
Burlington, Ont., 
agree with 
Mizoguchi. They 
feel the Centre for 
Canada-Asia 
Business Relations 
promises to im- 
prove communica- 
tion with Pacific 
Rim countries and, 
therefore, is an 
important resource 
in their quest for 
jobs in the competi- 
tive international 
business field. The 
pair, along with 50 
other student 
volunteers, helped 
Wright and the 
Centre’s coordinator 
Sandy Vermani 
organize Japan 
Week. The experi- 
ence has made them eager advocates of the Centre. 

“I think Japan Week made a lot of people more aware 
about the culture of the country, and I think the level of 
interest and excitement about Asia is higher,” Cau says. 
“Working with the Centre gave me opportunities to build 
planning skills, and to work with people inside and outside 
the student community.” 

Jaic, who lived in Japan for two years on exchange 
scholarships, is pleased the Centre is reaching into the 
community. “Japan Week was a good start. I’m glad we 
brought in school children for the exhibits, because it 
exposed them to other cultures and that encourages them to 
participate in exchanges.” 

Centre organizers hope to continue making inroads into 
public awareness through regular cultural and educational 
events. The School of Business and the Bank of Hong Kong, 
one of the Centre’s major donors, will co-sponsor the first 
Canadian MBA Competition and Conference on World 
Trade in March. And next fall, a week-long series of exhibits 
and workshops will be held focussing on the Association of 
South East Asian Nations (ASEAN). 

A buoyant Lorna Wright is looking forward to a busy 
year in 1993. In addition to a hectic schedule on campus, 
she’ll accompany Principal David Smith on a tour of Asia at 
the end of January. 

Neither the breakneck pace, nor the amount of work to 
be done fazes Wright. “It’s important for Queen’s,” she says 
simply. “If you want to be known nationally, you have to be 
known internationally.”

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The Alumni Association looks East 


While the Centre for Canada-Asia Business Relations forges 
East-West links in business and academic circles, the 
Alumni Association is doing its part to strengthen an 
alumni base in the area. 

Says Regional Manager (Alumni Services) David 
MacDonald, Arts’89, “Building alumni branches and 
contacts in the Pacific Rim is helping 
to create a truly international 
university. Alumni are Queen’s best 
ambassadors to the world.” 

Branch activities are a new 
phenomenon in the region, but the 
small concentration of grads in Asia 
are already enthusiastically promot- 
ing their alma mater. Alumni in 
Hong Kong and Singapore played 
host to Alumni Affairs Director 
Robert Buller last year, and the 
Hong Kong and Japan branches 
organized events to welcome Dean 
of Business David Anderson and 
Lorna Wright, director of the Centre 
for Canada-Asia Business Relations, 
when they toured Asia in the spring. 
The Queen’s traffic through the 
region is increasing. Lorna Wright 
will accompany Principal David 
Smith in late January on an Asian 
tour that includes stops in Hong 
Kong, Japan & Korea. 

But one of the biggest Queen’s 
success stories from the Pacific Rim 
has been the Send-Offs, which 
welcome incoming students to the 
University. Conrad Chan, Arts’93, 
who flew back to his native Hong 
Kong last summer to speak at a local 
Send-Off, was amazed at the 
response. “I was shocked when I 
saw more than 80 people in the 
room,” he says with a laugh. “I 
thought I’d stumbled on a Univer- 
sity of Toronto function!” 

His confusion was understandable. Unlike Canadian 
universities in major centres, Queen’s is not well-known in 
Asia. But that’s changing thanks to efforts like the Centre for 
Canada-Asia Business Relations, alumni events, and help 
from some unexpected places. 

“A few days before the Send-Off, a Hong Kong paper 
printed last year’s Maclean’s rankings of Canadian universi- 
ties,” Chan explains. “That really gave Queen's a boost. 
Along with students and their parents, there were people at 
the Branch Send-Off who wanted to know more about this 
excellent Canadian university they read about.” 

While Queen’s faces stiff competition from Canada’s 
bigger schools in recruitung students, Chan says the Univer- 
sity possesses qualities which make it attractive to students 
from Hong Kong. It has a reputation in Canada for both 
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excellence in academics and research. And because its a 
residential university in a small city, Hong Kong students 
consider it a good study environment. 

“Canadian students and Hong Kong students are 
different markets,” says Chan. “When you're speaking to 
Canadian students, you might mention school spirit, Alfie’s, 
and football games. To Hong Kong students these things 
mean nothing. What they want to know is: What is the best 
residence to live in? What are the best subjects to take? Are 
they getting the very best?” 

Alumni and university officials are doing their best to 
make sure the answer to that question is an emphatic “yes!”

To Preserve the vitality and distinction of Queen’s University it is important that alumni participate in university govern- 


ment by serving as Trustees and Councillors, or by voting for the candidates nominated by their fellow graduates. (The

Board of Trustees: The Board of Trustees handles the University’s financial matters: capital expenditures, campus plan- 
ning, property purchases, investments, allocation of bequests and other private support, academic fee structure, staff 
pensions, etc. Trustees are also charged with responsibility for appointing the Principal, Vice-Principals, and certain 
senior staff, and for enacting rules and ordinances. The Board normally meets four times a year. 


University Council: The University Council gives graduates a voice in University policy-making. The Council, which 
consists of all Trustees, members of the Senate, plus an equal number of elected graduates, meets in plenary session 
once a year. The Council has a general concern for the University’s well-being, selecting one area of University policy 
for in-depth discussion each year. The Council elects the University Chancellor. 


Why the Review Mailing Number? The Review is received by many who are not graduates, and are therefore not enti- 
tled to vote. Since all ballots are computer-checked, the computer verifies that the seven-digit number is one assigned to 
a Queen’s graduate who is entitled to vote. In cases where the Review is mailed jointly to husband and wife, the name 
and corresponding number for each graduate will be on the label. Please be sure to use the seven-digit number that 


applies to you.

I enjoyed the John Orr Dinner as much as ever this year. It 
was well organized and moving. It was a special pleasure to 
honor Dr. Elspeth Baugh who has done so much for stu- 
dents, staff, and faculty of Queen’s University. 

When I approached the microphone to introduce the 
blessing before dinner I said, “Please stand, if you are able.” 
Several people nearby immediately laughed, which alerted 
me to the awkwardness of my words and a likely misunder- 
standing. I have heard from several others since who 
assumed I was referring to the presence of alcohol at this 
event. 

I was not. I was trying to be inclusive of those who by 
age or physical ability would prefer to remain seated. I was 
following the lead of my own Church which for years now 
has recognized how difficult it is for some people to repeat- 
edly stand and sit during a Church service. We often have 
people in wheelchairs at Church and when the minister says 
“Please stand” they feel unable to respond to this command 
from on high, and thereby feel excluded. Our bulletin uses 
the words “You are invited to stand if you are able” and the 
minister uses the same or similar words. 

So that kind of introduction came to my lips without 
forethought, and without realizing the implications it might 
have. I apologize for creating a misunderstanding and to 
everyone who may have been offended. 

May I again congratulate all those responsible for the 
John Orr dinner, it was a wonderful event.

While this list might seem more 
educational than celebrational, many 
other events have been planned by the 
Event Committees and the Engineer- 
ing Society. The majority of the 
campus events are scheduled for the 
Open House and Alumni Weekend, 
and all Queen’s engineers will be 
invited to attend. 

The 30th of October is the official 
birthday of Engineering at Queen’s. 
Naturally, there will be a celebration 
on campus, but I hope that all Queen’s 
engineers — wherever they may be — 
will mark this day with a festive party. 
Ours will likely prove to be the best 
attended and most enjoyable event of 
the Centennial. 

Many celebrations of anniversaries 
are soon forgotten. Nevertheless, I 
imagine that, in future years, you will 
be able to look back on this celebration 
and realize that it provided many 
happy memories and new friends, as 
well as pride in your personal contri- 
bution to the Centennial’s success. 
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In 1988, Dean David Bacon 
asked me to prepare a history 
of the Faculty for the Centen- 
nial Celebration in 1993. A 
committee was formed to 
develop the concept and to 
suggest a format for the book: 
Russ Kennedy (chairman), 
Herb Dickey, Jim Whiting, Bill 
Rice and John McGeachy. 
Dave Pardy served not only as 
secretary but also as a guide 
through the intricacies of the 
documentation. We decided 
early on that we didn’t want 
the usual dry institutional 
history — the kind that focuses mainly on deans and buildings. Instead, a lively 
character sketch of our very special Faculty became the goal. We were deter- 
mined to relate the accomplishments of the Faculty to the world of engineering 
and to spice up our narrative with humorous anecdotes about professors, stu- 
dents, and support staff. 

We also wanted to paint a picture of student life on campus as it has changed 
over the years: through the “dirty ’30s”, World War II and its aftermath, the 
prosperous and explosive ’60s, right up to the present. Stories about the Engineer- 
ing Society initiations, student pranks, science formals, Golden Words, Science '44 
Co-Op, and the Bookstore are included. Commissioned to study the experiences 
of women in the Faculty, Alison Bowe (a graduate of the program) did a wonder- 
ful job of interviewing former students and recording their memories. 

We also wanted to pay tribute to our graduates by reviewing their careers. 
This proved to be a difficult task; how do you choose among the careers of 13,017 
living grads? We decided to conduct a survey of graduates, selected according to 
year, discipline, and geographic location. Many replied with fascinating stories, 
and I believe that the samples we selected form an intriguing cross section of our 
alumni’'s diverse careers. Finally, our book boasts a little about the prominent role 
that engineers have played within the Queen’s administration, as Chancellors, 
Chairmen of the Board, Vice-Principals, etcetera. 

In 1943, Dean Clark wrote an excellent brief history of the Faculty entitled The 
First Fifty Years. Consequently, our centennial narrative concentrates more on the 
second 50 years of engineering at Queen’s than on the first 50. Each department 
provided us with a staff member who spent many hours writing a capsule history 
of his or her department's activities. Their work, along with the work of many 
other volunteers, as well as paid researchers, has contributed enormously to the 
final product: a history that reflects the true character of the Faculty, both within 
and beyond the classroom. It emphasizes why Queen’s Engineers have that 
special spirit! — By W.G. Richardson

and the 
Fnvironment 


More and more students tell us that 
they’re entering engineering because 
they want to contribute to improving 
the natural environment. And more 
and more of the jobs offered to 
graduates are in environmental areas. 
With that combination, it’s not surpris- 
ing that a variety of environmental 
courses have been created in the past 
few years to supplement those which 
have been available for many years. 
At the moment, Queen’s has no 
plans to create a new degree program 
in environmental engineering. We do, 
however, address the diversity of 
environmental subject areas by 
providing a set of nine background 
core courses that can be taken in any 
one of five programs: chemical, civil 
(which now has an environmental 
option), engineering chemistry, 
geological, or mining. In addition, 
each of these programs offers several 
environmental courses specific to the 
discipline. A new section in the 
calendar, as well as a new brochure, 
describes the multiple paths open to an 
engineering student with environmen- 
tal interests. We stress that every 
program contains challenging and 
relevant material. For example, an 
interest in alternative energy forms, 
whether wind turbines or solar 
collectors or cogeneration, would be 
well served by engineering physics, 
mathematics and engineering or 
mechanical engineering. In short, our 
curriculum reflects the belief that all 
engineers can contribute to reducing 
human impact on the environment.

Henry Becker wins 
$50,000 Killam Prize 


Professor Henry Becker of the Chemi- 
cal Engineering Department was 
recently awarded the prestigious Izaak 
Walton Killam Memorial Prize for 
excellence in research. The distin- 
guished award is presented annually 
and recognizes world-class achieve- 
ment by Canadians in each of three 
areas: natural sciences, health sciences, 
and engineering. Dr. Becker was 
presented the award by Canada 
Council Chairman Allan Gotlieb at a 
reception on April 14 in the Great Hall 
of the National Gallery in Ottawa. 

Dr. Becker’s contributions to 
combustion engineering research span 
nearly three decades. He has advanced 
the science and technology of flame 
aerodynamics, turbulent combustion 
flows, fluidized-bed combustion, 
radiative heat transfer and high- 
temperature kinetics. On the lighter 
side, he designed the Olympic flame 
that burned during the yachting events 








of the 1976 Olympics. 

One of Dr. 
Becker's recent 
endeavours has been 
as principal investiga- 
tor of a $3 million 
project on the model- 
ling of steel reheat 
furnaces. This work 
involves two universi- 
ties — McGill (Metal- 
lurgy) and Queen’s (Chemical and 
Mechanical Engineering) — and three 
companies of the Ferrous Industry 
Energy Research Association (FERA): 
Algoma, Dofasco and Stelco. With the 
potential to save millions of dollars 
annually for its industrial partners, the 
project has culminated in the establish- 
ment of the Centre for Advanced Gas 
Combustion Technology at Queen’s. 
Dr. Becker received the APEO Engi- 
neering Medal in 1990. 


Honorary Doctorate for Michael O’Connor 


Michael John O’Connor of Calgary was the Honorary Graduand at the Applied 
Science Convocation in May. A Queen’s alumnus and highly successful 
geotechnical engineer, Dr. O’Connor spoke on “how to succeed in uncertain 


times.” 


After graduating from Queen’s University with a B.Sc. in Geological Sciences 
in 1968, Michael completed an M.Sc. at the University of Calgary. He then

returned to Queen’s for a doctorate in Geotechnical Engineer- 
ing in 1975. With his interest in the environment and his work 
experience in the petroleum industry, Mike went on to 
become an expert in minimizing the damage due to oil spills. 
In 1980, he established O’Connor Associates as a specialty 
consulting organization to assist industry in the detection and 
mitigation of ground petroleum spills. The term 
‘geoenvironmental engineering’ was coined to describe the 
applied science that he pioneered in Canada. During the past 
decade, Mike’s company, which has grown from a staff of 


two to one of 200, has developed state-of-the-art technology 


in ground pollution cleanup. 


Mike was well known during his student days at Queen’s as an accomplished 
photographer, and he still pursues that hobby. A more recent interest, however, 
is western riding, roping and jumping. Along with wife Mary (Agar), Arts’68, 
daughter Ginny and son Michael, Mike has become well known in Calgary for 
his equestrian skills. Weekends usually find the whole family at the riding stable 


— or else competing in championship shows.

“Globalization” and “international 
competitiveness” are buzz words 
these days, but they also describe an 
undeniable reality. Engineers are ever 
more likely to be involved with 
international sourcing of equipment, 
with manufacture abroad, and with 
consulting in other parts of the world. 
Our Faculty realizes that the best way 
to acquire a knowledge of another 
country is to live there, either working 
or studying. Indeed, for many years 
now, Queen’s students have been able 
to spend summers in Europe, working 
under the IAESTE program. More 
recently, QPID has created opportuni- 
ties to work in Guyana in develop- 
ment projects. 

Now students are able to study 
abroad as well. Tim Irwin from 
Materials and Metallurgical Engineer- 
ing was the first, studying at Strath- 
clyde (Glasgow, Scotland) in 1991-92. 
A Mechanical Engineering student, 
Laura Dailyde, and a Geological 
Engineering student, Darlene 
Atkinson, are currently at Leeds, while 
an Engineering Chemistry student, 
Nadja Walling, is at Karlsruhe (Ger- 
many). In the past two sessions, we’ve 
hosted two Mechanical Engineering 
students from Stuttgart and Milan and 
an Engineering Physics student from 
Strathclyde. Furthermore, we antici- 
pate that exchange agreements with 
up to 10 universities in Asia and 
Europe will be in place by next year. 
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Students win national recognition 


In the past five years, Queen’s engi- 
neers have won no fewer than three 
Rhodes Scholarships. Our most recent 
recipient is Emily Moore, an Engineer- 
ing Chemistry student from 
Mississauga, who will pursue a 
doctorate in physical chemistry while 
at Oxford. Emily follows Chemical 
Engineering student Charlie Galunic 
of Ottawa (1988) and Engineering 
Physics student Jennifer Howard of 
High Prairie, Alberta (1990). 

The creation of two other national 
awards in 1991-92 brought honor and 
recognition to a trio of Queen’s 
students. The C.D. Howe Awards 
recognize annually the outstanding 
male and the outstanding female in 
the second year of engineering studies 
in Canada. The first winner of the 
men’s award is Todd Jones of Barrie, 
an Engineering Chemistry student. 


The C.D. Howe awards carry substan- 
tial monetary value, as well as the 
great honor of being judged the best in 
the country. 

Also national in scope, the Cana- 
dian Engineering Memorial Founda- 
tion awards are meant to recognize 
two outstanding women in engineer- 
ing: one a first-year student and the 
other a final-year student. Both 
winners, Katherine Preston and Sarah 
Westcott, are from Queen’s. Their tour 
of Canadian high schools is the subject 
of a separate article in this newsletter 
(see pg. vil). In addition, Kathy wona 
Comonwealth Scholarship and an 
NSERC 1967 Scholarship. Also 
receiving an NSERC 1967 was Me- 
chanical Engineering student and 
Stirling Gold Medal winner Mark 
Cunningham. 


A personal Centennial 


This past summer, Queen’s eldest 
Applied Science graduate, Emeritus 
Professor Morris Wood, celebrated his 
100th birthday with relatives, friends 
and colleagues from the Civil Engi- 
neering and Mathematics and Statistics 
Departments. The celebration took 
place at the Helen Henderson Care 
Centre in Amherstview, where he lives 
in retirement. 

Born in Bombay to missionary 
parents in 1892, Morris was granted an 
M.A. in mathematics from Queen’s in 
1911. Three years later he completed a 
B.Sc in Civil Engineering, and in 1975 
he received an honorary Doctor of 
Science degree. Two of his sons 
graduated in Applied Science at 
Queen’s, as well. Morris used his 
mathematical skills to good effect as an 
artillery range finder on the western 
front in World War I. He then trans- 
ferred to the flying corps as a pilot 
trainee and actually progressed to 
flying the famous Sopwith Camel 
fighter. 

After the war, Morris not only 
practised engineering but also served 
for many years as a professor at 
McGill. Eventually he came home to 
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Queen’s, teaching mathematics to 
engineering students. His special field, 
before the advent of the computer, 
was the development of graphical 
solutions to difficult equations that 
contain several variables. Morris 
helped both students and professors 
through the mathematical difficulties 
associated with their research. In our 
centennial year we are delighted to 
recognize the centennial birthday of a 
professor who has contributed so 
significantly to the faculty.

Pace-Setting 
Section J 


In 1972-73, the Faculty intro- 
duced a new program to assist 
first-year students who had 
trouble adjusting to the relatively 
high workload in Applied 
Science. This new program, 
which extended the year by two 
months, offered 50 per cent more 
instruction time in chemistry, 
mathematics and physics. 

At the time, few of us ex- 
pected the Extended Program to 
become such a resounding 
success. “Section J” is indeed 
thriving, and it is generating 
considerable interest elsewhere. 
During the spring and summer, 
Professor Jim McCowan ex- 
plained our program at the 
Canadian Conference on Engi- 
neering Education at Laval and 
at the New Approaches to 
Undergraduate Engineering 
Conference in California. It was 
also featured recently in a paper 
given by Peter Wright of the 
University of Toronto to the 
World Conference on Engineer- 
ing Education in Portsmouth, 
England. Toronto adopted a 
modified version of our section J 
in 1990. 

In the five years before 
Section J was created, over 18 
per cent of first-year students 
failed. This percentage rose to 22 
when repeaters were included. 
Furthermore, only about one 
fifth of those students ever 
obtained a degree from us, and 
virtually all that did took five or 
six years to do so. 

The creation of Section J 
produced an immediate and 
dramatic improvement. Failures 
have dropped to an average of 
eight per cent in the 20 years 
since J was adopted, with almost 
two-thirds of students in the 
program receiving an engineer- 
ing degree from Queen’s. 
Particularly gratifying is the fact 
that half of those have graduated 
in the minimum four years. 





Engineering students provide 
assistance In Guyana 


Over the past summer, 16 engineer- 
ing students accompanied by 
Professor Larry Dyke (Geological 
Sciences), travelled to Guyana in 
South America to work on funda- 
mental engineering and teaching 
projects. Together with students 
from other faculties at Queen’s, 
they were the third group in three 
years to represent the Queen’s 
Project on International Develop- 
ment (QPID) which was founded in 
1989 by civil engineering student 
Trevor Dagilis. 

While in Guyana, the students were 
actively involved in a survey of a 
severe erosion site, a rehabilitation 
project in association with Queen's 
Medical Outreach, and a water 
analysis project. In addition, an 
extremely successful teaching initia- 
tive shared ideas on how to make 
science, math and English more 
relevant and enjoyable. 

Borrowing ideas from Science 
Quest, an on-campus summer science 
camp for elementary school students, 
OPID intends to expand the teaching 
project next year, with a greater

emphasis on science and math. While 
the rehabilitation project will also 
continue, participants will focus 
especially on small-scale sustainable 
engineering projects such as a water 
pump restoration, a water quality 
survey and electricity supply projects. 
Membership in QPID, which 
currently stands at 70, is growing. The 
organization is eager to work more 
closely with faculty and to provide 
more opportunities for community 
involvement. Suggestions from

Centres of Excellence to continue 


On July 30, the Ontario Minister for Industry, Trade and Technology, the 
Honourable Mr. Ed Philip, announced the province's financial commit- 
ment to the Centres of Excellence which foster collaboration in univer- 
sity-industry research. The announcement was made by the minister at 
two “media events” — the first at the Royal Ontario Museum, and the 
second at Queen’s University. Seven provincial centres have been in 
operation for five years, and it was announced that their funding would 
continue for another five-year period. Funding for the program will be 
increased, with the budget totalling $216 million over five years. 

| The Centres of Excellence comprise part of the Technology Ontario 

| Program, a fund committed to investment in the province’s technologi- 
cal infrastructure. Queen’s researchers participate in the technical 




















activities of five of the seven centres, with major groups involved with 
the Ontario Centre for Materials Research (OCMR) and the Telecommu- 
nications Research Institute of Ontario (TRIO).

Have Engineering — Will Travel 


Engineering is a career that can, 
literally, take you places — but some 
would-be engineers start their 
traveling earlier than others. Sarah 
Westcott, 19, started very early; she 
was only in her first year of engineer- 
ing at Queen’s when she set off ona 
cross-Canada tour this spring to 
promote engineering as a career option 
for women. 

The part of “role model to younger 
women” was one that Sarah took on, 
together with Katherine Preston, after 
they were both recipients of 
last year’s Canadian 
Engineering Memorial 
Foundation Award. The 
award, established in 1989 
to commemorate the tragic 
massacre of women 
engineering students at the 
University of Montreal, is 
given annually to one first- 
year and one fourth-year 
student; and one of the 
conditions for accepting it, 
Sarah explains, “was that 
we would be trying to 
promote engineering as a 
career for women — 
especially among high 
school students. There’s no reason 
women can’t be engineers as well as 
men.” 

Especially not if they’re as qualified 
as Sarah. In high school in Saskatoon 
she studied physics, chemistry, 
biology, calculus, trig, geometry, and 
algebra, in addition to French, English, 
and history. One has to assume that 
she’s an exceptionally intelligent 
young woman, and in fact “that does 
seem to be the conclusion a lot of 
people come to,” she admits. “But 
engineering physics was a late deci- 
sion on my part — my father’s a 
research chemist, and I went as far as I 
could from chemistry!” 

Initially, Sarah and Katherine 
thought only of addressing schools in 
the immediate area of Queen’s. But the 
Faculty of Applied Science, which 
funded the venture, had bolder ideas; 
and what evolved was an eight-city, 
two-week trek across the country. 

“We contacted the Boards of

Education in all of the cities we 
wanted to visit, asking what schools 
would be interested in hosting us,” 
Sarah recalls. “And we also talked to 
the Professional Engineering Societies 
in those cities, to get an idea as to who 
might be most receptive.” The final 
tally of receptive schools was 25, 
spread unevenly among Toronto, 
Montreal, Halifax, St. John’s, Winni- 
peg, Regina, Calgary, Vancouver -— 
and Kingston. Sarah and Katherine 
did deliver their inspirational message 


here, at the Open House that Queen’s 
hosts every year. “We gave our speech 
for the first time on Engineering Day, 
and it went off really well. So that 
helped calm us both down consider- 
ably!” 

The prospect of addressing large 
numbers of strangers might daunt 
other young speakers, but Sarah 
insists it wasn’t a problem for her. “T 
love public speaking, so I wasn’t 
nervous.” Communication skills are 
an essential quality in a working 
engineer, she stresses. “You have to be 
able to communicate — it does you no 
good to know how things work if you 
can’t tell other people!” Their audi- 
ences were generally enthusiastic and 
responded well to the message. 

“One student was trying to make 
the same sort of decision I had, 
between pure science and engineer- 
ing,” recalls Sarah. “It’s certainly a 
different decision for each person, but 
I think I was able to give her ways of 





thinking about it that might not have 
otherwise occurred to her. We 
weren't trying to say that every 
student should become an engineer — 
but if you’re thinking about it, this is 
what you should know.” 

One major strain on the neophyte 
role models was the non-stop inten- 
sity of their tour. As Sarah admits, 
“All that travelling added an element 
of unreality to the trip. In the morning 
we'd be in Winnipeg, talking to 
students; then we’d get on a plane, 
and suddenly we'd be in 
Regina doing an evening 
presentation in a hall 
similar to the one we were 
in that morning! But we 
enjoyed it. Certainly we 
were busy, but no busier 
than doing an engineering 
course load — with less 
reading!” 

One factor that made 
the trip possible was the 
participation of Queen’s 
alumni in the various 
communities. “Once we 
knew what cities we were 
going to, the Alumni Office 
was able to billet us there,” 
Sarah said. “We got to meet a lot of 
really neat people!” And there were 
some hilarious misunderstandings: 
“Once in Toronto, I came down late 
to breakfast while the alumnus we 
were staying with was talking to 
Katherine about his old days at 
Queen’s. And I was thoroughly 
confused for a while, because every- 
one he was talking about — all his old 
professors — now have buildings 
named after them. | was puzzled why 
he should be talking about the 
stadium as if it was a person!” 

Katherine Preston has gone on to 
Cambridge University to do her 
doctorate, and Sarah is keeping busy 
with second-year studies. But on her 
desk, she still keeps the title slide 
used in the presentation: “Canada — 
Engineers Wanted.” It kept her 
company right across Canada this 
spring, and now it’s a souvenir of a 
vital and forward-looking outreach 
program. — By Tonia Morton 


Take-Home Labs are a big hit 


You won't find bare tile floors or other 
institutional trappings in these circuit 
design labs. Instead, you'll probably 
find cozy rugs and other domestic 
touches. That’s because lab work has 
literally come home, thanks to the 
advent of portable kits that consist of 
two circuit boards: a commercial 
microcomputer board and another that 
students can use to build up their own 
digital circuits. Weighing a mere three 
pounds, these lab kits are teaching 
budding electrical engineers the basics 
of microcomputers in a popular and 
innovative way. 

The two boards are plugged 
together and then connected to a 
standard serial port on the back of a 
personal computer, thereby allowing 
the student to write programs that can 
be downloaded to the boards. The kit 





also comes with its own power 
supply and all the necessary 
wires, computer chips and tools. 
“It’s really everything the 
students need, and they can 
carry it home in their backpack,” 
says Queen’s electrical engineer- 
ing professor Stan Simmons. 

Currently in their second year 
of use, the kits have proven quite 
popular among students taking a 
third-year microprocessor systems 
course and a fourth-year project 
course. A pre-wired version is used in 
a third-year course for non-computer 
option students. 

Students pair up to form a “design 
team” and come to one of two weekly 
lab sessions in order to get any help 
they might need and to demonstrate 
their completed assignments. The

take-home kits are proving to be not 
only more convenient than a conven- 
tional lab, but also more academically 
valuable. Students find that they have 
more time to do their assignments, 
and the hardware easily allows them 
to monitor step-by-step operations. “I 
definitely think it improves their 
comprehension,” says Professor 
Simmons. — By Dan Hogan 


Endowments for Our Future 


For many years, the underfunding of Ontario univer- 
sities by various provincial governments has been a 
bleak fact of academic life. In order to prevent a 
consequent erosion of the faculty-to-student ratio, 
Queen’s has severely trimmed the non-salary compo- 
nents of budgets, such as travel, laboratory supplies 
and equipment. Although over 93 per cent of our 
operating budget is now devoted to salaries, the 
Faculty of Applied Science has felt it necessary to 
make provisions — over the past 15 years — for the 
purchase of undergraduate laboratory equipment. 
Fortunately, we have been able to rely on the 
generosity of Queen’s engineering students, alumni 
and corporate patrons. During the late ’70s and 
throughout the ‘80s, donations were used to replace 
obsolete equipment, to repair broken equipment, and 
to provide new experiments designed to demonstrate 
new developments in engineering technology. For 
example, in the ten-year period commencing in 1978, 
the Science ‘41 Class Fund provided about $100,000 
for equipment. Currently, each undergraduate 
student in the Engineering Society donates $105 per 
year, almost all of which goes toward undergraduate 
equipment through a combination of endowment 
fund and current expenditure accounts. Meanwhile, 
INCO recently donated $1,000,000 toward moderni- 
zation of the undergraduate laboratories in Mining 
Engineering. While support such as this has revital- 
ized many of our laboratories, we are dependent on a 
continuing flow of donations in order to maintain the 
momentum of renewal. Other than the student

endowment fund, no long-term strategy has been in place 
to ensure a continuous source of equipment funding. 

Last summer, Dean Hamacher acted to improve the 
situation by authorizing the establishment of a Faculty 
equipment endowment fund. A seed amount of $50,000 — 
derived entirely from alumni donations — was targeted for 
the purchase of equipment. Thanks to student response to 
the Queen’s Challenge campaign, the Engineering Society 
has also been able to establish an equipment endowment of 
even larger current value. Each of these initiatives is backed 
by the Queen’s investment portfolio, which has performed 
exceptionally well over the years. In short, the University 
has been able to 
protect the purchas- 
ing power of 
endowment funds; 
if income was 
sufficient to pur- 
chase an oscillo- 
scope in 1982, then 
it will be sufficient 
to purchase an 
oscilloscope in 1992 
or 2002. With these 
significant begin- 
nings, the Faculty 
and the Engineering 
Society are deter- 
mined to build 
strongly towards a 
brighter future.

In turn, 
their generosity will touch the lives of 
Queen's students for years to come. 
Starting in 1993, it will be awarded to one student annually 
based on academic excellence and financial need, with prefer- 
ence given to a student from Saskatchewan. 

“Our father wasn’t able to complete his degree because of 
eye trouble, and always regretted not getting an education.” 
says George Campbell. “So he and our mother made sure that 
all four of us were able to go to Queen’s.” 

With the help of Ed Pearce, Queen’s bequest and planned 
giving officer, the siblings established the bursary through the 
sale of some property, the purchase of Queen’s gift annuities 
and life insurance with Queen’s as beneficiary. 

"As the government funding for education steadily de- 
creases, universities are depending on this kind of assistance 
more and more. “The handwriting is on the wall,” says Pearce. 
“Planned giving will be the means to help the university build 
needed endowments. 

“There’s a huge potential benefit. Since World War II, 
Canada has had 40 years of economic growth. It was a good 
time to make money,” he says. 

Estimates are that Canadians will pass on $1 trillion to the 
next generation. Of that, $100 billion could be given to charity 
through wills. “We won’t have this 20-year window of oppor- 
tunity again. That’s why it’s so important right now. Planned 
giving has to be in the forefront of everything we do,” says 
Pearce. “We're doing well at the moment, but our scholarship 
funds aren’t what they ought to be,” he adds. 

Former vice-principal Jim Courtwright, Sc’41, started the 
Queen’s planned giving program in the late 1970s. When he 
retired, the Planned Giving officer position was vacant for 
about four years. The Department of Development hired 
Pearce in 1989 because the volume of inquiries had increased 
so much. At that time, if a person wanted to leave Queen’s a 
bequest, it was sometimes hard to sort out what to do. Pearce 
brings together the necessary fundraising and personal skills 
to ensure a meaningful gift for the donor, and to provide 
potential benefactors with advice. This can be as simple as 
supplying the name of a program or as involved as personal 
counselling on bequest options. 

Bequests “are as old asthe university,” says Pearce, whose

experience includes 10 years of 
fundraising in the non-profit sector. 

“What people may not know 
about, however, are the number of 
different ways to support Queen’s. In 
fact, benefactors are often pleasantly 
surprised to find they’re financially 
better off by helping their alma mater.” 

Besides bequests, another option 
Pearce cites is the purchase of a life 
insurance policy naming Queen’s asa 
beneficiary. A small amount of pre- 
miums ultimately produces a large 
gift, which the giver can direct to- 
wards a favorite cause, whether it’s a 
scholarship fund, or the purchase of library books or new lab 
equipment. 

A third option is the charitable gift annuity. After the 
donor dies, the original capital will be used by Queen’s to fulfill 
the donor’s wishes. But in life, he or she will receive a competi- 
tive rate of return — currently 8 per cent — with much of the 
payment tax free. Many people are sitting with money in 
interest-bearing vehicles, such as bonds or GICs, Pearce says. 
The interest income earned is taxable. "By taking out an 
annuity, the person could end up with more money because all 
or part of the payment is tax free," Pearce says. 

For example, ifa woman aged 82 holds a $10,000 Canada 
Savings Bond, her annual return is 6 per cent, or $600 a year. 
She pays 40 per cent tax on this amount, leaving her just $360 
to spend after taxes. If she buys a Queen’s gift annuity at 8 per 
cent, she receives an immediate tax receipt of $3,680, saving her 
$1,472 on her next tax return. The annual income of $850 would 
be tax free for her lifetime. Pearce notes that U.S. alumni have 
even more planned giving choices, particularly through an- 
nuities and charitable trusts. U.S. annuities greatly benefit the 
donor with “a very big up-front tax receipt.” 

Not surprisingly, Pearce says the whole subject of estate 
planning is an especially sensitive one. “You can’t just write or 
pick up the phone out of the blue,” he says. "It’s a completely 
different way of approaching people, and of approaching 
fundraising. It’s more building relationships with people and 
finding out what they want to do for Queen’s.” 

As for those who might find his line of work a tad 
opportunistic, Pearce responds, “I always wish everyone long 
life, health, and happiness. But the ultimate question in all 
retirement plans is, what are you going to do with it when 
you're done with it? A legitimate part of retirement and estate 
planning is the ultimate distribution. People feel very re- 
warded, comfortable, and satisfied knowing they’re doing 
something that’s going to build society.”

Grandma would never play table hockey 
with us. She was too dignified. Or maybe 
she was just too busy doing the dishes. 

But I’m glad I never had to play 
against her. She was tough. 

Iremember canoeing with her when 
she was in her 70s. I could hardly keep 
the boat straight. 

After my grandfather died, she be- 
gan losing her strength. Her eyesight 
started to go, which was tragic because 
she loved her Farley Mowat books and 
her photo albums, especially the ones 
from Queen’s. She died in a retirement 
home in Calgary three years ago, on 
August 29, 1989. 

This spring I went to visit my uncle 
and his family in Calgary, and watched 
as my young cousin Doug scored two 
goals in a hockey game. I wished my 
grandmother could have been there to 
see it. She would have been glad to 
know that someone in the family had 
inherited her hockey skills. 

And she would have been reas-

Ask any sports trivia 
buff who was the first 
goalie to wear a mask in 
a hockey game, and 
you'll likely be told that 
it was Jacques Plante, the 
legendary Montreal 
Canadiens goaltender.

enacts the now-famous 
game when the Montreal 
goaltender first covered 
his face with a protective 
mask. 

But much as I hate to rock the worlds of both sports 
trivia and mail delivery, I have to disagree with their 
version of Canadian sports history. 

More than three decades before Plante first decided to 
cover his face — in fact before Plante was even born — the 
goalie for the Queen’s University women’s hockey team 
was already wearing a mask. 

Her name was Elizabeth Graham, BA’27. She was an 
Education student, and she wore No. 6 on her jersey. I know 
this because she was my grandmother. 

I never really knew about the mask until I stayed with 
her in Montreal one summer as I was tramping around 
Canada in an old Volkswagen bug before heading off to 
journalism school in Ottawa. 

One night she pulled out her old leather-bound scrap- 
book — the one with the browned pages and the hand- 
written inscription on the inside cover that reads: “Elizabeth 
Grahams book of memories from Queen’s University.” 

The scrapbook was crammed with souvenirs. There 
were invitations and dance cards, including one signed by 
H.C. Jenkinson, BSc’27, an engineering student and the man 
she eventually married. 

There were photos of the campus, a program from a 
football game, and stacks of photographs and newspaper 
clippings from her “hockey days,” as she called them.

“The Queen's goaler gave the fans a surprise when she 
stepped into the nets and then donned a fencing mask. It was 
safety-first with her and even at that she can’t be blamed for her 
precautionary methods.” 

As I sat in her living room that night, leafing through 
the scrapbook, I gained a new appreciation for my grand- 
mother. I mean, how many guys have a grandmother who 
could recite poetry to you on one visit and teach you a pad 
save the next? 

Hockey was everything when I was growing up in 
Montreal. My winter nights were spent at the outdoor rink 
in the park down the street. I’d put my skates on at home, 
and glide down to the rink over the hard-packed snow. 
When we visited my grandparents’ house for dinner on 
Sundays, my cousin Mike and I couldn’t wait for dinner to 
end so we could go upstairs and play table hockey. Dinner 
seemed to go on forever. 

We had to say grace, go through several courses and 
then coffee. Finally we were excused, and we’d rush 
upstairs to get the old game out of the closet. It was always 
a fight to see who would be the Montreal Canadiens and 
who would be opposition, the evil Toronto Maple Leafs.

say she recalls the occasion well, for she was 


an understudy to one of the singers, and her 
late husband, Doug Creighton, BA’50, was 
in the orchestra.

Evangeline was the first “homegrown” op- 
era ever staged in Canada. Muriel (Law- 
rence) Cluett, MA’52, Agincourt, Ont., ech- 
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oed that claim and included in her letter a photo 
of the opera’s cast. Mary (Benger) Coleman, 
Arts’51, Saskatoon — better known as “Bubs” — 
wrote that it was a role in Evangeline which 
launched the late Al Crofoot, BA’51, on a brief, 
butillustrious professional opera career. William 
(“Doc”) Angus, LLD’90, Kingston, recalled that 
the opera was directed by English professor 
Arnold Edinborough, with libretto by Paul 
Roddick, Arts’50, and Don Warren, Arts’50. 

Doug Shanks, S¢’51,MDiv’54, Toronto, sent 
along a photocopy of a page from Tricolor’49 
showing scenes from the opera, and a copy of 
the program. Ronald Brash, Arts’51, Ayr, Scot- 
land; D.W. Foley, Arts’51, IR’54, Ottawa; Robert Spence, Sc’49, 
Yellowknife, NWT; Mary Gilmour, Sackville, N.B.; and Law- 
rence Thornton, Arts’50, Kanata, Ont., also wrote with infor- 
mation, as did director Arnold Edinborough, Toronto. His 
letter ended with this sad observation: “Though a great adven- 
ture, and well received, because the Canada Council and the 
Ontario Arts Council did not then exist to promote it outside 
of Queen’s, (the opera) lapsed, unfortunately, into limbo.”

New name for Applied Science? 


Following an initiative of Dr. R.D. de Pencier, Sc’59, the 
Board of the Faculty of Applied Science asked Dean Carl 
Hamacher in October to set up an Ad Hoc Committee to 
Rename the Faculty. The committee consisting of myself as 
Chair, J.F. Whiting, Sc’41, R.J. Wilson, Sc’83, Prof. S.R. 
Penstone, Sce’55, Dr. J.G. Paterson, J.M. Nolan, Sc’94, and 
K.J. Oliphant, Sc’93, has been at work since early December. 

Our sole function is to consult widely with all related 
constituents to see if there’s a consensus for a renaming of 
our Faculty to include the word “Engineering” at this 
centennial milestone (1893-1993) of its existence. 

The reason Bob de Pencier gave for proposing to include 
the word Engineering is that it would serve as a formal 
public affirmation of the commitment of this Faculty to the 
profession and practice of engineering in Canada. 

At this midpoint of our consultation with the Faculty in 
all 10 accredited engineering programs, with the under- 
graduate body through the Engineering Society, and with a 
cross section of graduates, it appears a consensus is emerg- 
ing in favor of the name “Faculty of Engineering and 
Applied Science,” or “Faculty of Applied Science and 
Engineering.” 

For the information of readers, 15 of 27 schools in 
Canada use the name “Faculty of Engineering.” Eight use 
the word “Engineering” in association with “Applied 
Science” “Computing Science,” or “Science,” while only 
four use simply “Applied Science” in their name.

Remembering Dr. Harold Ettinger 

It was with regret that I noted the passing of Dr. Harold 
Ettinger, BA’16, MD’20, LLD’67 (Jan.-Feb. pg. 27) to whom I 
owe a great debt of gratitude. I first met the good doctor in 
the summer of 1951, when as a former medical student in 
Prague, I went to be interviewed by the Dean of Medicine 
for possible admission to the Queen’s. Just in from Europe, I 
arrived on campus in the heat of the day with my coat, hat, 
and kid gloves on, and was ushered into the office of a 
smiling, shirtsleeved man, Ettinger. 

We discussed architecture, and I tactfully refrained from 
commenting on the Douglas Library’s derivative style. In 
the end, thanks no doubt largely to Ettinger, who must have 
been a very young dean, | was admitted with advanced 
standing, and eventually graduated in 1956. 

Through all of this time, Harold Ettinger was a friendly 
man I could call on any time I was in need. Help was 
always forthcoming — even financial support at a critical 
moment. With others, I share the image of Ettinger lecturing 
about Banting and Best while he was lying on the long 
lectern and meowing like a cat just injected with insulin. I 
also remember him reaching into a drawer in his filing 
cabinet with a few papers in it, explaining that this was 
what later became the Medical Research Council! 

Ettinger’s support continued after graduation, when he 
wrote numerous letters of recommendation for various 
purposes. These letters were kind and flattering to me — I 
know this because one mistakenly ended up in my hands. 
The only way that I found to repay his help was to write to 
him almost yearly on the progress of my career. He always 
answered with his usual kindness, until he stopped writing 
about two or three years ago. 

As I'ma year-and-a-half from retirement myself, I can 
say that Harold Ettinger was for me always an important 
reference point throughout my medical career.

The staff of history 

My wife and I were in an antique store 
in Harrowsmith recently when we 
came across a swagger stick with an 
elaborate crest that included the 
Queen’s University coat of arms, the 
number 253, and the legend “Queen's 
University Overseas Highland Battal- 
ion, Canada.” We were intrigued. The 
wood is in fair to good condition, both 
head and tip are copper, and the fine 
battalion crest is in brass. 

We were puzzled to find that Vol. I 
of Queen’s University (And Not to Yield 
by Hilda Neatby), refers to Professor 
P.G.C. Campbell organizing “a special 
Queen’s Highland Battalion, the 
257th” and wrote to the Directorate of 
History at National Defence Head- 
quarters in Ottawa, seeking clarifica- 
tion. We’re grateful to the Directorate 
for the following information: the 
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257th in Queen’s University, Vol. L, pg. 
297, should read 253rd. 

The 253rd Canadian Infantry 
Battalion of the Canadian Expedition- 
ary Force was formed under authority 
of Privy Council Orders (PCO) #2067/ 
2068d/6-8-14, published in G.O. 48d/ 
1-5-17, and recruited university 
students from all across Canada, but 
principally in Kingston, Cornwall, and 
Cobalt districts. It mobilized on Oct. 
25, 1916 at Kingston under the com- 
mand of Lt. Col. P.G.C. Campbell and 
left for England aboard the SS Olympic 
on April 29, 1917, with 17 officers and 
461 other ranks. It never saw inde- 
pendent service, but was absorbed by 
the 5th Reserve Battalion on May 18, 
1917 and disbanded by PCO #3355d/ 
8-12-17, G.O. 82d/1-6-18. Its memory 
is perpetuated by the Princess of 
Wales’ Own Regiment. 

The 253rd’s swagger stick now sits 
on a shelf in my study beside a 
swagger stick dating back to my own 
commission as 2/Lt. in the Glasgow 
University Contingent Officer Training 
Corps (Territorial Army) in December 
1962. I think I’ll keep both in trust for 
my son Stephen, Arts’94, Lieutenant, 
Canadian Forces Communications 
Reserve.

This vehicle, the third 
designed and built by 
undergraduate Queen’s 
students, will be unveiled 
in late March with road 
testing commencing in 
early spring. 

The first race, 
Sunrayce’93, will take 
Queen’s and entrants from 
35 other North American 
universities from Dallas to 
Minneapolis in June. In 
November, the second race, 
the World Solar Challenge 
in November, will mark the 
second time that Queen’s 
has participated in this 
international event that 
crosses the Australian 
continent. 

All the funds and 
materials required to 
develop this new vehicle 
have been attained with 
support from the Faculty of 


Applied Science, Panasonic, 
Alcan, Dupont, Energy 
Mines and Resources, and 
many other organizations. 
Despite this, the Sun 
QUEST team desperately 
requires finances to support 
their education programs 
for primary and secondary 
school students, the promo- 
tion of alternative energy 
sources, and their competi- 
tion costs. These costs 
amount to over $80,000. In 
light of this need, Sun 
QUEST is providing the 
opportunity for supporters 
to “adopt” a solar cell from 
the vehicle’s solar array.

Powered by a high 
efficiency DC brushless 
electric motor, a light- 
weight battery system, and 
photo-voltaic solar cells. 
Testing and development of 
these and many other 
components is under way 
with emphasis on improved 
safety, reliability, and 
performance.

| relations recently when, as 
part of a four-year-old 
partnership between 
Queen’s and CBC-TV’s 
Newsworld, a day-long 
forum was held at Watson 
Hall. About 35 scholars and 
representatives of racial! 
minority groups from 
across Canada met to 
discuss racism. The show 
was first aired in December, 
with a repeat broadcast in 
February. 

According to political 
scientist George Perlin, one 
of the forum organizers, the 
Queen’s-CBC connection 
came about almost by 
accident. Perlin recalls that 
he was acting as a polling 
consultant for the network 
when the CBC held a forum 
on the 1988 federal election 
as an “experiment worth 
trying” on the then-newly 


z d Newsworld service. 
launched Newsworld service 


The success of that pilot 
broadcast led to other 
shows on such topics as the 
status of women, poverty, 
and the future of television. 


“It’s something quite 
new in television, and a 
national first,” says Perlin. 
Rather than seeking so- 
called “quick-fix solutions,” 
to complex issues, the 
forums take a longer-term 
perspective; participants are 
allowed to speak for 
themselves in that the tapes 
of the proceedings aren’t 
edited. 

“Newsworld is the future 
of television news 
programing,” Perlin 
predicts. He foresees the 
day when the major com- 
mercial networks will focus 
solely on entertainment 
shows and leave the news 
to specialized all-news 
channels, such as Newsworld 
or the U.S.-based CNN. 

With the CBC paying all 
production costs, the 
forums at Queen’s are 
developed through the 
School of Policy Studies 
with funding from the 
federal Department of 
Multiculturalism and 
Citizenship and the Queen’s 
Challenge fund raising

Queen’s surpasses 
employment equity goal 


Queen's has topped its own 
goal in appointing women 
to tenured or tenure-track 
faculty positions during the 
1992-93 academic year. 

Last year, the University 
set a goal in its employment 
equity program that 35 to 45 
per cent of these appoint- 
ments should go to women. 
As it turns out, statistics 
show that in the past year 
47.1 per cent of these 
appointees were women. 

“This is encouraging for 
everybody,” says Dr. Joan 
Geramita, associate to Alice 
Baumgart, the Vice-Princi- 
pal (Human Services). "It 
means that people are 
taking the commitment 
seriously and they're 
actually having success.” 

The university can't 
necessarily count on beating 
the goal every year, 
Geramita says. Since the 


overall number of tenured 
and tenured-track faculty 
hired each year is relatively 
small (the total was 17 this 
year), the difference of a few 
women each year could 
have a big effect on the 
percentage. 

But at least it's now clear 
that the goal is realistic. ““We 
set a goal that we thought 
we could achieve, and this 
shows that it's ‘do-able’,”” 
Geramita says. 

The percentage of 
women among new tenured 
and tenure-track faculty 
appointees has been inching 
up, with some setbacks, 
over the past nine years. But 
it's never been as high as 
this year's level. Overall, 
women now hold 19.6 per 
cent of all faculty positions 
at Queen's, up slightly from 
19.3 per cent in 1991-92.

Biologist wins 1992 Steacie Prize 





Doug Purvis was one of 
Queen’s most respected 
young scholars 


Queen’s is mourning the sudden loss of economist 
Doug Purvis, one the University’s most respected 
and distinguished young 
scholars. Purvis, 45, was 
director of the John 
Deutsch Institute for the 
Study of Economic 
Policy and had been 
head of Economics since 
1987. He died on Jan. 11 
of an apparent heart 
attack. At the time, he 
was at home recuperat- 
rd ing from surgery for a 

Doug Purvis serious back injury 
sustained while bodysurfing at a Mexican beach. 

Purvis, a native of Calgary, came to Queen’s in 
1971 after obtaining his PhD at the U of Chicago. 
In the years since, he had developed an interna- 
tional reputation through his work with the 
federal government in economic and constitutional 
matters, as well as his many publications. He was 
widely known to university students as one of the 
co-authors with Richard Lipsey of a popular 
introductory level economics textbook. 

Purvis is survived by his wife Trisha and sons 
Jaime and Joshua, who are both Queen’s students. 








A memorial to Doug Purvis, the Douglas D. Purvis 
Memorial Fund, has been established by his many 
friends and colleagues. Donations may be made by 
contacting either the Department of Development at 
Queen's University, (613) 545-2005, or the Depart- 
ment of Economics, 545-2252. 
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Years of sifting through 
lake sediment for signs of 
environmental change have 
paid off for Dr. John Smol, 
Biology. In receiving the 
1992 Steacie Prize, he 
became the first Queen’s 
researcher to win the 
award. 

The $7,500 award is 
considered to be one of #@ 
Canada’s most prestigious 
honors for young scientists 
and engineers. The Steacie 
is given annually to a 
person up to 40 years of age 
for outstanding scientific 
work in a Canadian context. 

‘Tt was great news, and 


a great surprise,” Smol said. 

The 37-year-old scientist 
gives much of the credit to 
the 24 grad students and 
post-doctoral fellows in his 
paleolimnology lab, which 
is the largest of its kind in 
the world. 

Paleolimnology is the 
reconstruction of lake 
histories using fossils of tiny 
aquatic organisms and other 
evidence. These indicators 
act as environmental 
monitors, which when 
studied as a body of 
evidence, document a lake’s 
salinity and acidity over 
long periods of time.

Awakening from 
a 50-year coma 


A Queen’s grad living in Estonia experiences

first-hand the rebirth of the Baltic states after 
five decades of Soviet occupation.

Tallinn, Estonia — From 20,000 feet up, Estonia 
looks like many other countries, and the city of 
Tallinn looks like many other east European cit- 
ies. However, once your plane touches down on 
what at first looks like any other airport, you 
quickly realize that things are different in Estonia, 
in the former Soviet Union. 

Grounded I/ushun jets belonging to Aeroflot, 
the Soviet airline, sit on the tarmac, like the 
dinosaurs of another age, while Estonia Air’s 
brand new Tupelev TU-154s get a paint job. I 
arrived at Tallinn airport a few months ago, 
unable to say no to a good adventure. | came to 
work for The Baltic Independent, one of the local 
English-language newspapers, “hell-bent on tax- 
ing my sanity,” as my big sister likes to put it. 

“So how long is your ‘tour’ here?” people 
asked me when I first arrived, with just a hint of 
sarcasm, and a certain smugness as if to say,

“We'll see how long you last!” 

“A year,” | told them, without flinching. (1 
hoped.) The reaction was invariably, “Ha! Good 
luck. You'll certainly need it.” 

Well, I’ve lasted close to five months now, and 
although life occasionally gets difficult, and I’m 
no longer working for the newspaper, I’ve sur- 
vived my tour well. Most importantly, I’ve been 
sensitized to the unique political, social, and eco- 
nomic problems faced by Estonia and the other 
two Baltic states, Latvia and Lithuania. 

I'd been to this area before, two years ago, 
when I participated in a Russian language im- 
mersion course in what was then Leningrad (The 
city has reverted to being St. Petersburg, the original 
name from pre-Revolutionary days.- Ed.) Then the 
Soviet Union was still the Soviet Union, and 
Estonia was still the Estonian Soviet Socialist 
Republic. 

I remember my visit to Tallinn as a breath of 
fresh air. People seemed genuinely happier here, 
and confident that their country would soon 
enjoy independence once more. The red-and- 
gold hammer and sickle flag of the USSR had 
already been replaced by the blue, black, and 
white Estonian flag proudly flying from the top 
of every public building. In spirit, the Estonians 
had remained their own people, and maintained 
their own language and culture no matter how 
hard Moscow had tried to silence them. But in 
reality, Moscow still had the upper hand, per- 
sonified by a huge, imposing statue of Lenin in 
the centre of Tallinn. 

That all changed in August 1991, when the 
coup by Mikhail Gorbachev’s hardline Commu- 
nist foes failed. The day afterwards, Estonia de- 
clared its independence from the USSR, and Len- 
in’s days in the city square were numbered. 

The Estonian will tell you their history goes 
back thousands of years. A Finno-Ugric tribe, 
they settled on the southern coast of what’s now 
known as the Gulf of Finland. First called Kalev, 
then Reval, then Tallinn, the town on the Baltic 
Sea became an important trading city and mem- 
ber of the Hanseatic League. Swedes, Danes, 
Poles, Germans, and Russians all took turns sup- 
pressing the Estonians, their culture, unique lan- 
guage and traditions. A brief period of independ- 
ence was brutally interrupted in June 1940. Esto- 
nia, and its Baltic neighbors Latvia and Lithuania 
were annexed by the Soviet Union under the 
terms of the infamous Molotov-Ribbentropp pact 
between Nazi Germany and the Soviet Union. 

Estonia remained relatively prosperous and 
attractive, despite “Sovietization,” while the 
economies and societies of the other 15 very 
different Soviet republics were artificially con- 
nected and forcibly made interdependent. But 
Moscow didn’t ignore Estonia, as Soviet troops 
and the KGB secret police settled-in, making 
separation from the union impossible. Thousands

of Russian families were transferred here to 
weaken the Estonian identity. 

The place of these Russian-speaking residents 
in the new Estonia has become a complex politi- 
cal issue. The ethnic Russians who live here face 
a number of obstacles, including an uncompro- 
mising citizenship law, and a government which 
is reluctant to grant Estonian citizenship to peo- 
pleit regards as “illegal immigrants.” When Esto- 
nia elected its first post-Soviet president and 
parliament in September, 40 per cent of the adult 
population— mainly Russian speakers — weren't 
allowed to vote because they hadn’t “qualified” 
for citizenship. 

Whether in Tallinn or Tartu, Saaremaa, or 
Sillimae, the reasons for — and results of — 
ethnic tension are strikingly clear to foreigners. 
Anyone who’s ever visited Tallinn’s Russian sub- 
urb of Lasnamne can see what happens when 
hopelessness and vodka take over. Hundreds of 
monotonous bleak grey buildings rise up on the 
city’s eastern edge, while many of the men at- 


tempt to fight their way through an alcohol- — 


induced fog, repeatedly stumbling and falling to 
the pavement. 

The eastern border city of Narva, which is 96 
per cent Russian and a stronghold of Soviet na- 
tionalism, has an unemployment rate of 50 per 
cent. Colleagues who’ve traveled to and written 
about the area say the city is “about to explode.” 
Cool-headed Estonians generally have a lot to say 
about “the Russian problem,” but conclusions 
tend to be the same: “they” should go back where 
“they” came from. 

The alleged discrimination of national minori- 
ties in the three Baltic States is the major reason 
Russia continues to drag its feet on the with- 
drawal of its troops. Unwelcome here, and a 
financial burden to their own country, conscripts 
and officers alike sit in cold, dilapidated barracks, 
wanting and waiting to go home. 

I went with two friends to visit what used to be 
the Soviet Union’s secret and valued naval base at 
Paldiski, about 40 km west of Tallinn. Home of 
the Soviet Union's only nuclear submarine train- 
ing school, we’d heard it had been all but aban- 
doned or destroyed. Unfortunately, as we tried to 
enter the “closed zone” without the proper docu- 
ments, we were intercepted by the “guard,” who 
was a stocky old woman in slippers and a wool 
coat with naval insignia. 

She immediately seized our passports and 
told us to follow her to the command post. She led 
us to the base’s second-in-command, an equally 
stocky man witha submarine tie clip and a hat the 
size of a hors d’oeuvres platter. He told us that we 
were unwelcome in his territory, and we were to 
leave the city on the next train. 

We obeyed. However, we’d already seen the 
desperate conditions under which the military 
personnel and their families live. The dirt roads 
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with huge potholes, large impersonal apartment 
buildings with broken windows and cracked 
foundations, and leaning streetlights without 
bulbs make Paldiski look like an undeveloped 
country which had run out of money years ago. 
In the harbor we saw two abandoned naval ves- 
sels, gutted and rusting. During our brief ques- 
tioning and detention, I asked to go to the toilet. 
The officer led me to a dark, dirty cell-like room 
with a small hole in the ground. “The Estonians 
have made life so difficult for us,” he told me. 

While Russian and Baltic politicians squabble 
about troop withdrawals and human rights vio- 
lations, the Russian soldiers here are ready to 
leave. Slava,an 18-year-old conscript from Belarus 
who took us back to the train station, said he 
couldn’t wait to go home. 

The tension between Estonians and Russians 
has a detrimental effect on foreign investment, 
and hinders the country’s economic develop- 
ment. Like its Baltic neighbors, Estonia relies on 
the benevolence of the international community 
for everything from army boots to heating oil. If 
the troops and minority rights questions aren’t 
satisfactorily resolved, it will take much longer to 
revive Estonia’s economy from its 50-year coma. 

The public square in front of the Tallinn Com- 
munist Party headquarters, where the statue of 
Lenin stood — and fell — isn’t far from the Old 
Town, one of the most enchanting medieval cities 
in all of Europe. Even 
under a winter coating

of 20 cm of fresh snow, 
the ancient buildings 
still tell stories of their 
colorful past, of times 
long before the stress of 
today’s post-Soviet 
problems. 

It’s easy to let your 
mind drift back in time, 
toimagine what Tallinn 
might once have been 
like. But each time the 
doors of a rickety So- 
viet-made public tran- 
sit bus slam shut be- 
hind me, I’m rudely 
jolted out of my dream 
world, and back to the 
harsh realities of life in 
Estonia today.

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A castle fit for

The University has received a gift of £6-million 
from Isabel and Alfred Bader, Sc’45, Arts’46, 
MSc’47, LLD’86, of Milwaukee, Wisc., to 
purchase an historic 15th Century 

castle and surrounding estate.

he property will be used as an interna- 

tional study centre, with the fees from 

conferences and tuitions making the 
venture entirely self-financing. The Herstmonceux 
Estate is a “picture-book castle” located in the 
countryside near Sussex, near the southeast coast 
of England. The property, which was the home of 
the Royal Greenwich Observatory from 1946-88, 
includes the castle, the Equatorial Group of Tel- 
escope Buildings, the Sir Isaac Newton Building 
complex, and auxiliary residences. 

That Queen’s should come into possession 
of this valuable property is more than mere luck. 
It’s due to the generosity of the Bader family. 
Although Alfred Bader also has degrees from 
other academic institutions, Queen’s has held a 
special place in his heart for more than 50 years. 

After fleeing Nazi persecution of the Jews in 
his Austrian homeland in 1939, Bader arrived in 
England in 1940 at age 16. From there he was sent 
to a prisoner-of-war camp at Lake Champlain in 
northern New York state. In 1941, he was ac- 
cepted by Queen’s when other Canadian univer- 
sities turned him down. To this day, he recalls 
how he found a home-away-from-home here. 
Registrar Jean Royce, Dr. W.E. McNeill, and his 
classmates greeted him warmly; he never forgot 
it. Writing in a brief article that appeared in the 
September-October 1991 issue of the Review, Bader 
recalled, “This kindness brought me out of my 
shell, and over the years my contacts and interac- 
tions with Queen’s staff, alumni, and students 
have continued to give me great pleasure.” 

After leaving Queen’s, Bader earned a doc- 
torate at Harvard and then founded Aldrich Cor- 
poration, which later merged with another com- 
pany to form Sigma Aldrich Corporation, one of 
the leading manufacturers of chemicals for re- 
search in hospitals and universities around the 
world. 








While he lives a relatively modest lifestyle, 
Alfred Bader’s business success has enabled him 


to support Queen’s and other institutions and 
worthwhile causes in which he believes. It has 
also given him the opportunity to indulge him- 
self in his other great passion in life — fine art. 
Bader has earned a well-deserved reputation as 
an art historian and collector. 

Isabel and Alfred Bader have long been 
among the University’s strongest financial boost- 
ers. They’ve established chairs in both chemistry 
and art history, and over the past 30 years have 
donated more than 100 paintings to the Agnes 
Etherington Art Centre. Nonetheless, the 
Herstmonceux estate is certainly the most valu- 
able gift that the family has ever made to the 
University. 

“The Baders’ splendid gift is an important 
demonstration of faith in the future of interna- 
tional efforts and contributions possible through 
the unique participation of a Canadian univer- 
sity,” Principal David C. Smith says. 

During the last decade Queen’s researchers 
have collaborated on projects worth $22 million 
in Tanzania, India, Bangladesh, and Indonesia. In 
addition, faculty and student exchange agree- 
ments have involved the University with 40 other 
schools around the globe. Smith explained that it 
was these successful overseas links and the Baders’ 
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love for Queen’s that prompted the couple to 
make this unique gift to the University. 

The Principal said the Baders have noted the 
University’s growing interest in the broad range 
of international educational activities, and that 
they envisioned significant possibilities to en- 
hance this experience — especially given the pace 
of development in the burgeoning European Eco- 
nomic Community. 

The Herstmonceux estate is just 100 km from 
London, and an easy drive from both Gatwick 
Airport and the soon-to-be-opened English Chan- 
nel tunnel to France. In fact, it may have been the 
convenience of the location that attracted the first 
residents, for the archeological evidence suggests 
that the castle site has been occupied since Roman 
times. However, it was in 1441 that Sir Roger 
Fiennes applied to King Henry V for permission 
to build the present structure. Certain architec- 
tural features, such as the gatehouse and circular 
topped towers, suggest that he imported an ar- 
chitect from France. 

It fell to Sir Roger’s son, the first Lord Dacre, 
to continue and largely complete construction of 
the castle. It’s thought likely that William Veysey, 
architect to Henry VI, was employed in this re- 
gard; the original cloisters at Herstmonceux were 
almost a carbon copy of his brick cloisters at Eton. 

Various improvements were made during 
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the next three centuries, yet Prime Minister Horace 
Walpole commented on the castle in 1752, “It 
does not seem to have been ever quite finished.” 
In the late 18th Century the castle was aban- 
doned, and the then-Lord Dacre commissioned 
an architect to prepare a set of drawings and 
plans of Herstmonceux for posterity. 

Work began on restoration of the south, 
west, and east ranges, and partially of the Great 
Hall in 1911. When Sir Paul Latham acquired the 
property in 1932, he employed the distinguished 
architect Walter Godfrey to complete restoration 
work. The results were evidently satisfactory, for 
three years later, a leading article in Country Life 
magazine proclaimed, “The completed restora- 
tion of Herstmonceux castle is at once a romance 
and an achievement of real national importance. 
If it began by depriving the public of an exqui- 
sitely picturesque ruin, where forests of ivy 
ramped over crumbling rosy brick towers, it has 
ended by adding to our land’s heritage, a specta- 
cle that for sheer breathtaking glamor is not to be 
surpassed in Europe.” 

The Estate was purchased in 1988 by a devel- 
opment company which hoped to convert it into 
a hotel and golf course complex. But when the 
necessary legal clearances proved unattainable, 
the property was put up for sale. 

Queen’s officials, acutely sensitive to local 
concerns, are working with the district council 
and its planners, as well as the British govern- 
ment’s heritage conservation agency, which over- 
sees the fate of Herstmonceux and other historic 
buildings, to gain approval for the University’s 
plans. The castle and surrounding buildings are 
well suited for use as an international study 
centre, and if the Queen’s plans are approved it 
will be a welcome boost to the Sussex economy. 

According to a brochure provided by 
Sotheby’s International Realty and Savills, the 
British real estate agencies which were jointly 
listing the property, the castle, itself, has 140 
rooms on three floors, a walled garden, a three- 
sided moat (the fourth side was filled in many 
years ago), and a central courtyard. The literature 
makes no mention of a resident ghost — that of a 
16th Century nobleman — who prowls the cas- 
tle’s storied halls, or so legend has it. 

While the castle otherwise comes “fur- 
nished,” the original accoutrements have long 
since been carted off. Thus, one of the first tasks 
facing the University will be to update the decor 
to suit its new role as an international study 
centre. A substantial portion of the Baders’ gift is 
being earmarked for restoration work, the pur- 
chase of new furnishings, and initial operating 
costs. 

An advisory committee is already hard at 
work at Queen’s considering the myriad of ideas 
already put forward for use of the estate prop-

Alumni Affairs, Development 
departments being restructured

major administrative 
reorganization has 
begun, which is de- 


signed to help Queen’s main- 
tainits high standards of ata- 
demic excellence in an in- 
creasingly competitive — 
and lean — marketplace. 

The departments of 
Alumni Affairs and Devel- 
opment are being stream- 
lined under a newly-created 
vice-principalship for ad- 
vancement. The goal of this 
initiative, which is an inte- 
gral part of a broader strat- 
egy to strengthen both the 
University’s friend and fund 
raising functions, is to posi- 
tion Queen’s on a solid fi- 
nancial footing as the University moves towards the 21st 
century. 

As recommended ina detailed report submitted to Queen’s 
last August by the Toronto consulting firm Ketchum Canada, 
the new vice-principal will oversee a more coordinated ad- 
vancement function. Fund raising responsibilities currently 
shared between the Alumni and Development offices will be 
consolidated under Development. Alumni Affairs will be then 
be dedicated to friend raising, while Alumni/Development 
Information Services (A/DIS) — which is responsible for the 
development, collection, analysis, and dissemination of infor- 
mation essential to friend and fund raising — will be redefined 
into a freestanding department, also reporting to the new V-P. 

According to Bob Burnside, a former Alumni Association 
president, the result promises to be a more concerted and 
integrated effort to reach out to all Queen’s alumni and friends. 
Burnside, in his current role as associate to Principal David C. 
Smith, is one of the key people managing the restructuring. 
“We want to be more in control of our own fate. The only way 
to do that is to create an advancement environment that brings 
in more friends to Queen’s, and from those friends, more 
funds,” he explains. 

“It’s already being accomplished widely in te U.S.,so we 
know that putting a well-organized structure in place will 
produce the results we want. It’s a major thrust in external 
relations for the University.” 

With the successful Queen’s Challenge capital campaign 
winding down, the time is ideal for the University to take this 
step. Development of the new organizational structure began 
in January, while discussions on staffing decisions began in 
February; final decisions in this regard are to be made in April. 

“We hope to have the whole advancement organization in 
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each of the departments involved. 


place and functioning for 
May 1,” says Burnside. 
Even so, the need for 
swift decision making hasn’t 
overshadowed the need for 
careful consultation and con- 
sideration. Members of the 
Advancement Working 
Group, including Burnside, 
the department directors, 
various senior managers, 
and chair Vice-Principal (Re- 
sources) Rod Fraser, are 
working closely with the 
Alumni Association to en- 
sure that alumni have input 
in the process. And commit- 
tee members have discussed 
functional and personnel 
questions with the staff of 





“Since people now perform ‘multi-tasks’, itisn’t yet clear in 
every case where a person or function will fit. There are two 
decisions that have to be made. The first is the overall staff 
complement; the second is strategic redeployment of people 
already employed,” says Fraser. 

When the reorganization is complete, the new advance- 
ment organization will be roughly similar in size to the com- 
bined Alumni Affairs and Development Offices, notes Fraser. 
“We've got a successful team in place, and clearly we'll want 
to keep them,” he says. 

A search is underway for a manager for the new A/DIS 
Department, and a search committee has been struck to exam- 
ine the position of the new vice-principal (please see advertise- 
ment pg. 3). “There’s a critical emphasis on interpersonal and 
organizational skills, compatibility with Queen’s, and on both 
friend and fundraising experience,” says Fraser. 

“Our initial suspicion is that to find the person we're 
looking for we'll have to search beyond Queen’s, in both the 
private and the public sector. And we want to see if maybe 
there aren’t Canadians who are potential candidates working 
in advancement at American universities.” 

Queen’s officials are confident this advancement reor- 
ganization will help the University maintain its high standards 
in a time of declining government funding by expanding the 
both the friend and fund raising functions. “The funding future 
will be tougher for all universities, but we can look to 150 years 
of Queen’s success and service as our base,” says Fraser. 

“We intend to build a strong case for this University in the 
world of higher learning — a case deserving of puvate and 
public support. Queen’s is a pretty good investment.” #

CHALLENGE CAMPAIGN 


The Queen’s Challenge Campaign was launched in 1989, with a goal of 
$70 million. Since that time, University faculty and staff, parents, students, 
Board of Trustees, corporations, foundations as well as alumni were all 
approached to enter into a five-year pledge in support of the Challenge 
Campaign’s needs. They are as follows: 


Student Support Scholarships, Fellowships, Awards; 

Counselling Programs, Residence Life 11% 
Buildings Stauffer Library 36% 
Equipment Scholar-Centred Computing Project, 

Electronic Teaching Facilities,

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ALUMNI ANNUAL FUND 





The Alumni Annual Fund is the backbone of Queen’s fund raising 
efforts. Alumni have been contributing to the Annual Fund since the early 
1950’s. Today, all Queen’s alumni are asked by mail or telephone to 
contribute to the Alumni Annual Fund (the “AAF’’) each year. 

The Alumni Annual Fund meets many of Queen’s ongoing funding 
requirements which fall under the following headings: 


‘Student Support (bursaries, scholarships, awards) 
‘Equipment (laboratory, computer) 


‘Information Resources (books, periodicals, journals, 
electronic information resources) 


In both 1991 and 1992, for the first time in Queen’s history, alumni were 
asked to contribute to two separate fund raising programs: the Alumni 
Annual Fund and the Queen’s Challenge Campaign. This temporary “sepa- 
rate ask” policy ensured that the ongoing needs of the University funded by 
the AAF continued to be met, while gifts received to the Challenge Campaign 
were dedicated to preparing Queen’s for the future. 

In 1992, the Alumni Annual Fund raised $1,263,387. The Faculty of 
Medicine achieved the highest level of participation in giving to the Alumni 
Annual Fund with 25.6% of its graduates as donors, while Arts and Science 
alumni contributed $381,145 for the greatest total donations of any faculty.

THANK Q / COMMITMENT 



























The THANK Q program began in 1992 following the success of the 
COMMitment program initiated by the School of Business in 1991. Both are 
class giving programs operated by and for students in their final year of 
undergraduate and graduate study. Senior students are asked as a class to 
contribute their support to specific projects within their faculty or school. 
Before leaving campus, many students enter into a three-year pledge, the 
payment of which starts upon graduation. The amount of each pledge and the 
nature of each project supported is decided by each faculty or school’s 
student organizing committee in consultation with the Dean or Director. 
In 1992, a total of seven faculties participated in graduating class giving 
programs. THANK Q’92 and COMMitment’92 together raised $101,471 in 
pledges and cash and garnered a 41% participation rate overall.

The Queen’s Parents Association was organized in 1973 to promote 
closer ties between the university and non-alumni parents of Queen’s 
students. In the University’s continuing efforts to include parents in the 
campus community, orientation sessions for parents of incoming students are 
held each summer, a handbook especially designed for the parents of first- 
year students is sent each fall, and a newsletter entitled Queen's Today is 
distributed twice a year to both alumni and non-alumni parents. 

The fund raising branch of the Parents Association enables concerned 
parents to assist in their child’s education by advancing Queen’s standards of 
excellence. For the past three years, revenues of the Parents Fund have been 
allocated towards the needs of the Challenge Campaign. 

Over the past two years, a successful student telethon has met with a very 
positive fund raising response from the parent constituency. In 1992, the 
Queen’s Parents Fund raised $255,106 in cash. 


PLANNED GIVING 





Alumni and friends of Queen’s may participate in the Planned Giving 
Program in three ways: 


- Annuities provide the senior donor with tax beneficial income for 
life, while directing a substantial gift to the University at the same time 


- Life Insurance offers the ease of small premiums over time that produce a 
large gift for the University 


- Bequests in wills provide the University with reliable, long-term support 


Information about the Planned Giving Program is provided to senior 
alumni and friends through semi-annual issues of the Queen’s Financial 
Planner newsletter. 

Gifts secured as part of the Planned Giving Program are counted 
towards the Queen’s Challenge Campaign. As of the end of 1992, this sum 
accounted for close to $12 million. 

The performance of this relatively new fund raising program is expected 
to grow significantly in the future as alumni and friends learn of the personal 
financial advantages of contributing through planned giving methods.

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Student friends and prowling cats

(Note: Elspeth Baugh, Arts’49, is retiring this spring as the Dean of 
Women. She was the 1992 recipient of the John Orr Award, given 
annually by the Toronto Branch of the Alumni Association. In her 
speech, she touched on some of the highlights of her time at Queen's. 
The following is an abridged version of her remarks.) 


believe | will be the first award winner to confess that I fell 

in love with John Orr when I was eight years old, and for 

that reason this award holds a special significance for me. 
[ was running to Victoria School when I fell and injured my 
knee — I still have a large bump on the knee to 
prove the injury. John Orr, that elegant man, was 
walking down Alfred Street on his way to work, 
looking impeccable as always. But heedless of the 
effect that picking up a child from the gutter 
might have on his suit, he lifted me up and carried 
me into Victoria School. The pain of my injury 
faded in the glory of being carried across the 
playground by that tall, handsome, very kind 
man. He became a hero to me, and through the [ 
years I developed a great respect for him, his & 
skills and his devotion to his many duties at bs 
Queen's. 

{suspect that lowe my nomination tonight to 
students whom | have known and loved in my 12 years at 
Queen’s. Whatever they believe I gave to them was returned to 
me in full measure by them. They have been willing to share 
with me their joys, sorrows, courage, humor, and especially 
their funkiness. They have always been endearing, sometimes 
exasperating, and have greatly enriched my life. 

I believe this award has a significance much greater than 
honoring me. It is a recognition of the value that students place 
on student services to Queen’s. I hold an adjunct teaching 
position in the Department of Psychology, and I have valued 
that academic association greatly. I have enjoyed the opportu- 
nity to get into the classroom, do some teaching, and to act on 
graduate thesis committees. However, I’ve always felt I was a 
“student services person,” for my closest working relation- 
ships have been with those who work in student health, 
student counselling, the International Centre, career planning 
and placement, residences, the. Chaplain’s office, academic 
advising, student awards, and so on. 

[ accept this award as a tribute to all of us whose mission 
is to enhance the learning experience at Queen’s by recognizing 
the human experience of students in all dimensions — personal 
growth, physical and mental health, and spirituality; and who 
also are equipped to deal with the pain and conflict many 
students experience. I believe that Queen’s is a very caring 
institution, and those who give that face to students are often 
student services staff. 

On a lighter vein, many of my funniest memories of 
Queen's have much to do with living in residence — I lived in 
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Victoria Hall for 10 years. | remember a bomb threat late at 
night when I was instructed by the police to search the 
building. One wise don who was assisting me asked if | would 
recognize a plastic explosive if I saw one. My answer was, of 
course, no, as we assiduously lifted the lids of toilet tanks and 
rummaged in garbage pails. I also remember a fire alarm 
planned to test the systems when I dressed in appropriate 
“deanly attire” to welcome the firemen at 6 a.m. Unfortu- 
nately, there’d been a toga party in Victoria Hall that night and 
the collection of men and women draped in sheets outside the 
building caused raised eyebrows from some of 
the members of the Kingston Fire Department. 

Many students will expect me to tell stories 
about my cats. I won’t disappoint them, but 
none know the whole saga. I moved into Victoria 
Hall, against all the rules, with an old warrior cat 
who took a look around, didn’t like what he saw, 
and disappeared. His companion promptly died 
of an undiagnosed illness. An inauspicious be- 
ginning, I thought! 

I then acquired a very social cat, with health 
and cultural interests, who made a regular round 
of university facilities, usually checking out the 
activities of student health and the physiotherapy 
department at KGH in the morning. But he was also especially 
attracted to evening cultural events in Grant Hall. When Alex 
Colville, the distinguished Canadian painter, was being intro- 
duced by a faculty member, those in the gallery began to 
laugh. The hapless introducer looked towards his zipper to see 
if he was properly clad, but Colville put him out of his misery 
by pointing to the black cat who was stalking the balcony 
railing of Grant Hall. 

Finally, I acquired the famous 10-year denizen of Victoria 
Hall, Sasquatch (so named because he had six toes) from a 
student who advertised in the Journal that she had an illegal cat 
in residence. Sasquatch then prepared to take on Vic Lea, the 
evening staff person, until then undisputed as the vigilante in 
Victoria Hall. For some months,Vic would wake me up bring- 
ing the furry creature home, but even he accepted defeat in the 
end. Sasquatch shared weekend desk duty with the dons, 
quickly found out which rooms had goldfish bowls so he 
could make a terrorizing visit to the fish, and I’d occasionally 
meet him on the elevator traveling to one floor or another, 
intently looking up at the floor numbers. However, I must 
confess sadly, that Sasquatch, a male cat, couldn’t take compe- 
tition from other males. 

On opening day in 1988, when Victoria Hall became a co- 
ed residence, he went around the corner to eagerly resume his 
regular duties, and when he saw all the men moving in, he 
hastily retreated and almost never went in the building again! 

Again my thanks; it’s been great fun, and I’ve enjoyed 
almost every minute of my years at Queen’s.

An inspiring story 
of courage and endurance 


ea RES help people over- 
come pain, and get their lives back 
together after the trauma of serious acci- 
dent or surgery. So it’s fitting that when 
Brian Co’s name is called at convocation 
on the afternoon of May 29, it will be to 
receive his Bachelor of Science degree in 
physiotherapy. Yousee, it’s unlikely any 
other of the 3,000 or so members of the 
Class of 93 will know 
more about picking up 
the pieces of a shattered 
life than does this soft- 
spoken 30-year-old Vi- 
etnamese immigrant. 
His is a knowledge 
gained firsthand, for 
how Brian came to bea 
graduate of Queen’s is 
an inspiring story of 
human courage and en- 
durance. It begins 18 
years ago in Vietnam, 
on the eve of the 1975 Ba 





hours a day. When he was finally re- 
leased from this living hell, it was only 
because his father paid off the right peo- 
ple. 

Despite the dangers, Brian felt he 
had no option but to leave Vietnam, or to 
die trying. Finally, in 1982, he escaped 
along with 64 other “boat people” who 
eluded the police and roaming bands of 
pirates to arrive at a 
remote Indonesian 
fishing village. 

While Brian had 
no way of knowing it 
then, insome ways the 
most difficult part of 
his terrifying odyssey 
was still before him. 
There would bea two- 
year ordeal in a refu- 
gee camp, then the un- 
certainties of emigrat- 
ing to Canada, a 
strange land about

Brian, his parents, 
and six siblings lived in Saigon, where 
Brian’s father was an architect with a 
French firm. The family was fearful of a 
American pull-out, but opted to stay put 
rather than join the frantic mass exodus 
underway; it was a mistake they would 
regret. “Wedidn’t know muchabout the 
Communists at the time,” says Brian. 
“Now, we know too much.” 

As conditions deteriorated, it be- 
came apparent to the Co family there 
was no future for their children in Viet- 
nam. So they decided that Brian and two 
of his brothers would flee the country. 
Unfortunately for them, that was easier 
said than done. 

What followed for Brian over the 
next two years was a Series of more than 
10 desperate failed escape bids, each one 
costing the Co family as much as $1,000 
U.S. Sometimes, the boat on which Brian 
was a passenger was stopped by police; 
other times, gangsters simply stole the 
family’s safe passage money, or else 
reported the Cos to the authorities. The 
first time Brian was caught, in 1981, he 
lied and told the police he was 14 (he 
was really 18.) They let him off lightly — 
after just three months in prison. The 
next time, he wasn’t as lucky. 

Brian was imprisoned for seven 
months, shackled to 14 other men 23 


which Brian knew 

nothing. He and two 
brothers arrived in Toronto in December 
1984 knowing only a few words of Eng- 
lish; life was hard, with no family or 
friends to fall back on when the going 
got tough. 

A lot has changed for the Cos in the 
eight years since then, most of it for the 
better. Brian starts a physiotherapist’s 
job at McMaster Medical Centre in Ham- 
ilton, Ont. at month’s end, while his 
brother Nang has just finished third- 
year studies in physiotherapy at Queen’s; 
these two Co brothers have found ahome 
at Queen’s and made many friends 
among the University’s tiny Vietnamese 
community. Meanwhile, from distant 
Ho Chi Minh City — formerly Saigon — 
has come word that the Co family has 
endured, despite harassment by the au- 
thorities, although one of the three 
boys who stayed behind has died of 
illness. 

Chatting with Brian Co about the 
obstacles which he overcame to earn his 
Queen’s degree gives you a fresh per- 
spective on the spring convocations. 
While the sacrifices Brian made were 
more demanding than most, they serve 
as a stark reminder that behind every 
Queen’s degree there’s a human story — 
a story of sweat and tears shed, and 
sometimes even some blood. — K.C.

The 
Royal Greenwich Observatory moved there 
in 1948, and during the next 41 years, a total 
of seven telescope observatories were built, 
as well as an administrative complex. In

the Canary Islands. The vacant telescope 
domes and offices are still at Herstmonceux, 
of course, and while visitors can visit, those 
who have done so report there’s not much to 
see now.-- Ed.)

What a thrill to me personally that a 
Queen’s man — Alfred Bader, and his 
wife Isabel — have made the University 
the owner of Herstmonceux Castle. 

This most notable property is very 
dear to me. When Field Marshal Bernard 
(“Monty”) Montgomery went to Africa 
to subdue (which he did) Rommel, I 
succeeded him as Commander of the 
Defences of South East England. I made 
my operational headquarters in 
Herstmonceux Castle. 

The castle dominated the Nazi-held 





shore of Normandy from Cherbourg, Le 
Havre, Dieppe, St. Valery, Calais, which 
could have served as a base from which 
to launch an attack on Britain. My ma- 
rine and air force resources were dis- 
posed from the Isle of Wight to Sussex 
and Kent. 

Seeing the cover of the Review (Mar.-

exciting magnitude. I cannot properly 
thank all concerned for: a) the idea, b) the 
beauty, and c) my personal thrill.

Posma’s letter berating the need for a 
human rights director at Queen’s. There 
are many reasons that one might feel 
such a person isn’t needed; some might 
even be valid. However, Posma’s rea- 
soning, that alumni from the 1960s and 
1970s were so respectful of the rights of 
others that they didn’t need “a human 
rights czar” and that they could not pos- 
sibly have children who would ever show 
disrespect for others is, at best, an ex- 
tremely naive delusion. 

Attitudes such as Posma’s are pre- 
cisely the reason that Queen’s requires a 
director of human rights. Those indi- 
viduals who have never had to deal with 
discrimination often are oblivious to their 
own actions and those of others around 
them which may infringe upon another 
group’s rights. Many times, it takes some- 
one like Irene Bujara to point out our 
shortcomings so that we may improve. 
We've made great advances since the 
1960s. The naming by Queen’s of a direc- 
tor of human rights is simply an ac- 
knowledgement that we still need to go 
further.

Mutual respect is the key 


to improving human values 


I enjoyed the letter by R.H. Posma and his 
comments on race relations, sexual har- 
assment, homophobia, alumni from the 
1960s and 1970s, and the fact that their 
generation treated people with respect as 
individuals. I’d like to add a few com- 
ments regarding the era of the 1940s and 
1950s. 

I was one of a small.number of 
females accepted into a predominantly 
male class in Medicine in 1944 -- one year 
after females were fully accepted into 
Medicine at Queen’s. One might think 
that under the circumstances there’d 
have been a lot of harassment, and I 
suppose by today’s terms there was. But, 
I’m not sure who did most of the harass- 
ing -- the males or the females. 

The difference in our years at col- 
lege was that we didn’t consider it har- 
assment. We considered it as good old- 
fashioned teasing, good old-fashioned 
hijinks. It was handed out, accepted, and 
handed back with humor, good fun, and 
mutual respect. 

We — and I believe I speak for a 
majority of females of that time — never 
demanded that the males treat us with 
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respect. We treated them with respect, 
expected the same treatment from them, 
and received it. 

If only our leaders and our politi- 
cians would demonstrate such mutual 
respect and become exemplary role 
models for today’s youth. It’s of interest 
that on the day I’m writing this, a head- 
line in the local paper reads, “’Take Lead,’ 
Queen Tells World Youth.” She urged 
young people of the Commonwealth to 
take the lead in improving human val- 
ues. What a challenge to the youth of 
Queen’s University to follow Her Majes- 
ty’s directive, and take the lead in im- 
proving human values by returning to 
mutual respect and remembering that 
humor is good medicine.

English Department. I live in Germany, 
and as the mail is often slow, I recently 
received two issues of the Review simul- 
taneously. I’d just read the Nov.-Dec. 
issue, which mentioned that Barnes had 
won the 3-M Teaching Fellowship; as I 
picked up the next issue, I was mentally 
composing a congratulatory letter, which 
of course began: “I’m sure you don’t 
remember me....” I don’t know if that 
letter ever would have been written -- 
one gets so caught up in everyday life, 
and I’ve a dreadful feeling the letter 
would have remained a mental effort 
only, but for the fact that Barnes died, 
probably before the Nov.-Dec issue even 
hit the mail. Now I feel compelled to 
write and tell someone of the tremen- 
dous impact he had on at least one of his 
many, many students. 

I studied third-year Renaissance 
poetry with Barnes more than 10 years 
ago, and despite the fact that I’m now 
“just” a wife and mother, my apprecia- 
tion for the literature of that time, given 
to me by Barnes hasn’t faded. 

He was ill during that year — the 
diabetes had left him temporarily blind, 
and he was in considerable pain. His 
wife read aloud all of our essays for him 
to mark, and sat in on the classes when 


he needed assistance. I cannot recall a 
class he missed because of his illness, 
though I do recall, and still use his story 
about being too old and tired and sick 
and “stupid” to carry on. 

I know there were many times when 
he was too old, tired, etc., to go on, but on 
he did, teaching students who fell asleep 
in class, who missed more classes than 
he did, and never once, even during his 
worst days, belittled any well-thought 
opinion expressed in his class. 

Heshowed his students tremendous 
compassion — well, me, at least, when I 
came whining to him about petty prob- 
lems which stopped me from handing in 
an essay on time. In short, Barnes was 
probably the one professor who made a 
deep and lasting impression on my 
young mind, and Ill always be grateful 
that I had him for a professor. 

After watching the movie Dead Po- 
et’s Society, my husband turned to me 
and said, “I wish I’d had a teacher like 
that.” I just smiled and replied, “I did.” 

I wish I could say Barnes changed 
my life. 

IwishI could say! was acredit to his 
teaching; being able to answer all the 
Donne and Milton questions on Jeopardy 
is hardly a fitting tribute. 

I’m sorry I won't be able to take his 
“Poetry and Mathematics” course when 
I return to Canada; I think he was the 
only professor who could conceive of 
such a course. 

Bill Barnes, if you’re somewhere 
reading over my shoulder, I’m sorry I 
didn’t write this letter while you were 
alive, and doing the work you so obvi- 
ously loved. I hope you know that you 
were appreciated. You will be missed.

Decima donates its 
database to Queen’s 


Decima Research, one of 
Canada’s most influential 
public opinion firms, has 
donated the database from 
its previously confidential 
Decima Quarterly report to 
Queen’s. 

Until now, these data 
on the opinions and beliefs 
of Canadians have been 
seen only by the Quarterly’s 
subscribers, who include 
many of this country’s 
leading decision makers in 
business and government. 

But now, this informa- 
tion will be available to 
Queen’s faculty and gradu- 
ate students, as well as 
other scholarly researchers 
across the country. Decima 
has given Queen’s the 
Quarterly database, which 
starts in 1980, and has also 
promised to provide future 
data as it’s produced. The 
University will make the 
Decima gift the cornerstone 
of two new ventures: a 
national archive of opinion 
research data, and a pro- 
posed new program of 
graduate studies on both 
public opinion and the use 
of public opinion research 
in policy-making. 

Allan Gregg, Decima’s 
founder, president and 
CEO, says the company 
wanted to ensure that this 
rich mine of data is avail- 
able for the kind of schol- 


arly analysis that it de- 
serves. 

“On the relatively 
selfish side, if young, bright 
people learn their public 
opinion data analysis on 
Decima data, when they go 
out into the private sector, 
hopefully the first thing 
they'll say is ‘Where’s my 
Decima data?’ 

“But on the selfless 
side, it’s good to know that 
graduate students and 
faculty are going to be able 
to do some wonderful 
analysis about what's 
happening in Canadian 
culture that we just don’t 
have time to do. And 
without sounding gratui- 
tously fawning, if for all 
these reasons you do want 
the best and brightest, you 
go where the best and 
brightest are, and that’s 
Queen’s.” 

The Decima database to 
date consists of 52 separate 
quarterly surveys on public 
policy issues, with 1,500 
interviews per survey, and 
some 150 questions per 
interview. Dr. George 
Perlin, Political Studies, 
who’s heading up develop- 
ment of the new program, 
estimates the cost of pro- 
ducing a database of this 
size at more than $4 million.

Neuroscientist Doug Munoz 
wins $30,000 Sloan Fellowship 


Dr. Doug Munoz, a member of the Medical Research 
Council Group in Sensory-Motor Physiology and an 
assistant professor in the Department of Physiology, 
joins three other Canadians this year as a recipient of 
the $30,000, two-year award for outstanding young 

researchers. Munoz is the second Queen’s researcher 


to win the award. 


The fellowship will help Munoz in his work on 
how the brain produces movements in the body in 
response to sensory stimuli. Specifically, he’s inter- 
ested in eye movements called saccades. He explains 
that when the eyes read a piece of text, they fixate on 
important words for a fraction of a second before 
jumping to the next word. The brain blacks out 
movement of the visual field which occurs during a 
saccade and weaves successive visual fixations into a 
seamless flow images. Studying saccades may 
provide clues to how the brain controls other sen- 


sory-motor movements. 





oping unique conference 
facilities at Herstmonceux 
will make it possible to 
enhance academic life by 
hosting distinguished 
scholars, diplomats, and 
international speakers for 
conferences, debates, and 
lectures. 

“Herstmonceux is a 
beautiful site for these 
initiatives,” says Dr. David 
Barnard, associate to the 
Vice-Principal (Resources) 
and chair of the planning 
committee. “But major 
hurdles must be overcome 
to move the project for- 
ward. We must win approv- 
als from the local planning 
authorities in East Sussex 
and we must develop 
course plans at Queen’s, 
perhaps offering courses 
and programs in different 
ways.” 

Barnard said that major 
financial questions will 
need care and attention to 
bridge beyond start-up for 


the centre. “The Baders’ 
generous gift is designated 
for purchase and initial 
start-up costs, but we will 
appeal for private support 
for scholarships and 
bursaries, renovations, and 
conference sponsorships. 
Alumni and other friends of 
Queen’s in Britain have 
begun work on a ‘mini’ 
appeal for the study centre,” 
he said. 

“While we see the 
project as a tremendous 
opportunity for Queen’s, 
these are tough financial 
times and we've accepted 
this gift on the understand- 
ing the project will not draw 
on the University’s operat- 
ing budget. Additional 
funding will allow us to 
bridge to a time down the 
road a year or two, when 
the centre is in full opera- 
tion and the revenue picture 
is buoyant.”

Dr. Barrie Frost 
in his fourth floor 
Humphrey Hall office with 
his arms above his head, 
swaying rhythmically side 
to side. “The angle of the 
arms has to be just right,” 
he explains. 

Any student who has 
had the good fortune to 
study psychology under the 
internationally recognized 
researcher and teacher of 
neuroscience will recognize 
his favorite Jumping Spider 
dance, a routine he uses to 
get students seeing things 
from a non-human perspec- 
tive. Because he believes in 
doing anything he can to get 
students to understand the 
subject, he waves his 
imaginary spider legs and 
explains how sight and, 
movement in the arachnids 
ritual help distinguish 
mates from food and foes. 

Not only do students 
understand perception, but 
thanks to Frost they learn to 
love it. In recognition, they 
were the driving force 
behind Frost being named 
the 1993 recipient of the 
Alumni Award for Excel- 
lence in Teaching.

About the Award 


The Alumni Award for 
Excellence in Teaching, 
initiated in 1975, is Queen's 
first campus-wide teaching 
honour. Established at the 
urging of students, the award 
recognizes Queen's teachers 
who “show outstanding 
knowledge, teaching ability, 
and accessibility to students.” 


Nominations are submitted by 
students, faculty, and staff. 
The $5,000 award is believed 
to be the most generous of its 
kind in Canada.

“It’s an enormous 
honor to me that students 
are the ones who nominated 
me,” he says. “It’s particu- 
larly nice that they think I’m 
worthy.” 

Although his commu- 
nication skills are at their 
sharpest in the classroom, if 
you spend an hour with 
Frost in conversation you'll 
understand why he ener- 
gizes and excites students 
about the often conceptually 
difficult field of perception. 
From the bushy, salt-and- 
pepper eyebrows that wing 
over twinkling eyes, to the 
quick hands that punctuate 
his conversation, Frost is an 
expressive, entertaining 
speaker. The deeper he 
delves into a subject, the 
more animated he becomes, 
often leaping from his chair 
to illustrate a point. 

In the classroom, Frost 
is an accomplished per- 
former, deftly handling a 
grab-bag of audio-visual 
aids. “Giving a lecture is 
like giving a performance,” 
he says. “I still get anxious 
before every lecture. The 
trick is to use that anxiety in 
a creative way rather than 
negatively. It’s useful fora 
teacher to get the adrenaline 
pumping.” 

Frost's training as a 
teacher began early in his 
native New Zealand. By 
day, he was a primary 
school instructor; by night 
he attended classes to 
complete a university 
degree. Fascinated by 
chemistry but unable to 
attend the requisite daytime 
labs, he enrolled in psychol- 
ogy, thinking it was a good 
idea for a teacher to under- 
stand the science of

behavior. From the first 
class he was hooked. 

After earning a BA and 
an MA at New Zealand’s 
University of Canterbury, 
Frost completed a PhD in 
1967 at Dalhousie Univer- 
sity with the help of a 
Rutherford Scholarship 
from the Royal Society, 
London. He then did post- 
doctoral work in physiology 
and anatomy at the Univer- 
sity of California at 
Berkeley. He came to 
Queen’s in 1969, where he 
has developed a reputation 
as a gifted teacher and 
researcher. 

“Tt is particularly 
gratifying to nominate Dr. 
Frost for a teaching award, 
because he combines 
excellence in teaching with 
excellence in research,” 
wrote Dr. Rudolf Kalin, 
head of Psychology, ina 
recommendation to the 


Teaching Award Selection 
Committee. “In his area of 
visual neuroscience he is an 
internationally known 
researcher. He currently 
holds one of the largest 
research grants in Canada 
from the National Science 
and Research Council. His 
career achievements were 
recently recognized by the 
Royal Society of Canada, 
who elected him a Fellow.” 

In May, Frost visited 
China’s National Academy 
of Science to conduct 
research with the director of 
the Biophysics Institute. 
He’s also a pioneer in the 
exciting new field of virtual 
reality, a computer gener- 
ated simulation of environ- 
ments that allows partici- 
pants to experience with 
compelling feelings of 
“reality”, the movement, 
visual, and auditory 
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characteristics of that 
created environment. 

Teaching and research 
are sometimes viewed as 
competing endeavors at a 
university, but Frost argues 
that his research actually 
enhances his teaching. “The 
university has two prod- 
ucts: the dissemination of 
knowledge that human 
society has gathered, and 
the production of knowl- 
edge so the next generation 
can have knowledge in 
advance of the last one. 
They’re two sides of the 
same coin,” he says. 

The link between 
research and good teaching 
isn’t lost on Frost’s 
undergrad students, who 
praise his mastery of the 
course material. But those 
who wrote letters to the 
Teaching Award Selection 
Committee emphasized 
their professor’s ability to 
communicate as his strong- 
est teaching asset. 


“Dr. Frost has an 
unusual talent for convey- 
ing his contagious enthusi- 
asm for the topic of percep- 
tion, and always has 
wonderful, colorful anec- 
dotes to share to make the 
material more understand- 
able,” wrote one student. 

If a teacher puts effort 
and enthusiasm into 
instructing, students will 
respond, Frost says. “I try to 
stress the understanding of 
critical concepts by getting 
students to think things out 
themselves and to make this 
knowledge part of them- 
selves. Sometimes that 
requires that you present it 
in different ways. Some 
might not catch a verbal 
explanation, so you try a 
different way to capture 
their understanding.” 

And if that means 
dancing like a spider, Barrie 
Frost is more than willing.

Queen’s scientists and engineers 
receive $6 million in NSERC grants 


Queen’s scientists and engineers in 1993 have received 
$6.76 million in Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council (NSERC) resesarch grants, up 
slightly from last year despite a freeze in the federal 
agency’s overall budget. This figure represents an 
increase of about one per cent from last year’s amount 
of $6.69 million awarded to 242 Queen’s applicants by 
NSERC. This year’s number of successful applicants is 
up to 250 out of 273, representing a 91.6 per cent 
success rate. With an average grant of $27,000, Queen's 
ranks among the top 10 universities in the country. @ 
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ne of the people who met in March 1840 

to establish “Queen’s College at King-

E. J. Barker, the founder of the twice-weekly 
British Whig — which in a few years became the 
Daily British Whig and is today The Whig-Stand- 
ard. 

Both start-ups were characteristic of one side 
of Barker, for when it came to Kingston he was 
public spirited to the point of exuberance. But he 
had another side as well, one that made him 
spend much of his life feuding and quarrelling 
with his fellow citizens, in print and in person. 
What’s more, he was also, I know now, a chronic 
exaggerator of his own background. 

For 38 years he was identified on the front 
page of the newspaper as “E.J. Barker M.D.” But 
he was not, in fact, an M.D. Nor had he ever been 
a surgeon in the Royal Navy, as he claimed. Those 
are two of the discrepancies I’ve turned up in the 
course of researching a new book, A Little Bit of 
Thunder: The Strange Inner Life of the Kingston 
Whig-Standard, which was published in March by 
General Publishing. 

When Barker came to Kingston in 1832 (first 
editing someone else’s newspaper before starting 
the Whig), his presence was enough to provoke 
the understandable curiosity of the town. So he 
wrote more than one verbose autobiographical 
sketch. The information found its way into the 
files of the newspaper, to be regurgitated for 
various anniversary editions and other tributes 
down through the years. Alas, much of it is 
untrue. 

Barker, who was born in London in 1799, 
claimed that as a young boy he spent some time 
in South Carolina. If this was the case, then it’s 
tempting to believe his experiences there are 
what produced his hatred of American republi- 
canism, an obvious feature of his journalistic 
career, whether he was a reformer, supporting 
William Lyon Mackenzie in the run-up to the 
1837 rebellion, or a renegade Tory, as he was in 
subsequent years. 

He returned to England to study and then, he 
would go on to state, he was taken up by his 
grandfather, the British consul at a series of cities 
in the Middle East. The same grandfather helped 
him secure a position in the Royal Navy, first as 
a surgeon-apothecary’s apprentice in Malta and 
then aboard the sloop HMS Racehorse, as a sur- 
geon’s mate and finally surgeon. Barker resigned, 
he claimed, to pursue medical studies in London, 
where “he lived and practised for 11 years as a 
General Practitioner in a street called East 
Smithfield.”

Almost at once, readers began disputing the 
facts. In January 1835, a pseudonymous corre- 
spondent in the Chronicle & Gazette, a rival King- 
ston paper, denied that Barker was a Fellow of a 
Royal College of Medicine in London, but in- 
stead merely a member of an apothecaries’ asso- 
ciation (which in fact was giving him the benefit 
of the doubt). 

In the next few years, questioning Barker’s 
medical credentials was a popular sport in King- 
ston. A writer in the Spectator, another paper, 
referred to “that infamous man, the soi-disant 
*Dr.’...the ‘GREAT DOCTOR BARKER’ [who] 
has been employing his leasure [sic] hours at his 
usual lounging places in certain Taverns.” 

The truth is that Barker was, indeed, the 
grandson of the British consul at Smyrna (and the 
nephew of the consul at Alexandria). It was 
doubtless the latter who first made plans for him 
to visit the eastern Mediterranean, then arranged 
for him to learn a trade (rather than get the sort of 
education needed to enter the family business — 
diplomacy). In 1818, the uncle deposited Edward 
at Malta and apprenticed him to an apothecary. 

In “Doctor” Barker's version of events, he 
joined the Royal Navy, and was appointed a 
surgeon’s mate on the HMS Racehorse, only to be 
promoted to surgeon on the death of his supe- 
rior, and remained the ship’s doctor until 1821. In 
fact, the proletarian-sounding title of surgeon’s 
mate had been discontinued in 1805. Surgeons 
and assistant surgeons were officers of ward- 
room rank, appointed by warrant of the Victual- 
ling Board, and such men left definite traces in 
the record. 

Edward John Barker was neither a surgeon 
nor an assistant surgeon. 

In all the vast archive available, virtually 
complete in every particular, there is no record 
that he was ever in the Navy at_all, even as a 
humble seaman. 

HMS Racehorse was a real vessel, and it 
sometimes called at Malta. But in 1822, when 
Barker was living in London, it wrecked ona reef 
near the Isle of Man, with the loss of five crew and 
three would-be rescuers. One can only surmise 
that Barker read of the incident in the press, 
recalled seeing the vessel at Malta, and decided to 
dress himself in the qualifications of a naval 
surgeon, supposing that the story would be dif- 
ficult to check. 

The master’s log of HMS Racehorse, which 
Barker must have assumed had perished in the 
Irish Sea, survived — and survives yet. It lists no 
Barker in the ship’s entire history.

gree, obtainable only at the universities rec- 

ognized by the Royal College of Physicians 
and the Royal College of Surgeons: London Uni- 
versity, Cambridge, Oxford, and Edinburgh. (One 
could also have a degree bestowed by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the so-called Lambeth M.D.) 
There’s no record of Barker at any of these insti- 
‘tutions, nor for that matter the equivalent for 
recognized apothecaries. 

In brief, it appears Barker greatly overstated 
his medical education, though it should be em- 
phasized that doing so wasn’t yet the serious 
offence it would be in the next century. Barker 
was simply one more quack in an age of many 
quacks. 

What Barker did instead of pursuing ortho- 
dox studies was to fall in with a notable figure in 
British medical history, Thomas Wakley, who 
may in fact have become one of the most influen- 
tial people in his life. 

Today, Wakley, an East End surgeon, is usu- 
ally remembered only as the founder, in 1823, of 
the Lancet, the famous medical journal. But in his 
own time he was notorious as a medical reformer 
and political agitator, and started the Lancet not 
only as a medium for reporting on clinical cases, 
but as a vehicle for pricking the pretensions of the 
Fellows and their licensees. He also floated an 
idea for a new institution: the London College of 
Medicine, to loosen the grip of the royal colleges. 
Wakley proposed creating an examining board to 
grant college licenses, and he candidly suggested 
that physicians who passed the board should call 
themselves, and 
each other, Doctor, 
just as the simple 
folks did. 

There’s no hint 
in the Lancet that the 
examining board 
ever sat, and ifmem- 
bers or fellows were 
certified it was prob- 
ably in considera- 
tion of a mere fee. In 
any case, in 1832 the 
college ceased to be 
mentioned alto- 
gether. One can im- 
agine that some le- 
gal friend or adver- 
sary let Wakley 
know how severely 
he could be pun- 
ished for violating 
the patents of the 
universities and the 
royal corporations. 
Wakley never pub- 
lished a list of the 
members. That

would have been too dangerous, or too embar- 
rassing — or both. This London College of Medi- 
cine was the place of higher learning E.J. Barker 
would claim as his alma mater. 

Barker did, in fact, have a private practice in 
East Smithfield Street, London, just as he would 
claim, and used the title M.D. The practice was in 
a dreadful waterfront slum near what later be- 
came St. Katharine Dock, a place of low resort, 
frequented by sailors, who most likely formed 
the basis of Barker’s practice. As he would con- 
fess to the readers of the British Whig in a rare 
moment of candor, “Few men with large families 
quit their homes on account of the goodness of 
their finances.” Upper Canada, where there was 
room galore — and where no one knew the 
depths to which one of the diplomatic Barkers 
had fallen — must have looked pretty tempting. 


Asiatic cholera, which soon spread west- 

ward to Kingston and other towns as it 
reached epidemic proportions. Kingston was al- 
ready well supplied with physicians, but Barker 
wrote the secretary of the Lieutenant Governor of 
Upper Canada, asking to be allowed to practise 
medicine. He claimed to be “entitled to a license... 
having served in His Majesty’s Service as Acting 
Assistant Surgeon in the years 1818 & 1819, but I 
have nothing to prove this fact, my discharge and 
other papers having been destroyed by fire in 
London.” 

His political enemies at once mounted a 
campaign against him. Barker wasn’t permitted 
to practise, not even in the face of the terrible 
epidemic. Of course, that didn’t prevent him 
from continuing to call himself “Dr. Barker”. Nor 
did it stop him from selling various potions and 
nostrums at the Whig office. 

Snide comments about his lack of medical 
qualifications were only one part of the bitter 
fighting Barker engaged in for the rest of his 
career. The newspaper market was small in size, 
but the competition was fierce. In addition to the 
Chronicle, for example, Barker was also compet- 
ing against Hugh C. Thomson, proprietor of the 
Upper Canada Herald, a formidable opponent in- 
deed. 

Within a year of the Whig’s appearance, 
Barker’s enemies began to ask questions about 
how the newspaper’s equipment had been fi- 
nanced. Soon Barker reported an attempted break- 
in at his house. Later, and perhaps characteristi- 
cally, he would accuse rival editors in Kingston of 
raiding his staff (and they would accuse him of 
stealing their news without credit). 

Barker may have been violent at times, but 
this was because he was a man of moderate views 
who expressed them like an extremist. The result 
made him seem cantankerous, as no doubt he 
was. The passage of a century and a half has all 
but obliterated many of the particulars, but Bark- 
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er’s personality remains strong in the brittle pages 
of the newspapers and the grainy frames of 
library microfilm. 

His pen had a rashness all its own, as though 
disembodied, and his animosity could be long- 
lived and could sometimes spill off the page, as 
when he was either assaulted or laid assault 
charge against others, was sued for libel or him- 
self brought suit. 

In the course of a single month, he laid an 
assault charge and declared his intention to sue 
one paper for libel, while launching an action 
against the Montreal Gazette on some other mat- 
ter. Clearly, Barker wasn’t a person to cross. 

Barker’s first job in Kingston was on the 
Spectator, whose owner later quarrelled with him 
and hinted that Barker was a thief. The next editor 
of the Spectator was a man named John Vincent, 
whom Barker delighted in calling “Dirty Jack.” 
The tag stuck. Barker accused him of “living in 
open adultery” with a woman whose husband 
was known to be alive in the U.S. Vincent gave as 
good as he got. The fighting dragged on for years. 

On one occasion, in 1835, Barker “was way- 
laid near the Commercial Hotel, by three or more 
ruffians, one of whom struck him a heavy blow 
on the head with a bludgeon, while two of the 
others seized him round the middle, and at- 
tempted to place a tar plaster on his face.” He 
responded by having a friend seek out Dirty Jack 
Vincent with a horsewhip. The violence did not 
end there. Before long, vandals smashed the 
windows at the Whig’s building. Soon afterward, 
there was an attempted break-in. Barker blamed 
Vincent, who then moved his paper to Belleville, 
though Barker begged him to stay as a “foil for 
other newswriters.” During the troubles of 1837- 
38, opponents went so far as to poison Barker’s 
dog. In 1842, according to a story printed with 
apparent relish in the Chronicle & Gazette, some 
other difference of opinion resulted in Barker 
assaulting yet another man who, to save himself, 
_ had to wrestle a bludgeon from the attacker’s 

hand. 

Barker’s feuding was nearly always per- 
sonal, not religious or even ideological as such, 
although politics certainly provided the pretext. 
His most celebrated quarrel was with a famous 
figure in the history of Queen’s: Dr. John Stewart, 
publisher of a scandal sheet called the Argus, and 
a figure so venomous that by comparison he 
made Barker seem a model of forbearance. 

Stewart was a legitimate medical man from 
Edinburgh who came to Kingston in 1840 and 
“cut a fine figure striding down [the] streets 
[with] a Stuart plaid over his shoulder with a 
Kilmarnock bonnet topping his Scottish red hair.” 
He seems only to have made enemies wherever 
he went. He was especially concerned with the 
affront of Barker’s (and the Wiig’s) existence. 

The Argus, which was an on-again off-again 
publication, was at its most typical when it re- 
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ferred to the Whig as “the disreputable | publica- 
tion] which disgraces the newspaper press of the 
city.” Such barbs would prompt Barker to attack 
in turn, as when he said of one of Stewart's allies 
who had died: “For the sake of example to others, 
it is to be regretted that the grave is a safe refuge 
from well-merited ignominy.” Even with Black 
Jack Vincent, Barker was capable of a certain 
generosity. When Vincent died (of apoplexy) 
Barker called him “a worthy man... one of the 
oldest and most sincere pioneers in the cause of 
Reform.” But he never made peace with Stewart. 

In 1854, Stewart along with five others estab- 
lished the medical school at Queen’s, and he 
became both Faculty Secretary (chair of'the de- 
partment, in today’s parlance) and professor of 
physiology and anatomy. In 1861 he resigned 
amid a quarrel with the administration, which 
had to hire John A. Macdonald (whom Stewart 
called “the Great Unhung”) to mediate. Media- 
tion failed. In 1862, Stewart became the first 
person in the history of Queen’s to be fired. So he 
resumed control of The Argus in order to bludg- 
eon his former colleagues, one of whom won a 
libel case that cost Stewart two weeks in jail. The 
Argus was produced each week ina print shop in 
the market shambles behind the City Hall. The 
shop was the site of an unexplained fire in Janu- 
ary 1865 that destroyed that entire part of the 
municipal buildings. 

It’s difficult to say whom Stewart hated more, 
John A. Macdonald or E.J. Barker, though Barker 
had the earlier claim. “In the first number of The 
Argus, published in 1845,” Stewart recalled, “we 
likened Barker to a SKUNK, and received the 
verdict of a jury that his propensities were 
skunkish.” Stewart hoped Barker would be “suf- 
focated by his own noxious gases.” 

After losing a Parliamentary election to 
Macdonald, Stewart continued to stand for of- 
fice, with ever-diminishing results. In one in- 
stance, he received 20 votes; in another, only 
eight. He also continued to sue people, including 
Macdonald, of course, whom he also charged 
with bribery and corruption. But, from 1867, 
Stewart was a spent force in journalism. As for 
Barker, he had seen the end of another publishing 
rival, but he was beginning to find himself wind- 
ing down. 

Barker died at 85, on April 27, 1884. After the 
funeral, the body was carried to St. Mark’s Angli- 
can Church in Barriefield, escorted by Sir John A. 
Macdonald and the members of the Cataraqui 
Masonic Lodge. Dr. Stewart, whose degree no 
one could ever question, outlived him by a few 
years. @

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When Joseph Petric, Arts’75, 
strides onto the world’s premier 
classical music stages, he does 
more than raise curtains. He 
raises eyebrows. AThat’sbecause 
Petric, unlike most classical musi- 
cians, plays the accordion — an 
instrument, which despite its re- 
spected folk tradition in central 
and eastern Europe, is best known 
in this country through K-Tel’s TV

Guelph-born musician is quick to 
wave off any suggestion, however, 
that he’s out to change popular ideas 
about the accordion. ge 
Schmenge Brothers] are clichés,” 
hesays, shifting uncomfortably 
in his chair. “Clichés have a 
place in this world. They 
always will, and I’m 
not trying to 
change the 
world. 
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“My major focus is trying to touch people’s emotions. Can 
I move people when I play? Do they have something to talk 
about and something to think about when they leave the hall? 
That’s far more important to me,” says the soft-spoken, articu- 
late musician. 

Described in classical music circles as “daring and pro- 
vocative,” Petric says such labels say more about his peers and 
the media than anything he consciously aspires to. “I think 
[being provocative] as an end in itself is a dead end. It’s a 
gimmick. What I want to do is find an artistic voice using the 
accordion.” 

And if that means pushing the boundaries of what is 
considered ‘acceptable’ to the normally staid, conservative 
classical music establishment, then Petric is prepared to do 
exactly that. Says Petric, “If artists don’t take risks, in their 
program and the way they play, then they’re not much use.” 

Born to Slovenian parents who settled near Guelph, Ont., 
after the Second World War, Petric surmises that, given the 
accordion’s special place in his family’s heritage, he was 
virtually destined to play. “Some people are born with goalie 
pads. I was born with an accordion,” he says, only half-joking. 

He began lessons at age five at the prompting of his father, 
but not until he was 14 did he consider making music a career. 
Even then it was tough going, Petric says. There were no good 
teachers, and the repertoire for the accordion was limited 
mainly to dance hall favorites. 

In 1972, he enrolled in the music faculty at OnE and 
embarked on a long and fruitful musical “discovery” which he 
says continues to this day. Petric speaks fondly of his time at 
Queen’s and credits his teachers with cementing his artistic 
resolve. “[The music faculty] never won any accolades as an 
international centre, but for students who were interested in 
discovering, the professors were extremely open,” he says. 
“They bent over backwards to see that students went to the 
right people. That is something I’ve never forgotten.” 

At Queen’s, Petric says, the hard work never felt too 
burdensome because the students loved what they were doing. 
“We worked 40, 50, 60 hours a week in those music practice 
rooms and it was the best time of our lives.” 

Petric graduated from Queen’s and went on to the Univer- 
sity of Toronto for an MA in musicology, which he describes 
painfully as a rude awakening. “There’s a certain kind of 
arrogance [at U of T]; an emotional distance and cold- 
ness,” he says. “It’s really quite brutal.” From there he 
traveled to Trossingen in the former West Germany to 
study under Swiss accordionist Hugo Noth at the 
Staatliche Hochschule for Musik. 

Upon his return to Canada in 1977, Petric faced the 
daunting task of forging a career for himself in a field 
that was remarkably untraveled. Driven by a strong 
work ethic and vigorous artistic desire, he began tran- 
scribing popular works by Domenico Scarlatti and 
Jean-Phillipe Rameau and worked with contemporary 
composers and other musicians to expand the reper- 
toire for accordion. Combined with a pragmatic ap- 
proach to agents and the media, Petric’s strategy has 
won him international success. 

He performed his London debut in 1989 at Blackheath 
Hall, and has since played some of the world’s great classical 
music venues, including Merkin Hall in New York, Washing- 
ton’s Kennedy Centre, and Montreal’s Place des Arts. His CD 
catalogue count now stands at seven, comprising releases from 
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ConAccord, Trappist, Centrediscs, Imprintes Digitales, and 
Musica Viva labels. 

In 1991, Petric organized in Toronto the most diverse 
international accordion festival ever staged. Billed (appropri- 
ately) as “The Big Squeeze,” the festival featured 32 artists from 
around the world, including the first Toronto appearances by 
Friedrich Lips of Moscow, Mogens Ellegaard of Copenhagen, 
and Pauline Oliveros of New York. Spanning 22 concerts over 
two weeks, the festival attracted a live audience of 320,000, 
intense national media coverage, and spawned similar cel- 
ebrations in New York and London, England. 

A virtuoso performer and an adept organizer, Petric is 
also an innovator. The accordion, at 35 pounds and with 100 
left- and right-handed keys, is a notoriously difficult instru- 
ment to manipulate. Petric became the first accordionist to use 
a raised footrest to help support the weight of the instrument 
and provide the audience with a better view of how the music 
is created. 

Like many musicians, Petric had his instrument hand- 
crafted to his own specifications. The accordion he owns and 
has played since 1982 is made from Black Forest spruce, walnut, 
and maple; its reeds are fashioned from Swedish blue steel. The 
only accordion ever built by master craftsman Mario Gola, it 
took two years to complete. “Its [sound is] powerful; it’s sweet; 
it’s gentle; it’s got bite,” says Petric. But it’s not very loud. So 
he’s having built a second, larger instrument, with greater 
dynamic range, though where and by whom, he won't reveal. 
“Trade secret,” he says. 


t the new Glenn Gould Music Hall in Toronto, Petric 
A is rehearsing with Montreal percussionist Pierre 
Beluse a piece they'll play in concert that evening 
called “Trois Dances” by Swedish composer Bengt Hambraeus. 

Halfway through the second movement, a technician 
known to the musicians as “Stretch” throws open the stage 
door with a clang, pads across the stage and adjusts a micro- 
phone. He turns to Petric and says, surprisingly, “The accordi- 
on’s too loud.” 

Petric makes a calculated adjustment, and the musicians 
continue the piece to the end without a hitch. The rehearsal -- 
at little more than 30 minutes -- marks the total same-day 
practice for the piece. In reality, however, preparations have 
been going on for months. 

“Every working day I prepare for con- 
certs,” explains Petric. “I compare it to a 
sculptor working with stone. You come back 
to this piece of stone and every day you chip 
away a little more, you mold it a bit, it starts 
to take shape, you begin to polish it, and after 
a few months, it’s really quite beautiful.” 

Later, during the concert, it’s clear Petric’s 
preparations have paid off. He had hoped 
that the piece — written for accordion and 
percussion — would be at once visually and 
aurally exciting; it is. At one point, a long, 
sonorous draw on the accordion’s bellows 
grips the audience. The accordion has never sounded like that. 
There’s silence. The audience tenses. What's going to happen? 
No one knows. 

But had Petric, just then, looked over the top of his music 
stand, he may have glimpsed the vanishing trails of a hundred 
long-held assumptions about the accordion. p)

amazing 27-month, 67,000 mile motorcycle trip, 

beginning in 1954 caught the notice of the 1992 

Guiness Book of Records (pg. 303): 
“Motorcycling around the Americas. Kurt 
Nerlich and Hans Schirmer traveled 67,000 
miles (55,400 on a motorcycle) around the 
Americas (North, South, and Central) in 
27 months from July 1954 to September 
1956. Travel to and through Central and 
South America was much more primitive at 
that time than it is today.” 

In arecent letter to the Review, Hans recalled 
how the trip began in Oshawa, Ont., and contin- 
ued through Saskatchewan, Alaska, the United 
States, Mexico, Central and South America. Hans 
and his companion traveled over roads which 
were paved, gravel, mud-surfaced, and non- 
existant. In Guatemala, they maneuvred around 
three-foot-wide rocks on the “highway” -- in 
reality it was a mountain path. When roads ended 
at rivers without bridges, they built rafts.

Schubert has paid 
the penalty for his crime 


[recently read a newspaper article about 
the case of Professor Cedric Schubert, 
whom students are demanding be ousted 
because of his conviction for sexual as- 
sault Jan. 30) 

Schubert has admitted his crime and 
has paid the appropriate penalty under 
law. The students demanding he suffer 


more now are in the moral position of 

lynch mobs. It’s the duty of Queen’s 

administration to protect Schubert’s hu- 

man rights with all means at their dis- 

posal. Otherwise, we will some day no 
longer have such rights.

In December 1992, Schubert was convicted of 
sexually assaulting his step-daughter. The 
assault occurred more than 10 years ago. 
Schubert served a 30-day jail sentence. The 
following is an excerpt from a statement on 
the Schubert case, which Principal David 
Smith delivered to a recent meeting of the 
Queen's University Senate: 

“This case is a test of the University’s 
capacity to be protective of individual rights, 
yet understanding of community feelings. 
Sexual assault is a crime that is deeply 
repugnant to everyone at Queen's. When a 
professor is convicted of an offense of this 
nature, relationships with students, staff, 
and other faculty are inevitably affected. In 
responding to community concerns, how- 
ever, the University must follow its proce- 
dures and respect both due process and indi- 
vidual rights. 

“Since Professor Schubert's conviction

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and a very rich curriculum. 
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was first reported, there has been extensive 
consultation with the Dean and Department 
head, and with the University’s legal advi- 
sors. Professor Schubert's lawyer has con- 
tacted the Principal's office and had discus- 
sions with the University’s solicitor. In addi- 
tion, the University has received much con- 
flicting advice on the case since it was first 
reported in the Kingston Whig-Standard in 
December. The Faculty Association has em- 
phasized the importance of rehabilitation and 
issued a press release which calls on the Uni- 
versity to respect the guidelines of the Cana- 
dian Association of University Teachers for 
the protection of the rights of professors con- 
victed of serious criminal offenses. Student 
opinion has been expressed forcefully by the 
Executive of the AMS. There have been calls 
in the student press, the AMS assembly, and 
in campus demonstrations for Professor 
Schubert's summary dismissal from his aca- 
demic appointment.” 

As of press time, this case is still under 
consideration by the University. Meanwhile, 
the professor involved has a leave of absence 
from his teaching duties. — Ed.

As it happened, I’d been made a 
secretary of the Aesculapian Society and, 
at someone’s suggestion, I was instructed 
to take the necessary action to redirect all 
medical journals to Medical House.

To its credit, Queen’s is no longer an apparent refuge for 
wealthy caucasians. We’ve opened our doors to all groups; we 
now actively recruit non-whites. And it’s high time that we 
have done so. But it’s one thing to encourage racial and ethnic 
minorities to come to Queen’s; it’s quite another to provide an 
infrastructure of support for them once they arrive. As with the 
larger national policy of multiculturalism, there’s no easy 
formula, no melting pot based on a just-add-and-mix recipe. 

No, for the sake of African-Canadians, blacks from other 
countries, Asians, sons and daughters of the First Nations, and 
the rest of the rainbow that we call Canada — and even moreso 
for those of us who are white — we desperately need the new 
Human Rights Office. And we need the courses too. Consider 
the following incidents documented by the Human Rights 
Office (and the Kingston Police Department) during the 1992- 
93 academic year:

The Human 
Rights Office has documented many more cases. This sad 
inventory includes many crimes punishable by law; it suggests 
that after 150 years the real world and Queen’s have con- 
verged; and it documents the irrefutable need for further 
education on race, sex, and gender issues — for all of us.

We all need education 
on race and gender issues 


R.H. Posma, Arts’69, in the

As a faculty member since 1969, 
I came to Queen’s the year Posma 
departed. Hence, I may not know 
Posma’s Queen's, but I do know my 
Queen’s — and have for nearly a 
quarter century. Let me reflect briefly 
on the controversial issue of human 
rights — in relation to Queen’s, and to 
many other North American cam- 
puses, at this time of passionate de- 
bate and disagreement. 

First, | don’t exaggerate in saying 
that on university campuses, four 
years constitute a generation and 10 years an epoch. Queen’s 
has turned over several times since R. H. Posma graduated, 
and it will continue to do so. He graduated during his own era 
of political and social turmoil — the era of the civil rights and 
black power movements and the Vietnam War. Student radi- 
calism did not reach Queen’s until the early 1970s — recall the 
short-lived Free Socialist Movement. Even then, political con- 
sciousness among the student body took its cue from the 
established order. Issues here centred upon PC, Liberal, and 
NDP politics, but even these seemed 
far removed from the corner of Uni- 
versity and Union. 

Nostalgia is a potent force, help- 
ful in blotting out the darker side of 
reality, the painful, and the problems 
that went unmet or unnoticed. In 
other words, I question Posma’s im- 
plication that Queen’s was somehow “nicer” and its students 
more “realistic” in the late 1960s and 1970s. I don’t have to 
think hard to recall the scatological, racist, and sexist commen- 
tary that appeared weekly — unchallenged and unlamented — 
in Golden Words; the “golden tit” painted on the speed bump 
separating the two wings of Fleming Hall; the drunkenness 
and disorderly conduct that characterized Orientation, Home- 
coming, and weekend football games. If Queen’s students 
could be nice people during the 1960s, they could also be nasty. 

I think it safe to say that if the so-called “1960s” are little 
lamented by those persons who now exert power in the highest 
councils of government, business, and education, that era — 
Posma’s era — nonetheless bequeathes to ours an important 
untransacted agenda. And this agenda is urgent, doubly so

because the 1990s are so different from 
the 1960s. Where Posma and his class- 
mates could be certain that a Queen’s 
degree would lead to a good job ina 
prosperous economic culture, students 
today — even those with Master’s and 
PhDs — hold no such assurance. Cur- 
rent feelings about race and gender, 
and sexual preference, are exacerbated 
by a climate of spiritual as well as 
economic recession. 

Certainly, Queen’s looks much 
the same as it did during Posma’s time 
here, though Richardson Stadium is 
gone, replaced by a playfield, parking 
lot, and the multi-module known as 
“Mac-Corry.” There’s also a West 
Campus and a new technology build- 
ing, among other additions. But few 
would cavil with the fact that Queen’s 
student body has outgrown its physi- 
cal plant. In October 1968, Posma’s 
fourth year, the student body numbered 7,213. In November 
1992, the registrar reported a total enrolment of 18,735. The 
problematic impact of this implosion in the sociology of space 
may be traced in classrooms, the ghetto, and in the nature and 
character of interpersonal relations both on and off campus. 

The point here should be clear, as should the fact that 
Queen’s is no longer the homogeneous place it was as late as 
the early 1980s. Less than a decade ago, the secondary school 
liaison office printed a stunning poster featuring members of 
all of Queen’s 44 men’s and women’s 
intercollegiate teams. Situated at 
Summerhill on a beautiful autumn 
day, the athletes looked nothing if 
not beautiful. Only when one looked 
closely at this healthy, happy group 
of Canada’s finest young men and 
women did one notice that all but one 
of the faces were white. This isn’t to denigrate a marvelous 
intercollegiate program, only to suggest that in this instance — 
as in the wider world — sport mirrors the larger culture in 
which it resides. And the picture that emerged was one of a 
plantation for well-fed, well-orthodonted, middle- and upper- 
middle class white kids. 

But, as the film puts it, “that was then, and this is now.” I 
give Posma credit for noticing that Queen’s students soon will 
encounter courses centring upon issues of sexual preference, 
and race and gender, which in turn will facilitate their ability 
to get along in the real world that Posma seems to know so 
well, as well as making that real world a better, more humane 
place.

he summer issue of the Review 
highlights a couple of important 
milestones that have given the 
Queen’s community reason to 
celebrate: on the one hand, a crucial 
“challenge” to the University has been 
met, while on the other, a distinctively 
Queen’s voice is marking its 100th 
birthday in July. 

The “challenge” 
that’s been met is the 
Queen’s Challenge. 
The University’s 
ambitious three-year 
capital campaign has 
topped $100 million. 
Chair Allan Taylor, 
Royal Bank president 
and chief executive 
officer, has informed 
the Board of Trustees 
that the campaign has 
come in $30 million 
above its $70 million 
goal. That remarkable 
news couldn't have 
come at a more 
opportune time, for Ontario’s cash- 
strapped NDP government recently 
announced spending cuts which raise 
serious questions about the future of 
post-secondary education in the 
province. Queen’s officials are under- 
standably delighted that the University 
has become just the third in Canada 
ever to top the magic $100-million mark 
in a capital campaign. The others — the 
University of British Columbia and the 
University of Toronto — are much larger 
institutions with significantly more 
resources and alumni to draw upon. 

“The spirit of Queen’s has created a 
tightly-knit group of alumni,” says 
development director John Heney. 
“They never lose track of their alma 
mater, and when [a] campaign comes 
along, they... want to contribute.”

Career counselling 
service unnecessary? 


I recently received a letter and question- 
naire from the Alumni Association 
asking for my input into an employ- 
ment program for Queen’s grads. 
Before I get into the difficulties I have 
with the proposal, I should give you 
some idea of my reference point. I have 
both a Bachelors and a Masters degree 
in engineering physics and I’ve been 
unemployed for nine months. I have 
experience and skills as well in the field 
of social work, and so I’ve been looking 
for work in both areas. 

Now having said that -- because it’s 
important -- I think a Queen's employ- 
ment program for grads is a bad thing. 
In fact, I think such a program is elitist 
and “classist” in every way. 

Queen’s grads are among the most 
privileged in society. We are well 
educated, often come from financially 
secure backgrounds, and have a 
network of Queen’s people in places of 
influence that’s greater in number and 
loyalty to their Alma Mater than any 
other university. A program aimed at 
Queen’s grads serves only to make the 
privileged more privileged. This is elitist 
to its core. 

Please don’t misinterpret what I 
think is a very well meant initiative. I 
appreciate any and all fair efforts to 
help me find work, and I think that 


Queen’s grads have a lot to give those 
of us looking for work. But to serve 
only Queen’s grads is making the well- 
off better-off. 

I suggest the Alumni Association 
work with community employment 
programs across the country. This 
would be a positive way for the 
privileged of Queen’s to help the whole 
community and not only its own. I 
loved my time at Queen’s and respect it 
as an institution, but I detest its all too 
often inbred and self-serving nature.

I read with interest the Last Word 
opinion column offered by Professor 
Geoff Smith and his friend Tuborg the 


dog in answer to my letter (“The value of 


human rights,” March-April, pg. 3), 
which had questioned the need for a 
human rights officer at Queen’s. 

I’m somewhat surprised at the 
resentful tone of Smith’s opinion. Surely 
in the recession-proof world of 
academia, dissenting voices are still 
tolerated in 1993. To be fair to Smith, he 
may not be aware that my original letter 
to the Review was somewhat edited 
(perhaps unlike his article.) I made a 
point of comparing the appointment of 
Irene Bujaras to the appointment of one 
Ed Broadbent by that “equal opportu- 
nity employer,” the federal government. 
In Ed’s case, he accepted the six-figure 
salaried position graciously even 
though the job hadn’t been open to 


competition. My point was that if 
you're going to be “human rights 
sensitive” then surely you’d wish to 
compete for the job. I mentioned that 
human rights czars don’t come cheap 
and would hope that Irene Buyjara’s 
appointment had rather been a compe- 
tition won! 

As for Smith’s edifying comments of 
what Queen’s had become since my 
departure and his arrival, involving 
population growth and various diversi- 
ties, etc. etc., such changes are surely 
self-evident. Why, the population of 
Kingston has grown virtually propor- 
tionally! As for his accounts of local 
intolerance, while such acts are to be 
decried, and while some five per cent of 
Queen’s student body and some pets 
may well litter the beautiful grounds, 
would he, therefore, advocate a “direc- 
tor of litter control?” 

Allow me to close this with my 
account of Queen’s as I remember it. 
Whether faces were white, as Smith 
would have it, was of no significance. I 
recall my favorite lunch table to be 
frequented by a constantly quarreling 
Hausa and like-minded Ibo. At the 
same time, my Applied Science 
Mohawk friend (some readers may 
remember “Bear’’), the two Nigerians, 
two other white Applied Science 
students, and me, could all enjoy the 
delicious South African Barlinka grapes 
without fear, which we’d bring to Col. 
McLaughlin’s cafeteria, sometimes to 
the mild horror of several West Indians. 
I remember the Indian, Pakistani, and 
overseas Chinese graduate students, 
invariably brilliant, and always ready 
for a game of chess. I remember the few 
visiting Soviet exchange students. 
Somehow, communist students at that 
time were always over 35, with family 
back home. 

I remember going to Watertown, 
N.Y., with a Russian-Jewish Canadian 
immigrant (a Queen’s graduate student) 
one evening, only to be stopped by a 
customs official who asked whether we 
were both born in Canada. Upon 
replying that Alex was born in Russia, 
and I in Indonesia, the customs official 
grimaced and told us to pull over the 
car for an eventual lengthy interroga- 
tion. We both saw humor in this, and 
found the one-hour interrogation well 
worth experiencing.

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Challenge campaign 
tops $100 million! 


Exceptional alumni gifts -- including an 
English castle (see pg. 10) from Isabel 
and Alfred Bader, Sc’45, Arts’46, 
MSc’47, LLD’86, and a $10-million 
donation to the new library from the 
estate of Joseph Stauffer, BSc’20 -- plus 
a determined effort from the Queen’s 
community have propelled the Queen’s 
Challenge campaign to record heights. 
Campaign chair Allan Taylor, president 
and chief executive officer of the Royal 
Bank, has announced that the campaign 
has passed the $100-million mark -- $30 
million above the intital $70 million 
goal. 

Taylor made the announcement at 
the spring meeting of the Board of 
Trustees.” Without the total commit- 
ment of so many individuals and the 
dedication of our campaign volunteers, 
the Queen’s Challenge campaign 
wouldn’t have been such a superb 
success,” he said. 

Queen’s Principal David Smith 
agreed. “With 700 campaign volunteers 
and more than 19,500 gifts, the results 
represent a substantial accomplishment, 
especially given the times we’re in,” 
Smith said. 

“Such broadly based support and 
enthusiasm from Queen’s friends 
means people want to share in ensuring 
the University’s ability to stand in the

Queen’s becomes only the third 
Canadian university after the University 
of Toronto (U of T) and the University 
of British Columbia (UBC) to top $100 
million in a fundraising campaign. The 
feat is all the more remarkable because 
both the U of T and UBC are much 
larger institutions, and the Queen’s total 
includes no government money. 

University officials point out that it’s 
a testament to the strength of the 
University’s ties to its alumni, faculty, 
staff, and many friends that the Chal- 
lenge campaign succeeded despite the 
lingering recession and declining levels 
of government funding. 

The Challenge campaign, by making 
additional money available in four key 
areas of the University — attracting top- 
notch young faculty and staff, 
purchasing state-of-the-art equipment, 
constructing new buildings, and 
offering student aid — will offset falling 
government support and enable 
Queen’s to maintain its renowned 
academic standards. 

Development director John 
Heney said the Queen’s community 
should give itself one big collective pat 
on the back. “We all have reason to 
celebrate and be proud,” he said.

Warner-Lambert establishes 
$1 million fund for School of Business 


The Warner-Lambert Company has 
pledged up to $1 million to the School 
of Business - the largest single donation 
in the school’s history -- and in the 
process issued a challenge to alumni. 

About $600,000 of the pledge will be 
an outright gift through the Queen’s 
Challenge campaign, and will be 
spread over the next four years. 
Warner-Lambert, which makes such 
familiar brands as Parke-Davis phar- 
maceuticals, Listerine, Sinutab, and 
Rolaids, will provide the balance of its 
pledge by matching alumni gifts to the 
University in 1993 and 1994, up to a 
total of $200,000 annually. 

Melvin Goodes, Com’58, Warner- 
Lambert’s president and chief executive 
officer, said in an interview from his 
New Jersey office that this is the largest 
gift the company has ever made to any 
business school. A Canadian citizen, 
Goodes is a grad and a member of the 
Board of Trustees. 

“It's not totally irrelevant that 
Queen’s is where I graduated from,” 
Goodes said. “But also, Queen’s is an 
outstanding academic institution, and 
$1 million could have a lot more impact 
at a Canadian university than it would 
ever have at a top American one. 

“One of the nice things the grant 
will do is give the school an opportu- 
nity to step out of the conventional, 
incremental growth pattern and start 
some innovative programs which can 
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Carie Schurr, manager of the Annual 
Giving program, said the Warner- 
Lambert Alumni challenge marks an 
important new departure in Queen’s 
fund raising. Explained Schurr, “In the 
past, corporate and alumni fund raising 
have been run separately, and this is a 
really wonderful way to meld them 
together. It really allows a company’s 
gifts to have a double impact -- as an 
outright gift and in encouraging extra 
alumni support. The results will be 
impressive. This is the first time this 
has been done here, but we hope it 
won't be the last.” 

According to business school Dean 
David Anderson, who worked closely 
with Warner-Lambert Canada president 
Bob Clouston (who’s a member of the 
School of Business Advisory Council) to 
put together an innovative five-year 
Support program, most of the Warner- 
Lambert money will be used as “seed” 
money to help the school develop 
revenue generating ventures, such as 
the successful executive MBA program; 
income from such programs has been 
crucial in helping the school maintain 
its core academic programs in tough 
economic times. “What I'd like to do 
now is build on what we’ve done, and 
be able to be more aggressive in 
improving the school and its reputa- 
tion,’ Anderson said.

And there’s no doubt 
that editor Boris Castel and his staff have 
much to celebrate — not the least of which 


is the publication’s very survival.

It wasn’t all that long ago that many 


people seemed resigned to the notion 
the Quarterly was terminally ill. But to 
paraphrase Mark Twain, “The reports 
of its death were greatly exaggerated.” 
In fact, the Quarterly today is 
enjoying a renaissance under Boris 
Castel’s guiding hand. Canada’s oldest 
and most prestigious learned journal 
has a revitalized look, a livelier and 
more eclectic editorial content, and for 
the first time in many years its long- 
term survival seems assured. Readers 
have seen to that by reaching for their 
cheque books to subscribe in record 
numbers; circulation has more than 
tripled over the past two years. The 
about-turn has been remarkable, 
especially when you consider how 
many other similar publications have 
disappeared the last few years, let alone 
over the course of the last century! 
“The Queen’s Quarterly has 
maintained a national presence despite 
the economic and political odds,” says 
Castel. One of the secrets of its 
longevity, he theorizes, has been “a 
Presbyterian parsimony and an 
exceedingly cautious approach” on the 


part of past editors and editorial boards. 


The distinguished political scientist 
John Meisel, a Quarterly booster for 
more than 30 years, has a somewhat 
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different theory. “The Quarterly’s pages 
have always been a meeting place for 
intellectuals and doers,” he says. “The 
kind of eclectic, general overview the 
publication provides grows increasingly 
important as specialization has become 
more and more pronounced in our 
society.” 

Some feel that it’s really the 
University’s unwavering support of the 
publication, from that very first issue 
edited by legendary Principal George 
M. Grant, himself, that’s kept the 
Quarterly going through the lean times. 
Still others maintain it’s been the gritty 
perseverance of a succession of editors 
and editorial boards to whom the 
sometimes flickering torch has been 
passed. 

While the reality almost certainly 
involves some combination of all of 
these reasons, it’s equally certain that 
much of the credit for the Quarterly’s 
current revival should go to Boris 
Castel, a soft-spoken man with a 
clipped Gallic accent, and the emphatic 
precision of a scientist -- which is 
exactly what he is. 

Trained at the Hebrew University 
and the University of Lyon, Castel is a 
physicist by vocation, and an editor by 
avocation. He spends half his time 
laboring for the Quarterly, the rest in the 
lab or classroom. Castel became editor 
of the Quarterly in 1991 after serving for 
several years as a member of the 13- 
person editorial board which oversees 
the publication’s operations. 

A Depression-era brown brick house 
at 184 Union Street, adjacent to Tindell 
Field, is home to the Quarterly. Warm 
oak floors, French doors with beveled- 
glass, and comfortable furniture 
accentuate a faded patina of 
domesticity. The house, built in the 
early 1930s by biochemistry professor 
J.F. Logan, was acquired by the 
University in 1986 from the estate of a 
Kingston dentist. McGill-Queen’s Press 
now occupies the second floor, while 
the Quarterly is headquartered down 
below. Sipping a cup of coffee in the 
book-lined living room that serves as 
his office, Castel recalls just how he 
came to occupy the editor’s chair. 

“Over the years, the Quarterly’s 





editors have always been faculty 
members, who traditionally have been 
humanists. As a physicist, I felt I could 
bring a different sense of vision to the 
job,” he explains. “I felt I had something 
different to offer -- a scientist's 
perspective.” 

It had long been apparent to Castel 
that the Quarterly was in dire need of a 
major revitalization if it was to survive. 
One of his first decisions upon 
assuming the editorship was to give the 
publication a brighter, more reader- 
friendly design. “People today are 
visually oriented. After all, this is a 
generation reared on television,” he 
explains. “I felt it was essential to make 
the magazine more symbiotic with the 
age in which we live.” 

The traditional “classic” look the 
Quarterly had worn throughout the 
1980s was the creation of Queen’s 
award-winning graphic designer Peter 
Dorn. After more than a decade of use, 
it was showing its age. Thus, when 
Castel approached him about updating 
the design, Dorn leaped at the chance. 
“It isn’t often that you get a chance to 
revisit one of your designs,” he notes. 

Six months later, the only thing 
about the Quarterly’s appearance that 
remained unchanged was its 6" x 9" 
size. Dorn opted for a lighter, more 
open and accessible look throughout; 
the cover is full-color, and tasteful 
artwork or photos chosen by the editors 
are now used to illustrate the editorial 
contents. Even the paper upon which 
the Quarterly is printed is new; it’s 
cleaner and whiter. Talk with Peter 
Dorn about the redesign, and it’s 
evident that no detail -- no matter how 
minor -- escaped his consideration. This 
attention to detail has paid off 
handsomely. 

The Quarterly in 1991 was awarded a 
Certificate of Award for Best Journal 
Design by the Council of Editors of 
Learned Journals. Even more 
importantly, however, has been the 
overwhelmingly positive reader 
response to the changes. Happily, this 
has translated itself into more 
subscriptions and unprecedented 
newsstand sales. Says John Meisel, “I 
love it. It’s much more lively and 


readable now than ever before.” 
The Quarterly’s splendid new look is

“There’s also 
the fact that it comes at the millennium,

theme issues. The first of these, Volume 
100, Number 1, featured facsimiles of 
memorable past articles in four 
categories which, as Castel explains, 
“reflect broadly the division of genres 
that has survived 10 decades of the 
Quarterly.” These included: The War 
Years, Canadian Voices, Poetry, and 
Essays. 

The theme of the second special 
issue, due out on July 14, is 
“Intelligence and Espionage”. That 
issue will contrast the popular James 
Bond images with the much darker 
realities of spies and spying. Number 3, 
the Fall issue, is tentatively titled 
“Flying Towards The Millennium”. 
Meanwhile, although plans for the 
Number 4 Winter issue aren’t finalized, 
the editors promise something that will 
be well worth the wait. 

And what of the future? Boris Castel 
foresees still more changes in store for 
the Quarterly. For one thing, he hopes 
soon to begin publishing Letters to the 
Editor. For another, he notes that the 
process of refining the Quarterly's 





Canadian author-critic 


Because the Quarterly carries no 
advertising, it relies heavily on funding 
from the University, the Ontario Arts 
Council, and the Canada Council. And, 
of course, there are subscriptions and 
newsstand sales. Ultimately, it’s the 
Quarterly’s readers about whom Castel 
is most concerned, for readers are the 
raison d’etre of any publication — and of 
this one in particular. 

Castel is passionate in his belief that 
the Quarterly’s future as Canada’s 
primary intellectual journal will be a 
bright one, providing it can continue to 
be an attractive non-partisan 
publication, one that offers insightful 
and relevant articles, fiction, poetry, and 
criticism. Quality is the key; if you 
produce it, Castel notes, readers will 
want to read the publication. 

“We’re really trying to satisfy the 
curiosity of the congenial reader, the 
general reader who wants to be both 
educated and entertained, a reader who 
appreciates an intellectual overview of 
the world,” he says. 

“In many ways, I think what the 
Quarterly does is an extension of the 
University’s mandate. It goes beyond 
the confines of the physical campus to 
take fresh, new ideas to our readers. I 
think there’ll always be a need for a 
reflective forum of this sort, one which 


gives priority to ideas.”

A thumbnail history 


Founded in July 1893 as a joint stock 
company on the initiative of Principal 
George M. Grant, the Queen’s Quar- 
terly was envisioned as a non-parti- 
san, intellectual journal that would 
maintain links between the University 
and its graduates, and would promote 
Canadian culture. 

Following Grant’s 1902 death, the 
Quarterly was reorganized under the 
direction of a committee of academ- 
ics. However, it was the founding of 
the A/umni Review in 1927, which 
freed the Quarterly to change its ap- 
proach and its focus. Henceforth, the 
editor was paid a modest salary, and 
the publication began accepting gen- 
eral Submissions -- including short 
Stories; during the 1930s, the Quar- 
terly published the stories of Sas- 
katchewan writer Frederick P. Grove, 
and it later helped to launch the career 
of novelist Sinclair Ross. 

The Quarterly enjoyed a golden 
age of sorts in the years 1953-55 
under the brief editorship of English 
professor Malcolm Ross. It was Ross 
who solidified the publication’s repu- 
tation as Canada’s preeminent intel- 
lectual journal, and as a champion of 
Canada’s nascent literary conscious- 
ness. Over the years, the Quarterly 
has published the work of such distin- 
guished Canadian writers as Margaret 
Atwood, W.P. Kinsella, W.O. Mitchell, 
Hugh Hood, Irving Layton, Al Purdy, 
and Rudy Wiebe. 

The Queen’s Quarterly has al- 
ways exerted an influence far beyond 
what its resources and relatively mod- 
est circulation would suggest. And like 
the University whose name it bears, 
the Quarterly has defied the sceptics, 
to Survive as much by sheer tenacity of 
will as by its unwavering commitment 
to intellectual excellence. ~K.C.

Strasbourg; and, students in Interna- 


tional Business can undertake field 


_ studies of organizations and agen- 
] cies (such as the Deutsche 
Bundesbank) of vital importance to 
the conduct of production, market- 
ing and finance. Furthermore, as 
programs develop, we'll be provid- 
ing space and programs for students 


from Europe (and the rest of the 
world), so they can mix with stu- 
dents from Queen’s and the rest of 
Canada. 


The project is audacious in its 
scope and size requiring consider- 
able renovation and reformulation 
of internal space. The castle will be 
the location of classrooms, confer- 
ence facilities, dining (in a beautiful 
medieval dining hall), computer 
labs, a library, reading and study 
rooms, administrative offices, a few 
bedrooms, and some recreational 
activities. An interlinked series of 
three-storey office blocks (built by 
the British Admirilty — who ran the 
observatory in the late 1940s — in the 
hopeful expectation that they could 
withstand a nuclear attack!) are 
being transformed into an “execu- 
tive’ block (46 rooms), and student 
rooms. Thus, we'll be able to pro- 
vide residence space for 250 persons. 
There’s also space for a small gym, 
aerobics room, weight room, and, of 
course, a great deal of space outside 
for sports activities. The famous 
walled gardens, and the beginnings 
of what will become an extensive 
science centre in the Equatorial 
Group of telescopes buildings, were 
opened to the public in June. The 
rest of the academic operation will 
commence during the summer of 
1994, 

What about the costs? At the 
moment, it’s estimated that the 
person-cost-per-term (including 
some travel associated with courses 
and three meals per day) will be 15- 
20 per cent more than the average 
cost (plus tuition) of a term in 
Kingston for a student not living at 


home. Given the envisaged scale of 


our Operation, such reasonable fees 


will permit us to balance our budget.

Summary of Academic Plan 


The Mission: 


to enhance the role of Queen's Univer- 
sity in international education and 
research. 


Academic Goals: 


1. to provide opportunities for under- 
graduate students to gain a more 
international education, particularly 
with respect to Europe and the Euro- 
pean community. This will be achieved 
primarily through a third year (or one- 
term) abroad that’s integrated with 
regular fall and winter semester 
programs; and, by spring and summer 
courses of more general interest which 
will also provide academic credits from 
the University. (Courses offered in the 
fall and winter terms will be clustered 
into groups of collateral disciplines, and 
over a three- or four-year cycle these 
clusters will include courses in the fine 
arts, humanities, commerce, education, 
and the social, physical, biological, life, 
and applied sciences.) 

2. to develop internationally-oriented 
“executive”, professional, and special 
interest courses and programs. It’s 
envisaged that these activities will be 
held during the spring/summer period; 
3. to provide a venue for focused 
conferences and colloquia that will 
bring together scholars from around the 
world. These activities will be inter- 
leaved between the regular terms; 

4. to enhance the educational and social 
environment for the local community 
through increased accessibility, public 
lectures and seminars, and the provi- 
sion of facilities for a possible science 
centre and/or planetarium; 

5. to establish a base for graduate 
students and faculty researchers 
undertaking independent or collabora- 
tive work in the United Kingdom and/ 
or Europe; 

6. to provide a meeting place that will 
promote interaction between students 
and researchers from Canada with 
those in Europe -- and the rest of the 
world.

Tom Marshall was noted author-educator 


Professor Thomas Archibald Marshall, Arts’61, MA’65, died unexpectedly of a heart attack on 

Apr. 27 in Kingston. He was 55. A 1961 Tricolour Award winner and former Queen’s Journal 

writer, Tom was a native of Niagara Falls, Ont. He taught courses in Canadian literature at 
Queen’s and was one of the founders of Quarry Press. He also served 
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as poetry editor for Canadian Forum magazine. 

Poet and novelist David Helwig, a friend and former teaching colleague 
at Queen’s, spoke for many who knew Marshall when he said in a 
eulogy, “My friend Tom [Marshall] was a poet of brilliant and magical 
moments. He published other writers, and praised them. He loved 
Kingston and gave a voice to its beauty and foolishness. He was 
reticent and sometimes uneasy in public, but beneath his shyness he 
was extremely generous and full of penetrating insights.

Marian Anderson symbolized U.S. civil rights movement 


Marian Anderson, LLD’62, world famous contralto, died April 8, in Portland, Oregon, at the age of 96. Her 
1939 concert at the Lincoln Memorial in Washington, D.C., has been hailed a milestone in the history of 
the U.S. civil rights movement. The concert, attended by more than 75,000 people, was arranged by 
Eleanor Roosevelt after the Daughters of the American Revolution refused to let the black singer appear at 
Constitution Hall. Racial discrimination also kept her off the Metropolitan Opera stage until 1955 when she 
was 57 years of age. On December 10, 1962, in a special convocation, Marian Anderson (in the above 
photo) received a Queen’s LLD from Chancellor J.B. Stirling, while being hooded by Vice-Principal John

“We weren’t expecting you till later. 
But that’s alright. Bring your stuff inside 
and [ll show you your room.” 

On our way to the stairs we passed a 
sitting room with some comfortable 
chairs and a radio sitting on a 
small table on one corner. Mrs. 
Billings pointed to another room 
with a large dining table and 
chairs all around. “That’s the 
dining room. We'll serve supper 
at 5:30 p.m. to-day.” 

Before we reached the stairs 
another grey haired lady, taller 
and slimmer, came through the 
dining room.

At the top of the first flight of 
stairs we passed by the bath- 
room, and then climbed steeper 
stairs to the third floor.

Of neutrinos, Sandford Fleming, and abstract art 


Our cover story this issue deals with 
an astounding scientific experiment, 
one which promises to unlock some of 
the deepest mysteries of the universe 
and to redefine our understanding of 
the laws of physics. Queen’s 
researchers are playing a key role in 
the $61-million Sudbury Neutrino 
Observatory (SNO) project.

A dreary vision for Queen’s? 
Geoffrey Smith’s opinion article (May- 
June, pg. 32) is as good as an ad hominem 
attack on R.H. Posma’s ideas, but it 
overlooks some key points. 

It’s insulting to any group to suggest 
that they need the protection of the 
Human Rights Director and public 
education to prove their worth. This 
categorizes them as “victims” and 
minimizes the achievement of those 
who succeed. Classifying people by 
color, ancestry, or gender to award 


special “rights” is also “discrimination.” 
All should be treated equally. 

There’s no explanation of why we 
now need this education after centuries 
of relying on the principles of right and 
wrong. Were they flawed somehow? 
The real question is this: what principles 
will best convince people to treat others 
decently? Promising everyone rights 
and respect even when they didn’t earn 
them is a poor substitute to stressing 
individual responsibility. The break- 
down of these values can explain the 
abuses listed. 

There’s also an insinuation that our 
alma mater conspired to discriminate 
against non-whites. What a negative 
view that Queen’s provided a “refuge” 
for white students. Canada's largely 
white population seems to guarantee a 
sea of white faces, doesn’t it? Many of 
us have a guilt over the color of our 
skin that other races don’t share. We 
should celebrate what Queen’s students 
have done without condescension. 

Smith seems to hold an anti-elitist 
position. He abhors the fact that even 
the even true equal opportunity doesn’t 
guarantee that all will rise to the top 
equally. He yearns for the reverse of 
elitism — a brave new world in which 
social engineers handicap the successful 
and grease the skids for the others. This 
will force all outcomes to be equal. 
Anyone unhappy about his or her niche 
in life may qualify for special protec- 
tion. And most importantly, the Human 
Rights Directors and supporters of this 
new order then become the new “elite.” 

It isn’t so surprising that this dreary 
vision begs for some contempt from 
those who are proud of Queen’s.

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Milestone for Sudbury Neutrino Observatory: 
excavation complete for underground lab 


(SUDBURY, Ont.) -- One of Canada’s -- 
and Queen’s -- largest scientific projects 
ever has passed a major milestone with 
the completion of three years of 
excavation for the Sudbury Neutrino 
Observatory (SNO) facility. The $61- 
million collaborative effort involves 
dozens of leading scientists from 
Canada, the U.S., and Britain. 

The huge underground laboratory 
that’s been carved out of the nickel-rich 
rock of the Laurentian Shield will be 
fitted over the next two years with state- 
of-the-art equipment which will 
transform it into the world’s most 
sensitive detector of neutrinos -- the 
elusive sub-atomic particles which are 
one of the fundamental building blocks 
of all matter. 

Neutrinos are emitted in large 
numbers in the fusion processes that 
power the sun and other stars. They are 
so tiny and fast that they can penetrate 
almost any matter, even the two 
kilometres of rock above the SNO site. 
A small proportion of the trillions of 
neutrinos passing through the observa- 
tory will interact with the heavy water 
at the heart of the detector. The reaction 
produces a pinpoint flash of light which 
can be measured to determine its type, 
energy, and where it came from. 
Thousands of light sensitive detectors 
called photomultiplier tubes will be 
used to record the interactions so that 
they can be studied in detail. 

Scientists are interested in neutrinos 
because it’s thought that they may well 
hold the key to puzzles which have 
perplexed us for decades: How do the 
sun and other stars generate such vast 
amounts of energy? What’s the ultimate 
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fate of the universe? Will it keep 
expanding forever, or will it collapse in 
a Big Crunch echoing the Big Bang that 
created it, according to one theory? 
And that’s not all. 
Neutrinos may also hold the key to 
the search for a Grand Unified Theory,

which would seek to explain that 
moment of creation in terms of a single, 
great force that gave birth to matter, 
energy and the four forces of nature -- 
gravity, electromagnetism and the 
strong and weak subatomic interac- 
tions. 

“This is a major milestone for the 
project because it marks the successful 
completion of the underground cavity,” 
says Queen’s physics professor Art 


Mark Andersen 


McDonald, project director for the SNO. 
“Tt also marks the beginning of a two- 
year construction period to build the 
neutrino detector and enable us to begin 
the experiment in 1995.” 

Almost 70,000 tonnes of rock were 
blasted and removed from the two- 
kilometre-deep site at Inco’s Creighton 
Mine near Sudbury, Ont., to create a 
mammoth barrel-shaped cavity that 
will house the $61-million laboratory. 

The Observatory has been hailed as a 
major Canadian engineering achieve- 
ment. Indeed, the cavity is the world’s 
largest at this depth underground, 
measuring 22 metres in diameter and 34 
metres high. Careful scheduling by 
mine personnel helped minimize the 
excavation’s impact on commercial ore 
production. 

As blasting proceeded, workers 
installed rock and cable bolts, steel 
screening and concrete to reinforce the 
completed walls. Stresses on the wall 
surfaces have been shown to be well 
within computer predictions. An 
extensive monitoring system for 
microseismic activity, developed by Dr. 
Paul Young’s research group in Geo- 
logical Sciences, has been a central part 
of the project’s geotechnical measure- 
ments. 

The SNO now enters its next phase 
with the installation of a liner and large 
central vessel surrounded by a geodesic 
sphere of 10,000 ultra-sensitive light 
detectors. The water-tight liner of the 
cavity will be the first large-scale 
application of MIROC Mineguard, a 
coating for rock support and reduction

$50 million Queen’s bio-

Queen's University is planning to build 
a $50-million biosciences building and 
technology transfer centre on vacant 
land just to the west of Earl Hall. Final 
plans for the building haven’t yet been 
completed. 

Funding will come from the Ontario 
government, the City of Kingston, and 
the University’s own fundraising 
efforts, however, the province will 
provide the bulk of the money required.

of radon gas in mines that was devel- 
oped as a collaborative effort between 
Dr. James Archibald, Mining Engineer- 
ing at Queen’s and Urylon Canada. 
Another Queen’s connection to the 
project is the electronics system for the 
neutrino detector, now being developed 
in co-operation with the campus-based 


Canadian Microelectronics Corporation. 


In early 1995, 1,000 tonnes of heavy 
water, on loan from Atomic Energy of 


Canada Ltd., will be pumped into the 
central tank, with the first neutrino 
measurements scheduled for mid-year. 
At that time, this subterranean labora- 
tory will be one of the cleanest, radia- 
tion-free places on the planet, and 
scientists hope the experiments con- 
ducted here will help unravel some of 
the universe’s greatest mysteries and 
point the way towards a new physics 
worldview.

Freda Paltiel, Arts’45 


1993 Alumni Achievement Award Winner 





winner Freda Paltiel, Arts'45, of Ottawa 


If there's one thing that you can expect 
in life, it's the unexpected. Just ask 
Freda (Leibov) Paltiel, Arts’45. 

Paltiel, who recently retired from her 
job as Senior Advisor on the Status of 
Women with Health & Welfare Canada, 
was delighted to receive a telephone call 
from the Alumni Association informing 
her that she’d been named the 1993 
winner of the Alumni Achievement 
Award. 

“Tt was a pleasant surprise,” she 
says. “Anytime something nice like that 
happens, you feel honored, and it spurs 
you on to do even more.” 

Paltiel immediately began making 
plans to attend the award dinner. She 
was also in the process of ironing out 
the details of an upcoming October stint 
as a Visiting Scholar at the School of 
Nursing. At this point, however, her life 
suddenly became complicated when the 
unexpected happened. She received 
word she’d been given yet another 
important award. 

“T learned that I’ve also been named 
to the Order of Canada,” explains 
Paltiel. “The investiture ceremony is in 
Ottawa, and it may also be some time in 
late October.” 

If so, that could pose scheduling 
problems for Paltiel. How can you be in 
Kingston and Ottawa at the same time? 
That’s something she hasn’t quite 
worked out yet. “But I definitely plan to 
be at the Chancellor’s Dinner,” she says. 





Paltiel’s classmates, friends, and 
professors will be pleased to hear that. 
A large crowd will be on hand at the 
Alumni Weekend’93 Chancellor’s 
Dinner on Saturday, Oct. 23, when 
Paltiel will be honored for a lifetime of 
selfless dedication to women’s rights, 
the Canadian public service, and to her 
alma mater. 

Born in Montreal, Freda Paltiel 
received her Bachelor of Arts at Queen’s 
in 1945. She subsequently earned a 
Bachelor of Social Work at McGill, and 
a Master of Public Health at Hebrew 
University Medical School. Prior to 
joining the public service Paltiel worked 
as a medical social consultant, a social 
worker, and a policy researcher-writer. 

During the course of a long career as 
a public servant, Paltiel has written 
many groundbreaking reports and 
studies of voluntary organizations, 
social security, rehabilitation, mental 
health, science policy, family health, 
family violence, day care, and gender 
roles in modern and developing 
societies. 

In 1969-70, while on a Canada 
Council grant, she studied Employed 
Women With Family Responsibilities in 
Europe. Later, as a World Health 
Organization (WHO) Mental Health 
Fellow, she studied New Frontiers in 
Mental Health in Europe. Paltiel has 
earned a well-deserved reputation as an 
action-oriented researcher and advocate 
of mental health, working with commu- 
nity and professional groups. 

While serving as Canada’s first 
Status of Women coordinator and 
working out of the Privy Council 
Office, she was responsible for advising 
the Cabinet on implementation of the 
Report of the Royal Commission on the 
Status of Women, and for laying the 
groundwork for a systematic approach 
to the issues described in that report. 
Paltiel’s report, “Status of Women in 
Canada 1972,” was tabled in Parlia- 
ment. 

As a delegate to the UN Commission 
on the Status of Women and the 
Nairobi World Conference, 1985, Paltiel 
proposed the concept and was a drafter 
of the “Nairobi Forward-Looking 
Strategies for the Advancement of 


Women to the Year 2000.” The follow- 
ing year, she chaired a WHO- 
Interregional Consultation on Women’s 
Health and Development in Geneva. 
She also has been involved with a 
variety of other international initiatives 
in the areas of family health and the 
advancement of women’s concerns. 

In addition, Freda Paltiel has 
presided over many fact-finding and 
policy advisory bodies. She chaired the 
first professional Canadian Task Force 
on Family Violence Against Women, as 
well as a Health & Welfare Canada task 
force on reproductive health. She was 
also the federal representative and first 
chair of the Federal/Provincial/ 
Territorial Working Group on Women’s 
Health. More recently, (just to mention 
a couple of her many activities), she 
served as a consultant to the Royal 
Commission on New Reproductive 
Technologies and an advisor to Planned 
Parenthood Canada. 

Somehow, amidst this constant whirl 
of activity, Paltiel has found time to 
raise a family and maintain ties to 
Queen’s. She has served on many 
boards and committees, including the 
University’s Board of Trustees, and has 
endowed the Freda Paltiel Award for 
Women, health & Development 
through the School of Nursing. 

Freda Paltiel magnificently fulfills 
the award criteria as an alumnus who 
demonstrates the high ideals imparted 
by her university education in a myriad 
of fields.

Alumni Councillors and those nominating them must be graduates. However, all alumni 
may vote in the election. (See the January/February 1994 issue of the Review.) _ 





Graduates may nominate graduates to succeed those 16 alumni whose terms expire 
in the spring of 1994. 


NOTE: Nominees must be Queen’s graduates and must receive at least five nominations 
by graduates in order to qualify. Nominations must be in writing, signed and received 
by the University Council Secretary before 15 October, 1993. (Please use the attached 
nomination form.) Nominators may nominate more than one candidate. Nominators 
should confirm that nominees agree to stand and should give each nominee’s address 
and phone number.

The Faculty of Applied Science is celebrating its 100th anniversary in 1993. In this 


article former Queen’s University archivist Mario Creet looks back at the remarkable 


life of entrepreneur Sir Sandford Fleming and he details Fleming’s friendship with 


legendary Queen’s principal George M. Grant, as well as his role in the founding of 


Engineering studies at Queen’s.

SIR SANDFORD FLEMING WAS FIRST ELECTED CHANCELLOR OF 
Queen’sin1880,and he was reappointed for 11 consecutive 
terms, dying in office in 1915. Fleming was more than a 
figurehead. How much more, we can now appreciate. 

Fleming was known in his time for three major 
achievements: building government-owned railways, 
fathering the adoption of Standard Time, and promoting 
the Pacific Cable. He was seldom reticent about his part in 
these and other actions, yet Fleming said little about his role 
at Queen’s, including his role in the founding of the Faculty 
of Applied Science. 

Histories of the University have noted Fleming's close 
ties to George Grant; but correspondence between the two 
which is in the holdings of the National Archives, when 
read from a perspective of science and engineering 
education, demonstrate Fleming’s direct and substantial 
influence on Grant. These letters, a few of which are quoted 
here, show Grant seeking and receiving guidance from 
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Fleming to an extent that reveals them as partners, each 
deserving a full share of the credit for important 
developments at Queen’s during Grant's time as Principal. 
The friendship started in 1864 with Fleming’s attendance 
at St. Matthew’s Church, Halifax, where Grant was the 
minister. In 1872 Grant joined Fleming in an epic survey of 
the West for the Canadian Pacific Railway. Grant described 
the trip in his book Ocean to Ocean (1877), in which he left 
no doubt that he admired and trusted his “Chief.” 
Letters to Fleming signed with the salutation “Ever 
Thine,” became frequent after Grant went to Queen’s in 
late 1877. A first task, Grant wrote to Fleming from the 
campus, would be to lessen the burden of Nathan Dupuis, 
who was teaching all science from astronomy to zoology. 
Fleming and a friend named Allan Gilmour each gave 
$5,000 to help endow science chairs -- $30,000 would fund 
one. To put those sums in perspective, one should note that 
Fleming’s annual salary then as Engineer-in-Chief of 








government railways was $4,800; Fleming’s gift was 
anonymous. 

In December 1879, Fleming wasnominated as Chancellor 
on the strength of his reputation as Canada’s foremost 
engineer and as the “young” trustee who only weeks 
before had read the address to Governor-General Lorne 
and Princess Louise at the cornerstone ceremony for the 
Old Arts building (better known as Theological Hall). 
Grant wrote on Dec. 15, 1879: “I write to let you know, first, 
that I had nothing whatever to do with your nomination. 
It has been wholly spontaneous and the act of men who 
know nothing of what you have done for Queen’s and 
suspect nothing. Secondly, that I may ask you 
earnestly not to withdraw your name.” 

When Fleming objected that he was nota 
university man and, therefore, was 
unqualified for the post,Grant responded 
that “on this occasion you must just obey 
your spiritual advisers -- Gordon and 
myself. ... This once, remembering my 
spiritual authority in Halifax, and 
backed by the spiritual authority now 
in Ottawa [Gordon], |command: let the 
graduates decide.” 

On March 16, 1880, Grant wrote 
Fleming again. “Hurrah! three time 
three,” he enthused. “The voting papers 
have just been opened and you are 
elected Chancellor. ... As to your 
[inaugural] address, don’t distress

that university’s stand against a federal union wasn’t lost 
on him, and he used the 1885 Convocation address to 
suggest reasons why Queen’s should refuse to yield. On 
March 17, 1886, Grant would wrote: “I have determined to 
bring before you our present position, for I feel that we are 
at acrisis. Imay therefore write you a rather long letter, but 
please read it, for I want the best advice that can be given.” 
Acting on Fleming’s advice, Grant put forward ascheme 
for a School of Practical Science to benefit all of Eastern 
Ontario, and be supported by its municipalities. A year 
later, when this dream failed, a prospectus for what was to 
become the Jubilee Fund was prepared. On April 19, 
1887, Grant sent a draft to Fleming, who was at 
the Colonial Conference in London. “I send it 
to you even though you cannot be with us 
next week, to offeramendments. I feel your 
absence in this crisis acutely, for of late I 
have been accustomed to gain strength 
by talking matters over with you...P.S. 
Perhaps you will find some wealthy 
Scotchmen in London who will take a 
share or two in our Jubilee Fund.” 
The following March, Grantreported 
to a special Board meeting, which 
Fleming chaired, that their targets had 
been attained; an urgent requirement 
was for a Science Hall, towards which 
John Carruthers had already 
contributed $10,000. A resolution 
adopted by the Board called for 





yourself about it. A few wise words are 
better than volumes of platitudes. 
Something on the true object of all true education, namely, 
learning how to learn and how to work, in order that our 
natures may be fitly developed and that our lives may be 
fruitful...” 

Fleming was the University’s second chancellor, 
succeeding one who had been inactive. Grant expected 
Fleming to confine himself to mainly ceremonial functions. 
But Fleming -- though he enjoyed ceremony -- wasn’t one 
to limithis vision. Aninaugural address that was supposed 
to be anodyne or perfunctory, became, instead, a major 
statement of future policy. 

Fleming’s next decisive moves came in response to a 
government proposal to relocate all of Ontario’sinstitutions 
of higher education in Toronto, where they would be 
combined as a federation, if they wished to receive 
government support. In 1885, the Trustees appointed a 
committee, chaired by Fleming, to recommend a response 
to the proposal. Its report was firmly in favor of staying put 
in Kingston, and Fleming was asked to lead a delegation to 
the Premier tonegotiate an alternative formula for funding. 

Fleming and Grant returned empty-handed from 
Toronto, and after much soul-searching, resolved to help 
themselves. Fleming had recently represented Queen’s at 
the University of Edinburgh’s tercentenary: the lesson of 





Professors Dupuis and Goodwin to 
visit buildings in the U.S. newly erected 
to teach Practical Chemistry, Mineralogy, Zoology, and 
Civil Engineering. 

Acommittee of the Trustees, led by Fleming, was to take 
charge of contracts for erecting and equipping the Science 
Hall, which was to be ready for the session of 1889. The job 
took much longer: that summer, plans were still under 
discussion, and Fleming was to look over what Dupuis and 
Goodwin had specified. Although Fleming played a large, 
direct role in the building of Science Hall, nothing was said 
aboutit at the formal opening of Carruthers Hall on Oct. 16, 
1891. Fleming himself spoke on a completely unrelated 
topic: “Parliamentary vs Party government,” which was 
then his pet topic. He was maintaining his usual reserve 
over his role at Queen’s; but an additional reason might 
have been the presence that day of Ontario’s education 
minister. 

An provincial Royal Commission had recommended 
establishmentof schools to educate miners and prospectors. 
The opening coincided with negotiations for such a school 
at Kingston. The government’s acceptance of the need for 
mining schools at strategic locations gave Grant the 
opportunity he’d been looking for. A private school was 
floatedin Kingston, with Fleming’s anonymous contribution 
again topping the list. Grant, reported to Fleming ina Dec. 
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7, 1892, letter on his talks with local municipalities; he was 
optimistic. “We aim for a minimum of $25,000 and hope to 
make it more. ... | feel profoundly thankful, for I see in the 
success of this the means of getting rid of Queen’s dificit & 
also of extending the practical side of our teaching. I think 


thisis the fourth time since my coming toQueen’sthatyour | 


initiative has secured success.” 

Under pressure from eastern Ontario and Queen’s, 
Premier Mowat, very grudgingly, granted $5,000 towards 
start-up costs for the School, on the conditions that it be 
separate from Queen’s, be confined to useful instruction 
for miners, and riot compete with Toronto’s School of 
Practical Science. 

Carruthers Hall was then rented to the 
School of Mining for $1,250 annually. 
Chemistry and mineralogy became a 
charge on the School, and its first classes 
began in October 1893. However, with 
the exception of Willet Miller, who was 
hired to teach geology, the staff and 
courses of instruction remained as for 
the 1891-92 session. The only real change 
was the addition of short field courses 
taught by William Hamilton Merritt, 
who contracted for the job from his 
office in Toronto. Meanwhile, the 
University Senate and Trustees 
nominally established a Faculty of 
Practical or Applied Science. 

Mowat saw that Grant was trying to 
finesse him, and the two began a long 
and rancorousargument. Only asaresult 
of the efforts of William Harty, MPP for Kingston and on 
the Board of the School, did the government change its 
policy, because a government-run operation in Eastern 
Ontario would be more costly than a subsidy for the 
existing one. 

In March 1901, despite fierce opposition from the 
University of Toronto and rebukes in the Mail and Empire 
newspaper, an Act was passed to provide the Kingston 
School of Mining with capital of $112,500 spread over five 
years inaid ofnew buildings. Two of them went up in quick 
succession -- one for physics and geology (to be named 
Ontario Hall) and one for engineering, for which a name 
was being sought. With less than a month to live, on April 
21, 1902, Grant informed Fleming his name had been 
chosen for the second. “The Building Com(mittee) has 
decided unanimously on you, & so it must be.” 

The Act of 1901 also provided for larger annual grants. 
Physics thenjoined Chemistry and Geology asadepartment 
of the School of Mining, so that the teaching and costs of the 
physical sciences were fully transferred from Queen’s 
Faculty of Arts into the School. In 1902, the School introduced 
anew curriculum which was to be taught by an augmented 
faculty, using state-of-the-artequipment. The formatofdegree 
courses introduced at that time continues in force today. 
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Regular faculty appointments in engineering made 
possible a full engineering program; until then, the main 
(effectively the only!) engineering instructor had been one 
borrowed from the Royal Military College. Robert Carr 
Harris had taught without pay at Queen’s because he felt 
he owed it to Sandford Fleming, his mentor. 

Looking at these historical milestones, then, one sees 
that the actual beginning of “practical” (ie. laboratory- 
based, as opposed to “rhetorical”) science teaching at 
Queen’s was in 1891, the formal opening of the School of 
Mining in 1893, the nominal beginning of the Faculty of 

Science (Practical / Applied) in 1894, and thereal start 
of engineering programs was in 1902. 

Thus, there’s some ambiguity, as with 
many historical events, about which date to 
choose as the one to celebrate. If continuity 
were the main criterion the choice would 
fall on 1902, because that’s when the 
physical sciences were fully transferred 

to the “School of Science” and the first 

four-year degrees were offered in 
programs similar to those now 
prevailing in Applied Science; both 
these defining features remained 
unchanged with amalgamation of the 
Schooland Queen’s University in 1915, 
when the former became the “Faculty 
of Applied Science.” 

But, on balance, the year 1893 seems 
right after all, because also in that year 
the Queen’s Journal adopted a title that 
replaced “College” by “University.” 

The change reflected symbolically the new image of a 
modern university, one containing a School of Science and 
a Faculty of Medicine. It was, moreover, the year when a 
new magazine aimed at alumni -- the Queen’s Quarterly, 
another Fleming-inspired venture -- began publication. 

A more detailed account would show that Fleming had 
a major part in helping Grant to shape Queen’s. Fleming 
remained active at Queen’s after Grant died on May 10, 
1902 though he was more formal with Gordon. But that's 
altogether another story. 

Why Fleming was reticent over his role at Queen’s is 
unclear. It may be that he regarded it as his Christian duty 
to serve tacitly, for he was a devout Presbyterian; or he 
might have been anxious to avoid offending the faculty. 
Whatever the reason, Fleming’s interventions were hidden 
from historians writing about Queen’s; and, it seems fitting 
to unveil them in this centennial year of science and 
engineering because the project of a School of Science was 
foremostamong the joint endeavours of Sandford Fleming 
and his friend George M. Grant.

Celebrating the first 
100 years of 
Engineering 
studies 

at Queen’s 


The Faculty of Applied Science is celebrating it’s 
100th anniversary in 1993. The Faculty is pulling out 
all the stops in 1993 to celebrate the first century of 
Engineering at Queen’s and to kick-off the second in 
style. Professor Emeritus Reg Clark, Chair of the 





Faculty’s Centennial Committee, details what’s al- 


ready taken place and what’s in store. 


The 100th birthday celebrations for the Faculty of 
Applied Science got underway in January with two impor- 
tant events -- publication of Queen’s Engineers: A Century of 
Applied Science, 1893-1993, the history of the Faculty by 
Professor George Richardson, and the presentation to the 
University of the restored Grant Hall clock by the Engineer- 
ing Society. 

In February, the Nathan Dupuis Exhibition was formally 
unveiled in Stirling Hall. This permanent display, initiated 
and built by Bernard Ziomkiewicz, Physics, should be placed 
high on the list of campus attractions to see when next 
visiting the campus. 

The Centennial Lecture Series started with a well- 
attended lecture by Dr. Morrel P. Bachynski, who illustrated 
his topic, the role of engineering physics in modern society, 
with real life and personal examples. The development of 
advanced secret codes was the topic of Dr. G. Brassard, the 
speaker chosen by the Department of Electrical Engineering. 
The lecture, given by this world authority, introduced the 
concepts of simple codes and led the audience to an appre- 
ciation of the codes now required in a micro chip world. 
Eight further lectures in this series will be given in the fall 
term. 

Two distinguished civil engineers who taught at Queen’s, 
Professor Russell Kennedy and Dr. Douglas Wright, the past 
president of Waterloo University, were awarded honorary 
degrees at the Spring Convocation. In honor of the students 
graduating in this centennial year, a fanfare was composed 
by Mr. J. Stephen London, Mus’93, and performed by 
members of the Kingston Symphony Orchestra. 

The other special feature of this Spring Convocation was 
the reenactment of the convocation at which the first 
students of the Faculty received their degrees. The audience 
found the address of Principal Grant (with script written by 
Professor George Richardson and performed by Dr. P. 
Aston) to be as applicable and as inspiring as it surely was in 
1897. 

Five conferences have been organized during the 
centennial year. The first, the 14th Canadian Congress of 
Applied Mechanics, organized by the Department of 


Mechanical Engineering, was well attended and most 
successful. It was followed, in late August, by the 3rd 
International Symposium on Rockbursts and Seismicity in’ 
Mines, and The International Congress on Mine Design. 

More than 500 delegates attended from all over Canada 
and the U.S., and from as far away as Australia, Japan, South 
Africa, India, Chile, Iran, Indonesia, Spain, and Algeria. 
Congress Coordinator Peter Scott, Mining Engineering, said 
the Congress’ trade show was sold out months in advance. 
Thirty-one companies from across North America booked 
space for both indoor and outdoor exhibits displaying the 
latest in robotization and automation. The mining confer- 
ence wasn’t all business, however. Also featured was a 
reunion of Mining alumni and the presentation on the 
History of Mining at Queen’s. 


Upcoming highlights of the Centennial celebrations 
include the following events: 

FACULTY OPEN HOUSE: The Centennial Open House 
will be a three-day event starting on Thursday, Oct. 21, and 
closing at noon on Saturday, Oct. 23. Staff and students are 
preparing to welcome more than 2,000 high school students 
on the first day and a similar number of alumni and local 
residents on the Friday and Saturday. Grant Hall will be 
used as a reception centre and all Applied Science alumni 
should register and collect a program and a useful identify- 
ing free gift. The weekend will be well attended since, in 
addition to the Open House and the Year Reunions, the 
Faculty of Education will be holding its 25th year celebra- 
tions. Overnight accommodation for Friday and Saturday 
and, of course, football tickets will be in great demand.

PLAQUE UNVEILING: The plan was to unveil a 
monument on which would be inscribed the names of all 
Applied Science faculty and students on the Saturday of 
Alumni Weekend’93. In a handout issued at last year’s 
reunion the preliminary details of the project were described 
under the heading, “An Impossible Centennial Task?” This 
transpired to be an apt title. With much regret the Monu- 
ment Committee was forced to conclude that although the 
project was feasible it was impossible to complete in time 
with the available resources and procedures required by the 
University.

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Toronto art collector 
and businessman 
David Mirvish has do- 
nated 46 contempo- 
rary works of art to 
the Agnes Etherington 
Art Centre (AE). The 
gift, which curator 
Dorothy Farr describes 
as “astonishing,” 
makes the AE one of 
Canada’s major cen- 
tres for abstractionist 
A R T 
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David Mirvish is sitting in his 
private art gallery on King St. West in 
downtown Toronto. Behind him, a 
ceiling-to-floor window frames the bell 
tower of St. Andrew’s Church, reflected 
in the mirrored dome of nearby Roy 
Thomson Hall. 

The dramatic backdrop suits this 


one-person arts community, who from 
age 18 has been collecting and 
exhibiting the works of young 
Canadian and American abstractionist 
artists, and who has established himself 
as one of North America’s preeminent 
dealers in modern art. 

Leaning forward from one of the 
four couches arranged carefully in a 
square at the centre of the expansive 
room, he takes a quick survey of the 
colorful canvases hanging on the walls 
around him. “This,” he says with just a 
hint of irony in his voice, “is the result 
of my ‘misspent’ youth.” 

Mirvish has saved for himself this 
particular gallery space, located three 
floors above Ed’s Warehouse, the well- 
known Toronto restaurant that’s owned 
by his father, (“Honest”) Ed Mirvish. 
Although the rooms in David Mirvish’s 
personal gallery are closed to the 
public, he graciously offers a guest a 
guided tour, stopping from time to 


time to explain. Stopping in front of a 
broad, thickly painted canvas, he 
explains, “This is a 1960 Jack Bush.” 
Then, motioning to a soothing wash of 
color, he announces, “Helen 
Frankenthaller.” A few careful strides 
along, he pauses again. “1954. Morris 
Louis.” 

“All these people laid the 
groundwork for what you have at 
Queen’s,” explains Mirvish. “Whether 
it’s these, or the pictures I’ve just given, 
they all have something to do with each 
other.” 

The valuable collection also happens 
to be the source of the David Mirvish 
Gift to the AE. Among the 46 paintings 
he has donated to Queen’s, and among 
the 15 which were recently on display 
in the AE, one finds work by such 
important American artists as Larry 
Poons and Stanley Boxer, as well as a 
number of well-known Canadian 
painters, including Joseph Drapell and 
Paul Fournier. 

According to AE curator Dorothy 
Farr, Mirvish’s gift adds considerably to 
the Centre’s holdings, making the 
gallery a major centre of abstractionist 
art in Canada. Farr says the Mirvish 
Gift was “a big boost” for the AE, 
already the third largest collection of 
any Ontario art museum after ones in 
Toronto and Hamilton (excluding the 
National Gallery in Ottawa.) “Tt builds 
very strongly on our foundation,” she 
says. 

That foundation was laid in 1962 
with the help of Samuel and Ayala 
Zacks, who donated a group of then- 
current Canadian and abstractionist 
paintings of the day. The collection 
grew over time, and was strengthened 
again recently when well-known 
Toronto collector Alkis Klonaridis left 
to Queen’s a series of similar-style 
paintings from the 1970s. These two 
events heavily influenced Mirvish’s 
decision. 

“Between the Zacks’ pictures and the 
[Alkis’] pictures of the ’70s and what I’d 


leave of the ‘80s, Queen’s would then 
have a 30-year span [of abstractionist 
art],” Mirvish explains.

Houston. It was Castillejo who kept up 
“enormous enthusiasm about 
abstractionist art” long after Mirvish 
had stopped arranging regular 
exhibitions at his Markham St. gallery. 
When de Castillejo discovered in 1991 
that he wouldn’t be able to move his 
collection of 1980s abstractionism to a 
Spanish gallery, as planned, he 
arranged to sell 100 works to Mirvish, 
almost half of which now belong to the 
AE. 

“T felt there was a whole vision here 
-- Jose had an idea about late 
modernism. I felt that I’d found 
someone who shared my vision and 
who had completed what I had started 
in the 60s.” 

As a neophyte collector, David 
Mirvish paid close attention to issues of 


judgments about the present, [the gift] 
gives them actual paintings to work 
with. I think that’s provocative and 
instructional.” 

According to Mirvish, his gift also 
broadens the geographical diversity of 
the AE’s collection. “It’s in some ways a 
statement about how we’ve matured in 
the last 30 years, and how there’s a 
much wider dialogue going on,” he 
says. “The Zacks pictures were based 
very much in Monreal and Toronto; 
these [the Canadian ones among those

Mirvish donated to the AE] are more 
from western Canada.” 

Ata time of deep government cuts to 
university funding, the David Mirvish 
gift represents a type of private-sector 
support that’s essential to universities. 
Yet Mirvish himself strongly believes 
the public sector should bear the prime 
responsibility for education. 

“Government should make 
education available to whomever is 
capable of making use of it,” he says. “It 
just happens that the institution’s and 
my interests have found themselves on 
a similar course. 

“I thought these paintings merited 
being in public hands. There’s a time 
when certain painters may be doing 
something of value that’s not always 
recognized by a wide spectrum of 
people, but which has a small audience. 
What you do [as a collector] is protect 
the pictures until interest in them 
becomes so great the pressure on you 
forces you to let the pictures out.” 

It can be difficult to let go, however, 
Mirvish admits. “The nice thing about 
giving to a public institution is that you 
never lose [the paintings]. You know 
you can always go to see them.” 

Reflecting on his first visit to Queen’s 
in June for the inaugural exhibition of 
his gift to the AE, Mirvish recalls being 
surprised by the crowds at the gallery 
that day. He hopes to make many more 
trips to Queen’s. “I think it’s an 
interesting opening of doors. Where it 
will lead, I’m not sure,” he says. 

“T keep being brought back to 
Queen’s one way or another without 
actually going there. The students I’ve 
run into have meant something to me in 
one way or another in my life; they’ve 
been creative, energetic and interesting 
people. I think [the university has] a 
healthy base and that’s really what 
matters. I’m just glad to be able to 
participate.”

OF A CREATIVE WRITER

For Kingston writer Steven Heighton, Arts’85, MA’86, the 
first draft of a poem or story is an event. On a First Draft 
Day he awakens early and seeks out a quiet table in a 
downtown restaurant or an isolated study carrel in the 
Kingston Public Library. Fueled by too much coffee, he lets 
the words fly unfettered onto the page, not stopping until 
he’s finished the draft. “By the end -- which can be up to 
10 hours if it’s a story -- I’m dizzy and my brain is working 
in strange ways,” he says. “The first draft is often incoher- 
ent and largely unpublishable, but it has a sustained 
vitality. You can edit order into a story, but not energy.” 

Surprisingly, this intense process yields delicately lay- 
ered works of love, hope, and redemption. The stories in 
Heighton’s award-winning collection, Flight Paths of the 
Emperor (The Porcupine’s Quill, 1992), are fluid as water, 
running effortlessly in and out of each other. Set in Japan 
or incorporating Japanese elements, the stories make an 
interconnected whole. “All the thematic threads are bound 
up in the title,” he explains. “The combination of the new 
phrase ‘flight 
paths’ with the 
old principle of 
monarchy sug- 
gests the clashing 
of the old and the 
new. In the sto- 
ries there’sasense 
of sadness over 
the way a homo- 
geneous global or- 
der is destroying 
some of the finest 
elements of the 
old cultures -- for 
example, in Ja- 
pan. The themes 
that bind the sto- 
ries together 
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came out in the writing: the need for compassion, and the 
need for love before theory. [hope what comes through in 
the stories is that the only way to change the world is 
through love.” 

Love and compassion seem unusual preoccupations 
for a self-described recovering pessimist, but Heighton 
admits he writes from the heart. He can’t create characters 
he doesn’t like; even the Japanese mafiosi in “A Man With 
No Master” are endearing. His characters are fully real- 
ized, well-rounded people, and that’s the secret to 
Heighton’s literary magic. The stories may be fiction, but 
they’re true. In fact, the people and experiences are so real 
that readers may think they’ve discovered clues to the 
author’s life in the pages. 

Over lunch ina favorite Kingston restaurant, Heighton 
laughs at speculation that his characters’ experiences and 
emotions may be autobiographical. “There are bits of me 
in some of the stories, but the stories are fiction,” he says. 
“Although I was almost kidnapped by the Japanese mafia, 
for the same rea- 
son as in the 
story!” 

The man who 
says he creates in 
a manic trance is 
warm and re- 
laxed in person. 
The conversation 
wanders easily 
from Quarry 
Magazine, which 
he edits, to King- 
ston’s dynamic 
artistic commu- 
nity, to amusing 
anecdotes from 
his sojourn in Ja- 
pan. He points out 





that the two years he and his wife Mary Huggard, Arts’85, 
Ed’86, spent teaching English in Japan had a profound 
influence on his writing. “I loved the food, the language, 
and the culture,” Heighton says. “I loved the spareness of 
the Japanese aesthetic because it’s so different from my 
temperament, which tends towards the baroque.” 

His new surroundings shifted the content of his writ- 
ing, but also had an impact on his style. Poems that were 
too long became more focussed. He found he could 
achieve the same emotional depth with fewer words. He 
sayssimply, “Japan balanced measa writer anda person.” 

It was a revelation for Heighton, who has known that 
writing is his vocation since he was a student at Queen’s. 
Deeply moved by reading the classics and inspired by 
Victor Coleman’s creative writing class, he launched his 
literary career by publishing two acclaimed volumes, 
Stalin’s Carnival (Quarry Press, 1989) and Foreign Ghosts 
(Oberon, 1989). The former won the 1990 Gerald Lampert 
Prize for best first book of poetry published in Canada. 

But it is Flight Paths that has brought Heighton to the 
attention of readers and the CanLit establishment. Stories 
from the collection won the 1989 Air Canada Award, first 
placein the 1991 Prism International Short Fiction Contest, 
and the gold medal for fiction in the National Magazine 
Awards (1992). Two stories were selected for the Journey 
Prize Anthology 4, and the book was nominated for a 
Trillium Award. 

It’s a heady list of accolades for any author. “I’m still 
surprised every time someone tells me they like the book,” 
Heighton admits. “Sometimes I feel like an imposter, it’s 
still so unreal.” But his talent is real, as real as his passion 
for writing. He’s almost finished a book of poetry called 
The Brainisa Smart 
Bomb, and is 
working hard on 
anew book of sto- 
riessetin Canada, 
tentatively titled 
On Earth As It Is. 

So if you hap- 
pen on Steven 
Heighton in a li- 
brary with a cup 
of coffee by his 
side and a wild 
look in his eye, 
walk away qui- 
etly. You’ve seen 
the creative proc- 
ess in action.

Johnny Wing was one of legendary "Fearless 14" 

John W. Wing, BSc’36 (Metallurgy) died in Kingston, May 21, in his 80th year. 

A formidable football and hockey athlete at Queen’s in the ‘30s, John was a member of 
head coach Ted Reeve’s legendary "Fearless 14.” In his senior year, Johnny “Sheriff Joe 
Crow” Wing captained the 1935 championship football team. “Johnny Wing has everthing 
needed to lead a fighting team,” said coach Ted Reeve at the time. John was the team’s 
biggest morale booster earning the “Chief Exalted Hernhead Loon” title of Senator 
Powell’s infamous “Loon List” which John considered one of his 
finest accolades. One of the last great “drop kick” punters, in 1936 
he was awarded the Jenkins Trophy as Queen’s top male athlete. 

John was founding member and served as vice-chair of the 
Ted Reeve Memorial Fund which finances awards in Reeve’s 
name to upper-year students displaying “outstanding academic 
achievement and the qualities of courage, team loyalty and fair 
play on an interuniversity team.” 

A humble man, John was also a world class paddler and 


Canada’s 1936 single canoe champion. From Gananoque, Ont., he 


was president and chief executive officer of Thompson Rivet 
(Canada) Co. He worked for 27 years in Quebec in the paper 
industry before returning to his hometown to join his late brother Oliver and father at the 
rivet factory purchased by the Wing family in 1962. 

John was named to Queen’s Football Hall of Fame, and he was a life member of 
Queen’s Grant Hall Society. 

John is survived by his wife Ruth, children Jane (Wing) Deir, Arts’67,

Councillor for 12 years and in 1992 was made a life member through a DSA. “It’s an honor to be 
working more closely now with such committed people as Chancellor Benidickson and the executive 


committee,” Cathy says. 


She recalls being editor of the Review when the election of Councillors and Trustees was 
switched from direct mail to the alumni magazine to save thousands of dollars on postage. “I was 
always telling people that the ballots were my favorite article every year because of the amazing 
accomplishments compressed into those brief CVs. It still moves me to see how much Queen’s grads 
affect their communities and professions and to know that such able people care enough about the 


University to get involved in its governance.” 


Commenting on the varied perspectives they bring, Cathy says, “Some travel all the way from 
the Northwest Territories and Newfoundland; some are grads of the ’40s and others have just gradu- 





ated; there are engineers, research scientists, journalists, doctors, lawyers, and nurses, for example. 
One challenge I see, though, is finding a way to get more grads to mail back their ballots in January.” 

Although the 96 elected Councillors reached an exact balance of men and women this year, Perkins notes that in the call 
for nominations (please see pg. 12 & 13) guidelines have been added to help make university government even more representa- 


tive in other ways.

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It would be something of an under- 
statement to say that Peter Sinclair, 
Com’89, is living in a life markedly 
different from the one he knew at 
Queen’s. Sinclair has been living at a 
Mozambiquan refugee camp in 
Swaziland for the past two years. 

A familiar figure on campus 
during his student days, 

Sinclair spent an extra year at 
Queen’s managing Alfie’s pub 
and taking arts courses centring 
around development. After a 
year of what he terms “no- 
where” jobs in Toronto, he 
applied to the World University 
Service of Canada, a non- 
government organization that 
sends graduates overseas. 

Sinclair quickly found a job 
with the Lutheran World 

Federation, “a non-religious 
organization,” as he describes 
it. The organization was looking for 
someone to set up a small business 
program in the refugee camp, and 
because Sinclair fit the bill perfectly 
he soon found himself headed for 
Africa. 

Swaziland borders South Africa 
on three sides and by African 
standards is a relatively affluent 
land. Mozambique, on the other 
hand, has been devastated by a civil 
war that’s lasted more than 17 years. 
Sinclair says the war is “probably 
one of the worst wars in terms of 
human atrocities.” Yet, he laments, 
“Not much is said about it in the 
international press.” 

More than 40,000 Mozambiquan 
refugees live in Swaziland, almost 
7,500 of them in the camp in which 
Sinclair works. 

Because most of these people 
have been living in the camp for six 
to eight years, they’re fairly settled 
and have become integrated into the 
Swazi lifestyle. Despite this, the 
refugees remain isolated, longing to 
go home. 

“They’ve adjusted to living there, 
but everyone wants to go home and 
start rebuilding their country,” 
Sinclair says. “They want to go back 
to their little plot of land, plant some 
seeds and pray for rain. They don’t

want to go back if there’s going to be 


In his position as business 
advisor, Sinclair focussed on income 
generation and women’s programs. 
The income generation program 
helped the small group of entrepre- 
neurs in the camp start businesses, 
including carpentry, tailoring, radio 
repair, handicrafts, restauranting, 
and tinsmithing, to name a few. 

Some refugees were given small 
loans -- between $50 and $300 -- to 
set up a business. However, when 
repayment became a problem, that 
part of the program was slowed 
down, Sinclair says. Instead, aid 
workers focus on setting up work- 
shops out of which refugees can run 
their businesses for a small fee. 

The women’s programs are 
income-generation programs as well. 
There are four groups, each with a 
different product including soap, 
quilts, sweaters for school uniforms, 
and tie-dyed items. These products 
have been chosen because there’s a 
demand for them in both countries. 

“Because they are refugees they 
have to be transferrable ... something 
they can carry on when they go 
home,” Sinclair says. “The goal is for 
the women to be independent, to run 


businesses themselves.” 

Sinclair notes that women in both 
Mozambique and Swaziland are 
considered second class citizens. “ 

It’s shocking how poorly the 
women are treated there, coming 
from a place like Queen’s, where this 
stuff is on the front pages all 
the time,” he says. 

Another important aspect 
of Sinclair’s job was to teach 
his two Swazi co-workers how 
to take over all of his responsi- 
bilities so a gap wouldn’t be 
left when he did. 

“Part of my job was to 
basically work myself out of 
my job ... so I didn’t leave a 
gap. That’s a problem in 
development,” Sinclair 
explains. He’s confident that 
his co-workers will fill what- 
ever gap he left behind. 

What he’s less certain about is the 
propsect for a lasting peace in 
Mozambique. 

“T’m not exactly sure what the 
recipe is for peace, but certainly if the 
international community had been 
involved, peace would have come a 
lot sooner,” he says. 

A peace agreement was signed in 
Mozambique last October, and the 
various factions in the country are 
now in the process of disarming. 
Sinclair, however, calls it “a fragile 
peace” and he hopes that war 
doesn’t break out again. He’s 
worried that the devastated Mozam- 
bique, its infrastructure in ruins, may 
not be ready to progress. 

“That's the big concern of coun- 
tries hosting refugees -- that they be 
able to go home and live in peace 
and hopefully contribute to rebuild- 
ing their country,” he says. 

Sinclair is looking forward to 
returning to Swaziland to begin a 
new job as a repatriation officer, 
coordinating the logistics of refugee 
repatriation, a voluntary process 
that’s scheduled to begin in January.

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Playwright’s bequest endows new 
Canadian drama summer workshop 


The late Canadian playwright Herman 
Voaden, BA’23, MA’26, has left $160,000 
in his will to endow a Summer New 
Canadian Play Workshop at Queen’s 
University. David 
Kemp, Chair of 
Queen’s Department 
of Drama, accepted 
the bequest during 
the annual confer- 
ence of the Associa- 
tion for Canadian 
Theatre Research at 
Carleton University. 
Professor Kemp 
announced that three new Canadian 
plays from across Canada will be 
accepted for development each summer 
and will be assigned a dramaturge, 
director and cast. After a two- week 
development/rehearsal period, each 
play will receive a public performance/ 
reading by the Queen’s Department of 
Drama. Interest generated from the 
$160,000 endowment will be used to 
establish the Play Workshop ona 
permanent basis. The first Summer Play 
Workshop, to be named in honor of 
Herman Voaden, is scheduled for 1995. 
An anthology of Voaden’s plays, A 
Vision of Canada: Herman Voaden's 
Dramatic Works 1928-1945 (Simon & 
Pierre), was released to coincide with 
the announcement of the Herman 
Voaden New Canadian Play Workshop. 
Edited by Canadian theatre historian 
Anton Wagner, the anthology of a 
dozen plays documents the develop- 
ment of Herman Voaden’s experimental 
multi-media “symphonic expressionist” 
playwrighting and directing style in 
Toronto in the 1930s and early 1940s. 
Herman Voaden was born in 
London, Ont., on Jan. 19, 1903, and died 
in Toronto on June 27, 1991. He gradu- 
ated from Queen’s with a BA in English 
in 1923 and an MA in modern drama in 
1926. In 1929, he organized one of the 
first national Canadian playwrighting 
competitions and in 1930 published the 
winning entries as Six Canadian Plays. In 
1930-31, he studied playwrighting with 
George Pierce Baker at the Yale Gradu- 
ate School of Drama and directed three 
summer play production courses at 
Queen’s, 1934-36. In 1934, Herman 


Herman Voaden 
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established his Play Workshop in 
Toronto which quickly became the 
leading laboratory for new Canadian 
play production in English Canada 
during its eight-year life. Herman 
Voaden’s last major stage play was his 
drama Emily Carr, produced at Queen’s 
in 1960 with Amelia Hall in the title role. 

In 1945, Herman began a second 
career as an arts crusader when he was 
elected the founding-president of the 
Canadian Arts Council, the present-day 
Canadian Conference of the Arts. With 
other artists, he spearheaded a cam- 
paign to lobby the federal government 
to create the Canada Council, estab- 


lished in 1957. Thanks to a Canada 
Council Senior Arts grant, Herman was 
able to write introductions to his plays, 
which were published in A Vision of 
Canada. 

In presenting the $160,000 bequest, 
Herman Voaden’s Literary Executor, 
Anton Wagner, referred to Herman’s 
disappointment before his death at the 
federal government's diminished 
support for the arts. “This bequest 
demonstrates one Canadian artist's life- 
long belief in artistic innovation and 
self-expression and in the crucial role of 
the arts and education in Canada’s 
cultural life,” Wagner said. 





National Archives exhibition remembers pioneer feminist 


A little-remembered piece of Queen’s 
-- and Canadian -- history has been 
spotlighted in a recent exhibition at the 
National Archives of Canada. In 1897, 
Queen’s became the first Canadian 
university to award an honorary 
degree to a woman. She was Lady 
Ishbel Aberdeen (1857-1939), the wife 
of the Governor General and an 
influential social activist. 

Four years earlier, in 1893, she’d 
become the founding president of the 
Canada’s National Council of Women, 
an organization dedicated then -- as 
now -- to improving the status of 
women in this country. The Council 
this year is celebrating its centennial, 
and to mark that event the National 
Archives, the National Library of 
Canada and the Council mounted a 
special exhibition entitled, “Splendid 


Vision,” to commemorate the 
Council’s first 100 years. 

Among the many items on 
display was Lady Aberdeen’s historic 
Queen’s degree. Gracing the cover of 
the exhibition brochure was a portrait 
of the countess in her Queen’s cap and 
gown, probably taken in front of 
Summerhill, the campus home of 
Alumni Affairs. 

Born in London, England, 
Ishbel Maria Marjoribanks married 
Lord John Aberdeen in 1877 and 
accompanied him to Canada when he 
was appointed Governor General in 
1993. During the couple’s five years in 
Rideau Hall, both were deeply 
involved in charitable and social 
causes, and Lady Aberdeen earned a 
reputation as one of this country’s 
pioneer feminists.

While it’s true that the future of [DIS 
298 (Math & Poetry) is somewhat 
uncertain, it was certainly offered in the 
1993 winter term, and I found it a 
worthwhile course. It’s a marvellous 
forum for solving challenging problems 
in a seminar format and a nearly unique 
opportunity to mix in the classroom 
with students of widely varying 
backgrounds. 

Christine McCondie suggests that no 
other professor could have conceived of 
such a course, but IDIS 298 was, in fact, 
the brainchild of Dr. Peter Taylor of the 
Math Department. He taught the course 
himself for a year and then linked up 
with Barnes. They spent the next 10 
years fashioning the course as it now is. 
Last winter, Taylor invited a number of 
his colleagues to come and teach the 
poetry part of the course, and he led 
several of the poetry seminars himself. 
Bert Hamilton, Stephen Bonnycastle 
from RMC, David Helwig, Bonnie Hall, 
David Glassco from Trent, Irwin 
Streight, the late Tom Marshall, and 
Grant Heckman gave us their views and 
initiated lively discussions. Hall, a 
fledgling PhD also served as the poetry 
tutor and her friendly but authoritative 
guidance added considerably to the 
experience.

“The first time I ever came here, I 
found the women here to be tremen- 
dously warm and friendly,” she says. 
“The women who come here today tell 
us that having a place where they can 
talk to other women who understand 
their problems is the most important 
thing we offer.” 

The Ban Righ Centre was established 
by Queen’s women as a resource centre 
for women returning to university as 
mature students. Today, the Centre is 
funded largely by annual donations and 
investment income. It’s likely the only 
centre of its kind in Canada that was -- 
and is -- primarily funded by women. 

Located at 32 Queen’s Crescent in 
the heart of campus, the Centre is a 
place for the 2,000 or so mature women 
students at Queen’s and for other 
women in the community. It’s a place to 
drop in for lunch, coffee, to study, or 
just to talk. Every week, guest speakers, 
pot-luck dinners, or continuing educa- 
tion seminars are scheduled. But the 
Centre is also a place that helps mature 
women students who are experiencing 
difficulties. 

“The university experience of a 
mature woman who’s returning to 
school is unlike that of the ‘typical’ 
undergraduate,” says Davis Little. 

“Tf the woman has been on welfare, 
for example, or looking after children 
for 20 years, coming to university can 
be very difficult. Her interests are 
different; her life experiences are 


different. Many of these women have 
family responsibilities they must attend 
to. And, very frequently, they also hold 
down part-time jobs. Of course, we 
don’t see them all, but for some of 
them, the Centre is a place where they 


can come and talk about their problems. 


“We offer informal counselling and 
moral support, but we'll also provide 
different kinds of support to mature 
women students. There aren’t many 
places on campus, for instance, where 
women feel comfortable taking their 
kids.” 

As well, if students find themselves 
in financial difficulty with no where 
else to go, they know help is close by. 

“We've had students run into major 
trouble either at the beginning of the 
year when they have to buy books, or 
closer to the end of the year when they 
may be short of money. We sometimes 
get calls on Friday nights from people 
who don’t think they can make it 
through the weekend. We're their last 
resort. 

“What we do in that case is provide 
them with money [$250 maximum] to 
help get them through rough times,” 
she explains. 

Because the Ban Righ Centre doesn’t 
cater to the ‘typical’ student, it isn’t 
organized like the ‘typical’ office at 
Queen’s, Davis Little says. 

“We don’t have a front desk, and 
there are just three people who work 
here, all part-time -- myself, Janet 
Troughton [Arts’61], and Barbara 
Schlafer. The three of us, along with the 
Board of Directors, make decisions as a

group. You never get the impression 
that just one person is in command.” 

The women at the Ban Righ Centre 
also take a unique, creative approach to 
fund-raising. Last year, one board 
member organized a ‘kitchen shower’ 
to celebrate the centre’s 18th anniver- 
sary, and to obtain some badly needed 
kitchen utensils. 

“We invited lots of women,” she 
says. “And we got a lot of things -- 
spoons, forks, linen, a coffee percolator, 
several pots and containers, tea towels. 

“We had a houseful of people, and a 
piper playing at the door to welcome 
them. It was fun, getting people 
together and entertaining, and just 
being together.” 

And the fun will continue. The 
centre has just been given extra space in 
the house at 32 Queen’s Crescent. This 
will allow for a larger study space with 
carrels, as well as a full-time drop-in 
centre. 

“This will help us provide even 
better services to students,” Davis Little 
says. “It’s something we’ve dreamed 
about for a long time -- having more 
room to do what we do.”

The Last Word 


Skills may become obsolete, 
hut a good education doesn’t! 


nterested in performing arts? Enrol 
at the drama department. Is politics 
your bent? Consider law school. An 
eye for mechanics? Study engineer- 
ing, undoubtedly. It all seems perfectly 
straight forward. Unfortunately it’s not 
nowadays. . 

Careers tend to wander off course. 
And if a lawyer decides that being an 
electrician is really what he or she 
wants to do, or an accountant discovers 
that it’s more fun to write books than to 
balance them, what precisely is left after 
years of study, struggle, and sweat? 
Surprisingly, a lot more than most 
people might think: 

Anthony Morgan teaches at Florida 
State University in Tallahassee, Florida. 
As a choice of careers there’s nothing 
particularly unusual in this (discounting 
the fact that he commutes by motorcy- 
cle between Florida and his Vancouver 
home!) What’s unusual is that Morgan 
studied engineering at Queen’s, but he’s 
a professional dancer, and that’s what 
he now teaches. 

The idea of an engineer becoming a 
dancer may seem incongruous. Old 
stereotypes die hard. Shifting from the 
rhythm of mechanical elements moving 
in three dimensions to the harmony of 
dancers moving through space and time 
wasn’t such a great leap in logic for 
Morgan. 

Logic is very much in the forefront 
as he talks in a precise and measured 
cadence about his idea of dance -- the 
need for rationality, that capriciousness 
has no place in choreography, that the 
beauty of good design lies in the 
structure of both form and function. 
You need to explain the ‘why’ of dance 
as much as the excitement,” he notes, 
echoes of earlier studies in his words. 

If dancing is a risky business -- 
careers are notoriously short-lived, ill- 
paid, and fraught with injuries -- 
political tangos are even riskier. 

For Frank Maine, who graduated 
from Queen’s in 1959, going into 
politics was an impulsive decision for a 
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man not given to whimsical pursuits. 
From research scientist to business, and 
back to Queen’s as an adjunct professor 
of Engineering Chemistry, Maine has 
had an eclectic career. His passionate 
insistence that logic and analysis resolve 
issues is a product of the discipline of 
his scientific studies. His approach to

politics was no less consistent. 

As a Liberal MP from 1974 to 1979, 
Maine brought a decidedly apolitical 
approach to a highly partisan calling. 
From his office in Guelph, Ont., a 
cluttered room that’s full of computers, 
papers, and books. Maine describes in 
machine-gun sentences how his 
approach to politics was shaped by 
university life. Curiously, it was his 
hours in the gym that most readily 
come to mind. “Sport taught me to lose 
gracefully,” he recalls. Then, he adds 
somewhat ruefully, “It was an appro- 
priate lesson for the House of Com- 
mons.” 

Indeed, little has been lost. It’s 
threads of knowledge and understand- 
ing, of approach and analysis, of 
memories and synthesis which tie 
together the tapestry of the careers of 
Anthony Morgan and Frank Maine. 





That each man has again changed the 
direction of his career to return to 
academia isn’t surprising; there’s 
something in the clarity of approach 
that each takes which needs to be 
shared. 

The idea of starting a new career can 
be enticing -- a chance to get away from 
the weary and monotonous chores of 
day-to-day business. Hundreds of 
graduates like Maine and Morgan have 
taken on the challenge of new ventures. 
But for most of us, careers meander 
along, diverted only by the swirls and 
eddies of everyday life. But the oppor- 
tunity for a new vocation may be closer 
than you think. 

It’s said that a young person starting 
out today will face as many as six career 
changes during the 40 or so years that 
his or her career will last. In these 
uncertain times, change can be as 
involuntary as it is abrupt, and the 
thought of such dislocations can be 
dismaying. Telling a young graduate 
that hard earned skills may soon well 
be as unwanted and obsolete as the 
manual typewriter is hardly the stuff of 
a stirring convocation address. 

Fortunately, education isn’t such a 
perishable commodity. Skills may 
become obsolete, education doesn’t. 
“After all,” wrote the distinguished 
actor Peter Ustinov (who has addressed 
more than a few convocations in his 
career) “what is education but a process 
by which a person begins to learn how 
to learn?” 

Being an erudite man, Ustinov might 
well have added: “Sapienta et Doctrina 
Stabilitas” -- wisdom and knowledge 
through the stability of thy times. It’s a 
comforting thought.

Grads behind the curtain 


he disintegration of the Soviet 
empire has brought about the dis- 
mantling of the Iron Curtain and 
generated winds of political 
change. Nowhere are those winds blow- 
ing stronger than in the “new” Germany 
and in Russia. Queen’s alumni are now 
found in more than 100 countries, and it 
seems likely that a growing number of 
them soon will be living, visiting, and 
working in the countries of the former 
Eastern Bloc; the winds of change prom- 
ise to bring gaels. The Review is pleased 
to present two important and timely arti- 
cles by young grads who are among the 
first from Queen’s to see first-hand the 
momentous changes taking place behind 
the torn curtain. 

Arts’91 grad Pilar Wolfsteller spent 
the summer of 1992 in Germany meeting 
young people in parks, on the streets, and 
in the clubs. Everywhere she went, Pilar 
asked the question, “What has reuni- 








fication meant to you?” The answers she 
heard were sometimes surprising, some- 
times disturbing. Pilar’s report on youth 
alienation in the “new” Germany makes 
for revealing reading. So, too, does Arts’88 
grad Carol Cruickshank’s article on the 
“anything-for-a-buck” mentality that’s 
taken hold in Moscow these days. Carol 
and six other Queen’s grads were part of 
a UWO business school team that spent 
the summer in Russia teaching crash 
courses in the basics of western-style busi- 
ness. Carol found that while most Rus- 
sians are struggling to adjust to the impo- 
sition of amarket economy, there are also 
many would-be economic pioneers eager 
to stake claim to the opportunities for 
wealth which have presented themselves 
as the Russian bear embraces capitalism. 
A “Wild West” mentality is afoot, and 
Carol introduces us toa group of would- 
be entrepreneurs who hope to make the 
most of the situation. -- K.C.

The Latin is lackin’! 


“Quis dolor cui dolium” is the motto, the 
Latin text embroidered in the emblem 
that Queen's Engineering students carry 
on their jackets. Interestingly, when one 
asks about the meaning of the text, stu- 
dents, graduates, and even professors are 
puzzled. They guess, or simply don’t 
know the answer. As a Queen’s graduate, 
I’ve decided to attempt a translation, with 
some comments and interpretation. 

The sentence as given is incom- 
plete, but it translates as follows: Quis, 
(Quid) = Who or What; Dolor-Doloris = 
Pain; Cui = dative case of who (i.e. to 
whom or for whom); Dolium (Dolii = 
Gen.) (sing.) -- Dolia (pl.) = large jar. Thus, 
the word-for-word translation of the origi- 
nal text is: “What a pain to Whom a 
Dolium...” 

The verb, the predicate, which in 
many Latin texts is left out, is: “Datum 
est” (erat) or “is (was) given.” The collo- 
quial translation seems to be: “What a 
pain (painful thing) to possess (to have) a 
dolium.” Why? 

An explanation can be found by 
reading the reference on dolium (taken 
from Funk and Wagnalls: New Standard 
Dictionary of the English Language, 1934, 
pg. 744). With respect to the University’s 
Scottish origins, the creator of the text 
definitely didn’t consider that the jar was 
to be filled with grain or oil. What’s then 
left is wine, beer, or appropriately some 
other alcoholic beverage. 

Consequently, for the drinker, it’s 
painful if the jar is empty; he or she cannot 
tolerate that, so he or she must fill it. But 
it’s also painful if the jar is full because the 
drinker then has to drink from it or else 
suffer. 

Considering the secondary use of 


large jars in ancient times as caskets, if the 
owner of the jar was an optimist he may 
have believed that his death (and his 
corpse’s enclosure in the jar) would cause 
pain in the hearts of friends or relatives. 
However, if he was a pessimist it might 
have caused him pain that nobody would 
feel sorrow at his departure. 

Finally, and most probably, the 
most painful thing remained for the owner 
of the jar that the processes described 
above end, however painful they were. 

I modestly hope that readers -- 
with respect to the translation offered 
above -- may say, “Concordia Cum 
Veritate” (“harmony with the truth.”)

Dick Bowman, Director of Public

Stewart Wilson is disappointed with Karla 
Homolka’s non-degree registration in a 
Queen's correspondence course. The Uni- 
versity participates in distance education 
programs along with other Ontario unt- 
versities, and has similar admission quali- 
fications, which are based on academic 
merit or age/maturity criteria and are 
designed to respond to a growing de- 
mand for flexible post-secondary program 
arrangements. 

“Queen's pioneered correspond- 
ence studies in Canada more than 100 
years ago and over the years, with so 
many correctional facilities in the area, 
has offered a variety of courses and de- 
gree programs of possible interest to local 
inmates, who normally pay their own 
course fees. 

“Readers may also know that 
Queen's faculty and students participate

and rehabilitation activities in regional 
prisons.

Dr. P.D. Gatfield’s letter cannot be 
allowed to go unchallenged. I agree with 
him insofar as the University isn’t obli- 
gated to impose its own sentence on a 
person whom the courts have already sen- 
tenced. That is, I agree with the letter of 
Gatfield’s remarks, but certainly not with 
their spirit. 

Gatfield states: “I know quite well 


through my work a number of highly- 
educated, thoughtful, sensitive, produc- 
tive, men whose only criminal offences 
have been the same as Schubert’s. They 
are as morally sound as the readers of this 
journal, apart from their offences.” 

This is a stunning statement; in 
essence it says, “Lots of men derive their 
sexual pleasure from girls who trust them 
and who may be confused about the na- 
ture of the relationship. But other than 
that, they’re great guys.” 

The statement is logically unten- 
able: aman who does what Schubert did 
isn’t morally sound, and the fact that “a 
number of... men” whom Gatfield knows 
have done what Schubert did should be 
cause for alarm, not reassurance. 

Ironically, Gatfield bristles at the 
idea of the University being expected to 
understand “community feelings” over

Helping to make executive decisions easier 


nyone involved in group 

meetings knows how difficult it 

can be to make decisions that 

are both satisfying and effec- 
tive. Dominant personalities, hidden 
agendas, or simple miscommunication 
hinder the process. With time-strapped 
business executives spending as much 
as 70% of their days in meetings, these 
sessions must be efficient. 

That was the driving principle 
behind the Queen’s Executive Decision 
Centre (QEDC), an interactive computer- 
based system that helps business 
executives make better decisions. The 
“pay-for-use” Centre was founded in 
1987 by Dr. Brent Gallupe, a professor in 
the School of Business. As a leading 
expert on group-decision support 
technology, Gallupe has helped set up 
similar centres in Toronto, New Zealand, 
and Australia, and has developed the 
computer software used in these centres. 

Upon entering the new QECD 


facility in Mac-Corry Hall, made possible 
by a donation from Sun Life, one is 
struck by the 12 computer work stations 
arranged in a semi-circle around a large 
projection screen. Manager Eric 
Lockhart, MBA’93, and his associate 
George Jackson, Arts’85, act as 
facilitators at meetings and are on hand 
to describe the basic function of the 
Centre as a decision making tool. 

A demonstration of the program 
makes clear the benefits of this type of 
interactive approach: since each partic- 
ipant works on his or her own terminal 
and screen, people feel free to 
communicate ideas -- and at the same 
time. (Try that at your next meeting!) 
The ideas which appear on the projection 
screen are anonymous, so no one is shy 
about speaking bluntly. Discussion and 
decision-making thus go ahead freely 
and in a way that’s focused as well as 
productive. 

With state-of-the-art equipment, a

Queen’s officials join call for tuition reform 


ith Ontario tuition fees 
significantly below those 
elsewhere in North America 
and government operating 
grants reduced, the Council of Ontario 
Universities (COU) is calling for reform. 
The COU has asked Ontario 
education and training minister Dave 
Cooke to consider proposals aimed at 
raising the percentage of operating 
revenue raised by tuition fees. Under 
the proposals, this percentage -- 
currently in the 20-22% range -- would 
rise in variable amounts, depending on 
the nature of the degree program 
A recently-released COU discus- 
sion paper says government policy 
should be revised to allow revenue from 
student tuition to account for a larger 
and more appropriate portion of the 
operating costs. This means an increase 
in the standard formula fees, which are 
set by the government. 
The discussion paper suggests 
that fee reform be implemented over a 
two-year period to 1995, with percent- 
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age increases of 15 and 30 per cent of 
current formula fees. 

First-year undergrad tuition fees 
this year at Queen's are $1,793; under 
the COU proposals, this would rise to 
$2,331 by 1995-96. 

Graduate school tuition would 
rise from $2,700 to $3,496, while profes- 
sional school fees would increase from 
$2,280 to $4,662. Proposed maximum 
total fees (formula fees plus current 
discretionary fees) could push tuition to 
$3,030 for undergrads, $4,545 for grad 
students, and $6,061 for students in 
professional schools. 

To help students meet these 
increased costs the COU paper offers 
several innovations to the Ontario 
Student Aid Program (OSAP), including 
transition funding assistance for current 
students.

1994 John Orr Award recipients 


The Toronto Branch’s 1993 John Orr Award will be presented 
on Saturday, Nov. 13 to the following builders of Queen’s and 
the Faculty of Applied Science: 


Hugh G. Conn, Sc’31, LLD’81 (MSc Michigan), joined the 
Department of Mechanical Engineering in 1937. From 1939-45 
he served in the armed forces in the RCEME, and was awarded 
the OBE for his services. He returned to Queen’s and in 1955 
was appointed Dean of the Faculty of Applied Science. He 
served seven years (1963-70) as Vice-Principal (Administration) 
before returning to teaching. Hugh has received many honors 
during his distiguished career including the Queen’s 
Distinguished Service Award (DSA), the Sons of Martha Medal, 
and a Fellowship in the Council of the Engineering Institute of 
Canada. Queen’s Engineering Society’s Award for Excellence 
in Engineering Thermodynamics is named for him. 


James M. Courtright, Sc’41 (BA Ottawa), had a 30-year career 
with Shell Canada before returning to his alma mater. He was 
Vice-Principal of Development and Information from 1970-79, 
a 1980 DSA winner, and headed the Queen’s Quest fund raising 
campaign. For his contribution to the University, the Kingston 
Branch honored him with the 1991 Padre Laverty Award. He 
has been involved in the Kingston Rowing Club and St. Mary’s 
of the Lake Hospital. He was a Governor of the Council for 
Canadian Unity and a founding member of the Canadian 
Association for the Club of Rome. While an undergraduate, Jim 
competed as a javelin thrower in the Olympics and the 
Commonwealth Games, was elected President of the Alma 
Mater Society, and was named to the Tricolor Society. 


Russell J. Kennedy, Sc’41, DSc’93, (MS Iowa) is a professor 
emeritus of civil engineering at Queen’s, a 1978 DSA winner, 
and a former Vice-Principal of the University. A Queen’s gold 
medal winner, Russ served with the Canadian Army R.C.E. 
until 1946, and was awarded the Military Cross in recognition 
of his work for the rescue of paratroopers caught at Arnhem. 
Russ joined the Queen’s faculty in 1946, and was one of the 
University’s first professors in the post-war period to become 
involved in industrial research. His work in hydraulics led to 
the establishment of Queen’s Coastal Laboratory. He was Vice- 
Principal (Administration) from 1970-76, when he oversaw the 
ambitious building program of that period, and Executive 
Director of the Alumni Office from 1980-86. 


Robert J. Uffen, DSc’67 (BASc, MA U of T, PhD Western), 
Dean of Applied Science from 1971-80, has made an impact on 
a broad range of activities in the fields of science and 
engineering. He came to Queen’s as Dean of Applied Science 
in 1971 from Ottawa, where he was a member of the National 
Research Council, Chair of the Defense Research Board, and 
Chief Science Advisor. During his tenure as Dean, Bob also 
served as vice-chair of the Board of Directors of Ontario Hydro, 
a member of the Ontario Royal Commission on Asbestos, and 
Ontario Commissioner for Truck Safety. His honors include 
Officer of the Order of Canada, Fellow of the Canadian Academy 
of Engineering, and the Queen’s DSA.

Parting

(Part I) 


DRESDEN, Germany -- It’s just after 
seven o'clock onan early August evening 
when I get off the tram at Rothermundt 
Park in the middle of this working class 
neighborhood in Dresden, an industrial 
city of about a half million people in the 
southeast corner of the former German 
Democratic Republic (GDR) -- the old 
East Germany. 

As I walk into the park I see a large 
structure that’s actually a couple of large 
shipping containers pulled together. 
They’re covered with colorful graffitiand 
a sign posted above the door reads: 
“Klappstuhl” -- which literally translated 
means “folding chair.” 

A group of teenagers sit on plastic 
garden chairs out front, a stereo speaker 
blasts heavy metal music from the door- 
way. As I approach, one of the teens 
stands to ask me what | want; the others 
fall silent and turn to watch. I tell them 
I’m working on a research project. I’m 
studying how they -- the young people of 
the former GDR -- feel about their lives 
two years after reunification. 

The young people’s reaction is mixed. 
Some shrug and say nothing. Others say 
it doesn’t affect them, or note that their 
parents have already lost their jobs and 
are desperately trying to find work again. 
“They've been working all of their lives 
and all of a sudden they can’t. It’s not 


normal for them,” says one. 
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\ 20-minute tram-ride from 
Rothermundt Park, and I find myself at 
Club Espe in the Dresden suburb of 
sorbitz. The weekly disco night is get- 
ting underway under the supervision of 
social worker Sabine Kurth. As she sets 
up the bar and cash register for the 
evening, some teenage boys enter the 
small building. They sport heavy black 
steel-toed boots, crew cuts, and T-shirts 
emblazoned with swastikas. “Hi guys, 
how are you? Good to see you again!” she 
yells above the music to the group. Peach 
fuzz on their cheeks, none of them looks 
a day over 17, but their dirty jeans jackets 
bear the scars of battles in dark alleys. 

Gorbitz is typical of the socialist- 
planned communities found across most 
of eastern Europe and the former Soviet 
Union. Uniform, anonymous, grey-con- 
crete blocks sit on a hillside overlooking 
old Dresden. Of 45,000 residents here, 
about 12,000 are young people. Club Espe, 
the only youth club in Gorbitz that’s still 
operational, has room for less than 100 
people. 

“Our kids were at Hoyerswerda,” says 
Kurth, referring to a violent attack in 
September 1991 by neo-Nazi skinheads 
against Vietnamese and Mozambican 
guest workers in Hoyerswerda, a town 
about 70 km northeast of Dresden, near 
the German-Polish border. “That was bad. 
That was really bad.” 

On the other side of the Elbe River, in 
dilapidated Neustadt 
neighborhood, where many young art- 
ists and leftists live, the avant-garde 
gather as the “alternative” night life be- 
gins at about 10:30 p.m. Bartender 
Reinhardt at Die Scheune nightclub on 
Alaunstrasse pours himself a glass of 
champagne. “Are we still considered ex- 
otic in America?” he asks me after I tell 
him why I’m there. Without waiting for 
an answer he adds, “That's good... That’s 
good,” and sips thoughtfully from his

glass. 

Reinhardt’s customers have long hair, 
wear batik and Birkenstocks, and discuss 
performance art. These are Bohemians, 
Greens, artisans -- the alternative slice of 
Dresden who never fit-in under the old 
regime. For years they were marginalized 
during the darkness of East German 
leader Erich Honecker’s regime. The 
“thought police” made life difficult for 
Reinhardt and his customers. Neverthe- 
less, it was in the bars of the Neustadt 
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The “Klappstuhl Club” in Dresden. 


that Dresden’s share of the peaceful revo- 
lution of 1989 was planned. Surely 
Reinhardt, too, had been involved? 

“Of course,” he says. Then, after a 
pause, he adds, “But I don’t like what 
became of our revolution.” 

This sentiment echoed across Dresden 
in the summer of 1992. From Die Scheune 
to a gay bar on the Wiener Strasse and to 
other nightspots such as the Neustadt’s 
Raskolnikoff and Club Espe in Gorbitz, 
many young people are dissatisfied with 
what’s become of “their” revolution. And 
now, they’re left in a void between their 
history -- the East -- and their future -- the 
West. “We just wanted a different GDR, 
not this,” said one university student who 
declines to give me his name. 

I came to Dresden care of the Ameri- 
can Council on Germany and Columbia 
University. I’d been selected the 1992 re- 
cipient of the John J. McCloy Fellowship 
for Journalism, which provided for four 
weeks of travel and study in Germany. I 
returned to Europe this fall with the sup- 
port of the Robert Bosch Foundation, on 
a fellowship which will enable me to 
complete my project. I hope to examine 
the system inside and out through 
internships at the Ministry for Youth and 
Women and at Dresden’s city office for 
youth affairs. In the long term, perhaps 
I'll try to write a book detailing what I 
learn about the youth of the “new” Ger- 
many. 

Without a coherent plan before I be- 
gan my research last year, I traveled to 
several eastern German cities before ar- 
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riving in Dresden, where I found a city 
that had been destroyed by Allied bomb- 
ers near the end of the Second World 
War. Dresden is a city that was neglected 
throughout the 45 years of Communist 
rule, and is only now slowly regaining its 
dynamic spirit and vibrant cultural life. 

I spent my time getting to know the 
city, absorbing everything that went on 
around me, dropping in to bars, youth 
clubs, and playgrounds to observe and 
talk to people of my generation -- the 
children of the post-Baby Boom era. 

I found that in an increasingly polar- 
ized environment, the almighty Deutsch 
Mark had taken over. I found that in 
addition to the normal life crises and 
pressures which plague young adults 
everywhere, everything these East Ger- 
man kids have ever known is suddenly 
wrong, flawed, no longer applicable, or is 
fast disappearing. A vacuum has been 
left where the GDR’s youth structure, the 
Freie Deutsche Jugend, once directed the 
lives of good socialist youth. As in most 
of the former Soviet sphere, what was 
once iron-clad organization has turned 
into chaos. The young people are care- 
fully and reluctantly trying to find their 
own voices in a world where they cannot 
look to adults for direction. 

I also found a small but dedicated 
group of professionals trying to stop the 
kids from self-destructing. Explains so- 
cial worker Karin Gléss, “The big prob- 
lems are the disappointment after the 
great expectations of reunification, the 
loss of perspective -- living only from day 
to day -- and no hope for the future.” 

These are the problems Gléss deals 
with every day in her work as a social 
worker with Dresden’s Jugendamt,anew 
section of the government’s bureaucracy 
formed to work for and with the young 
people. Gléss has discovered that it’s dif- 
ficult to regain the trust of young people 
once they discovered how they’d been 
misled by their parent’s and their school- 
teacher’s generation, as they were under 
the old regime. 

The area of eastern Saxony around, 
and including, the capital city of Dres- 
den, was one of the few places in the old 
GDR not saturated with western media 
before the Berlin Wall crumbled in No- 
vember 1989. While residents in other 
parts of East Germany for years had re- 
ceived glimpses of the West on their TV 
screens, kids in the Dresden area were 








unprepared to deal with the onslaught 
and harsh realities of Western material- 
ism and capitalism. Post-reunification un- 
employment, financial insecurity and 
boredom drove them to rebel against the 
adults and the past they represent. 

The kids I encounter outside Club 
Klappstuhl are from working class fami- 
lies, and are finding out every day what 
freedom means. Gloss tells me these 
young people look for trouble, but are far 
from archetypal skinhead neo-Nazi radi- 
cals. “When they trust you, they’ll tell 
you anything,” she says. “How many 
cars they’ve stolen, how many apartments 
they’ve broken into, what they took ... 
and we really should tell the police, right? 
But we told them we wouldn’t ‘rat’ on 
them and we don’t. We can’t.” 

One evening as I speak to Mario, 18, 
an open, outspoken butcher’s appren- 
tice, the conversation inevitably turns to 
differences between “Wessies” (Western- 
ers) and “Ossis” (Easterners). 

“T can’t imagine this country was ever 
divided,” he tells me. “I mean, back then 
it was just that way for us; it was natural. 
But now if I even had to live that way 
again, I’d kill myself. Looking back that 
was all wrong. We belong together.” 

Heiko, 19, another member of 
Kappstuhl has been listening. He ob- 
serves, “He [Mario] thinks just because of 
reunification that we’re all the same. But 
in the West they think differently; they 
deal differently. They’re completely dif- 
ferent! That’s just the way they are.” 

But Mario isn’t listening. He’s con- 
vinced himself of the truth of his point, if 
no one else. 


Before they got their shipping con- 
tainer clubhouse and christened it 
“Klappstuhl,” the kids spent their time 
hanging out in buildings near the 
Rothermundt Park, drinking beer, smok- 
ing, and arguing. When nearby residents 
complained, the teenagers were repeat- 
edly thrown onto the streets, without a 
place to call their own. 

Then, in April 1992, Gloss arranged 
for the big shipping containers to be 
placed near the west entrance to the park, 
about 100 metres from a small shopping 
complex. Since then, the kids meet here 
every evening after work or school. They 
relax, and talk about their lives in the new 
Bundesrepublik. 

Although unemployment figures say 





one-third to one-half of these kids should 
be unemployed, none of them are. “It’s 
hard to find an apprenticeship, but not 
impossible,” explains Kathrin, 16. She 
now works about 80 kms from her par- 
ents’ home in Dresden, lives with her 
aunt in Chemnitz (formerly called Karl- 
Marx-Stadt) and can only afford to come 
home every other weekend. Lack of in- 
vestment due to the continuing saga of 
determining land ownership is handi- 
capping all-around economic recovery in 
the eastern portion of the “new” Ger- 
many. The negotiations over return of 
land and compensation to previous own- 
ers are taking much longer than anyone 
ever expected. No investment translates 
to fewer jobs, something the kids have 
difficulty accepting. 

“In the GDR there was no unemploy- 
ment,” notes Kathrin as she glances over 
the lead article of that day’s Séichsische 
Zeitung newspaper. The headline reads: 
“Unemployment continues to increase.” 


Inthe Gorbitz suburb, the future seems 
as hopeless as the monotonous grey build- 
ings. Many of the Club Espe regulars 
have dropped out of school and as their 
parents lost their jobs, the kids, too, have 
little hope for a better life. 

After reunification and the rise of the 
right-wing in Dresden, Club Espe gained 
a reputation as the neo-Nazi club, where 
the hard-core congregate before going 
out to wreak havoc with fists, boots and 
fire bombs on anyone who looks vulner- 
able. A favorite destination for their 
drunken rampages is Dresden’s Neustadt 
neighborhood. 
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“These kids are rough,” says Kurth, 
one of three social workers responsible 
for the club. “But the image that was 
projected to the rest of the world [after 
the September 1991 Hoyerswerda vio- 
lence] wasn’t fair. [The kids] felt insecure 
and threatened by the journalists and the 
TV cameras that came in here. Finally we 
had to say that’s it, no more.” All press 
were banned from the premises. 

Through it all, Kurth believes in her 
kids. “They trust me. They know I don’t 
share their ideology or beliefs, and they 
accept that. But they know they can talk 
to me,” she says. 

“They just want a roof over their heads 
and want to be taken seriously. They see 
their parents losing jobs and there are all 
sorts of new problems they have to deal 
with. They want to work and they want 
to do something constructive with their 
free time. This is what they’ve always 
wanted -- to be able to make up their own 
minds, not be told what to do. The most 
radical of those kids are the ones whose 
parents were high-ranking [Communist] 
Party members under the old regime. 
This is a reaction in the opposite direc- 
tion, and it’s because they’re over- 
whelmed by that freedom, and they need 
help.” 

But Kurth and her co-workers say 
they’re there for everyone, not just the 
right-wing radicals. “We made arule that 
the club is for everyone and anyone could 
come, as long as they behaved them- 
selves while they were inside. So they all 
come and they literally check their weap- 
ons at the door. There was a time when 
my desk was piled high with their weap- 
ons. It’s not that bad anymore.” 

Kurth returns to the party and min- 
gles with the kids. Sixteen-year-old Karin 
hands her a two-inch-thick binder of neo- 
Nazi literature. The tiny swastika tat- 
tooed on Karin’s upper arm is barely 
noticeable in the darkened disco. “They 
gave me this to read because I told them 
maybe then I can understand them bet- 
ter.” says Kurth. “They’re good kids. 
Really they are, if you look beyond the 
Nazi stuff.” 

Nevertheless, these “good kids” have 
terrorized the city, and in the Neustadt, 
posters on neglected buildings warn 
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passers-by to take precautions against 
the dangerous skinheads from Gorbitz. 
Heading home one night after midnight, 
I noticed a thin strip of paper slipped 
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under the glass next to the tram sched- 
ules at a stop on the Bautzenerstrasse, the 
southern border of the Neustadt. The 
notice, in red type, urged “moral cour- 
age” in standing up to the “fascists” and 
not to stay silent “like 60 years ago.” 
Jens Kalanke looks at home in the 
Neustadt. His long, scraggly hair is tied 
back ina ponytail that’s wilting in the hot 
sun. Barefoot and shirtless, he neverthe- 
less makes anamiable impression. A knife 
and small leather satchel hang from the 
belt, which holds up a pair of torn jeans. 
He tells me that he lives with his horse 
Pan, two goats named Paula and 
Abraham, Jakob the Lamb, two dogs 
named Suzy and Benny, and numerous 
cats who come and go as they please. 
Jens, who’s 24, lives ona Bauspielplatz 
(literally translated, a “building play- 
ground”) in the heart of the Neustadt. 
Located behind a_ school at 
Gorlitzerstrasse 15, the playground of- 
fers possibilities for kids to work, play, 
and experiment. To the casual observer, 
it looks like a junkyard, while Jens sees it 
as a “chance for the kids to get away from 
home, and to see what they like to do and 
what they’re good at,” as he puts it. 
Although Jens prefers to sleep with 
his horse in the stable, one wagon has 
been turned into crude sleeping quarters, 
while another serves as the storeroom/ 
kitchen/ meeting room. On the run-down 
playground, the kids have the freedom to 
let their imaginations run wild. They can 
build a car, or a building. They can ride 
Pan, or make pottery. They can dig for 
treasure, or type a letter on an ancient 
manual typewriter. They can learn about 
nature by helping take care of the ani- 
mals. “It’s something different, something 
kids in a big city like Dresden wouldn’t 
normally have a chance to do,” says Jens. 
Most of the 30 or so children who 
come to Jens’ playground, come from 
abusive and broken homes where alco- 
holic parents rule the roost and violence 
is an everyday matter; some are home- 
less. Jens is their ersatz father, big brother, 
and friend. “I work for the kids. If they do 
something that isn’t right, I can only tell 
them that it’s not right,” he explains. 
Like Karin Gl6éss in Dresden-Ost, and 
Sabine Kurth in Gorbitz, Jens is the only 
adult whom the kids trust. 
“T know a lot of things. I can either go 
to the police, or risk that they hurt or kill 
themselves and are a danger to others. 
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I’m not the police. It’s not my job to turn 
them in. When we were kids, we also did 
stupid things, right?” 

Around the corner at the youth club at 
Luisenstrasse 67, social worker Gerry 
Dulfaquar agrees with Jens. “These kids 
have seen and experienced a lot and have 
little trust. The kids may think: ‘That 
person wants to change me, and I don’t 
want to change. That person will take 
away my dreams and who | am.’ 

“Think about it, every attempt to 
change youth has failed. Society has to 
change. What right do other people have 
to make the decisions for the kids? They 
have to make their own mistakes, they 
have to learn.” 

Fortunately, drugs haven’t yet made 
an impact on Dresden, as they have in 
many Western cities of the same size. 
“Tt’ll just be another way for the kids to 
escape what’s happening around them,” 
says Dulfaquar. 

Near Dresden’s university, a group of 
youngsters meets at a playground every 
afternoon. Michael, 17, Sabastian, and 
Lutz, both 16, aren’t members of any 
political group. They don’t go to any 
youth clubs. They don’t get drunk, de- 
stroy property, or spraypaint swastikas 
and neo-Nazi slogans in public places. 
They don’t demonstrate against the right 
radicals, either. They’re “normal” -- for 
lack of a better word, although the con- 
cept of “normal” is constantly changing. 

Dressed in blue jeans and t-shirts, they 
look like average, well-adjusted western 
teens, catching up on the latest 
neighborhood gossip. However any kind 
of optimism is nowhere to be found here. 
“What's changed since reunification?” I 
ask. 

“Nothing,” comes the reply. “Every- 
thing’s just gotten more expensive. There 
are different foods in the stores, but other 
than that, not much. Same old shit.” 

What do you do when you're not in 
school? “Hang around, talk to friends, 
waste time.” 

A lot of people are now unemployed. 
Have your parents lost their jobs? “Not 
yet 

As I leave the three teens, I find myself 
thinking about what life at that age was 
like for me and my friends. | argued with 
my parents about my allowance. I was 
anxious to see which university would 
admit me. My major decision each morn- 
ing concerned what clothes I’d wear to 





school. 

But for Sebastian, Michael, Lutz, and 
the other young people I’d met, every 
day since the reunification has been a 
lesson in survival. They’ve all had to 
grow up before their time, and all must 
continue to learn to deal with the imposi- 
tion of a system that’s foreign to them, 
withits strange new mentality, it’s strange 
new language. 

Those of us who’ve come of age in the 
North America of the 1980s and early 
1990s will never know what it’s like to 
lose one’s history, as have so many young 
people in the “new” Germany. Despite 
high unemployment, dissatisfaction, and 
a general uneasiness about the future, 
young people of my generation in the 
West -- the young people who were my 
classmates at Queen’s -- will never be 
forced to undergo a transformation so 
radical that it would affect every facet of 
our lives. 

And for this small miracle, we’re 
among the luckiest young people in the 
world. 


The Iron Curtain 
surrounding the 
former USSR has 
come down forever 
as Russia and many 
other areas of the 
old Soviet empire 
struggle to forget 75 
years of history and 
to leap headlong into 
a western market- 
style economy. The 
transition hasn’t 
been easy, as recent 
fighting between 
supporters of 
Russian leader Boris 
Yeltsin and his foes 
has shown. But for 
better or worse, 
Yeltsin’s economic 
reforms appear 
destined to proceed. 
There’s no going 
back now, for as 
Arts’88 grad Carol 
Cruickshank 
discovered ona 
recent visit to 
Moscow, there’s a 
new mood afoot in 
the Russian capital. 
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Minutes after the Lufthansa aircraft 
touched down on the Moscow tarmac on 
May 4,1 found myself in front of a pair of 
Russian boys in green military-like uni- 
forms, who couldn’t have been older than 
16. They carefully studied my docu- 
ments. Then, as though not quite con- 
vinced, they looked over everything again 
before allowing me to begin my stay in 
Moscow as a member of the University of 
Western Ontario (UWO) Business 
School’s volunteer teaching team. Suc- 
cessfully through immigration, our group 
of 12 headed for the luggage carts which 
were waiting to be used... for a price! We 
discovered that there’s a non-refundable 
fee of 800 rubles ($1 US) for the use of a 
cart. Welcome to the former Soviet Un- 
ion where capitalism is alive and well! 

I’d been anticipating this first taste of 
Russia for the past eight months along 
with 57 other MBA students from UWO. 
We were members of that university’s 
Leading Education And Development in 
Eastern Europe program -- LEADER, for 
short. Our goal: to take our newly ac- 
quired business skills to the former So- 
viet Union and preach/teach business 
skills necessary in a market economy. 

This is the third year that LEADER has 
sent over students to teach an intensive 
three-week “crash courses” on account- 
ing/finance, marketing, and general 
management using the case method. In 
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1991, through the initiative of two stu- 
dents, the first 25 MBAs went to the former 
Soviet Union to teach business in Mos- 
cow and St. Petersburg. (St. Petersburg, 
formerly Leningrad, is only one of hun- 
dreds of new “old” names that Russians 
now have to remember.) 

This year’s LEADER project was ex- 
panded significantly in response to a 
growing demand for business instruc- 
tion and for the second year in a row 
received support from the Canadian gov- 
ernment. First- and second-year MBA 
students selected to participate as volun- 
teer teachers were spread among seven 
cities in Russia, Lithuania, the Ukraine, 
and Byelorussia. More than 500 former 
Soviet entrepreneurs, managers, students 
of business, academics and government 
officials took part in this year’s program. 

Among the selected teacher partici- 
pants were seven Queen’s grads: Richard 
Sones, Sc’83, Erle Anderson, Sc’86, Katie 
Nelson, Sc’88, Carol Cruickshank, Arts 
‘88, Marty McCambridge, MA’91, Daniel 
Szpiro, MBA’90, Jacquelyn Titus, 
Artsci'90. 


In Moscow, where I was posted, three 
hosts welcomed us: the State Academy of 
Management, Moswest, and Guildia 
Small Business Development Center. In 
addition to the teaching facilities and 
translators, accommodation and two 
meals per day were supplied by our hosts. 
Our new home was a five-story walk-up 
residence in one of the many apartment 
districts on the outskirts of Moscow. The 
area is conveniently served by the city’s 
metro system, which really is magnifi- 
cent. Arcades of marble, ceilings covered 
withcolourful mosaics, and gigantic chan- 
deliers are only some of the highlights. 

A typical Moscow breakfast for us 
meal was an assortment of breads, butter, 
salami, something I name “unsweetened 
cookies,” a type of sour cream/yogurt 
that was delicious, occasionally fried eggs, 
and always tea. For lunch, we ate at a 
local “buffet” where we could choose 
from borscht, a rice dish, a salad (tomato, 
beet or cucumber), a meat dish and fresh 
bread ... all for the equivalent of 29 cents! 
As the only foreigners who frequented 
this local spot, I’m sure we stood out like 
a matrushka doll in a Toys R Us store. 

Our hosts welcomed us with a formal- 
ity and generosity that almost made us 
feel uncomfortable. At one point, Jana, a 
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St. Basils Cathedral, Moscow. 


young, well-dressed woman studying at 
the Academy requested “the pleasure” of 
taking us to a nearby palace, as though 
we were doing her a favor by going, not 
the other way around. We spent a de- 
lightful afternoon with her listening to 
her beautifully spoken English as she 
recited volumes of details about this re- 
cently restored palace. 

On another occasion, our hosts ar- 
ranged for us to go to the Moscow Circus. 
Knowing that tickets can only be pur- 
chased in person at the circus site, it was 
clear that someone had been sent across 
the city to get tickets. We found our seats 
in the fourth row, some of the best seats 
for this sold-out performance. 

These incidents in themselves didn’t 
seem unusual until they’re put into con- 
text. Everyday life for Russians continues 
to be a struggle and one quickly comes to 
appreciate the difficulties they face. The 
average Russian person makes the 
equivalent of $30 US per month. Some- 
times referred to as “the Wild West” Part 
II, Russia has inflation running out of 
control, making the peoples’ hard-earned 
rubles extremely vulnerable. Few can af- 
ford to own a car, so they join most of the 
other 10 million residents who ride the 
crowded subway each day. Single- fam- 
ily homes are virtually non-existent, forc- 
ing most people to live in tired concrete 
apartment buildings, usually cramming 
a whole family into a small one- or two- 
bedroom apartment. Food, although 
more plentiful now than in the past, re- 
mains an every- day challenge. Line-ups 
haven’t disappeared with communism. 
In many cases, one must stand in three 
separate lines to buy a single good -- one 
to see the item, one to pay for it, and one 
to collect the item. 

I was one of four Western students 








teaching at the Guildia Small Business 
Development Center, a 45 minute com- 
mute from our residence -- take the metro 
to Pushkanskaya station, walk past 
McDonald’s and when you reach Gorky’s 
house, turn right. Prepared for the sim- 
plest teaching facilities, we were pleas- 
antly surprised to find that at Guildia we 
had at our disposal moveable desks, a 
chalk board, a brand new fan to keep the 
classroom cool, and even an overhead 
projector and a photocopier. We didn’t 
realize how well off we were until we 
compared experiences with our peers at 
the end of the month. The Moscow 
McDonald’s management were also 
clearly impressed with the classrooms; 
they use them most mornings for train- 
ing and recruiting. 

Once we met Irina Razumnova, the 
woman who founded and manages 
Guildia, we realized that we never had 
any reason to doubt that our facilities 
would be advanced by Russian stand- 
ards. Irina, who’s trained as an econo- 
mist, developed her entrepreneurial ex- 
pertise in the US and Canada and has 
since written several books on the sub- 
ject. It’s through Irina’s shear determina- 
tion and her strong business relation- 
ships with North American entities that 
Guildia exists and is successful. (For ex- 
ample, Avon has been connected with 
the center from its inception and contin- 
ues to be a generous supporter.) 

Irina’s mission is simple: to improve 
the economic situation in Russia. She be- 
lieves that it’s through small businesses - 
- particularly those run by women -- that 
the Russian economic situation will im- 
prove. Anon-profit organization that has 
only been founded since it was permitted 
after the break-up of the Soviet Union, 
her centre provides resources and educa- 
tional opportunities for all entrepreneurs. 

After our first organizational meeting 
at Guildia, Tanya, one of our translators, 
took us on our first walking tour of down- 
town Moscow. For lunch, we stopped at 
the world’s busiest McDonald’s. The 
Golden Arches serve the standard menu: 
Big Mac, fries and a coke (apple pie for 
dessert, if you like). The restaurant is full 
from morning to night ... really, although 
the line-ups aren’t nearly what they used 
to be. We never waited more than 10 
minutes. With the success of its first 
Moscow restaurant, McDonald’s was 
opening its second and third outlets while 





we were there; Pizza Hut is already es- 
tablished in Russia, as well. A Big Mac 
sells for the equivalent of $1 (US); its price 
was as good an approximation of the 
exchange rate as was accessible. When 
we first arrived the price of a Big Mac was 
800 rubles; four weeks later the same 
burger was being sold for 1100 rubles. 

After a fascinating week of being a 
tourist, it was time for work. On Monday 
morning, I joined what seemed like every 
other Moscow resident on the Metro as I 
made my way to my new workplace. My 
teaching partner and I were greeted by 29 
eager students and two translators, all of 
whom -- little did we know! -- would 
soon become treasured friends. (Since 
few Russians speak English, the entire 
course was taught in Russian with the 
help of translators.) Ranging in age from 
22 to 55, this group of bright, motivated 
students came from a variety of back- 
grounds and had many reasons for tak- 
ing the course. Marina, a rather hip 
woman in her mid-20s works for a pri- 
vately-owned Moscow local insurance 
firm and was interested in moving up in 
the company. Donara and her husband, 
Vladimir, who were currently working 
for a state-run enterprise, wanted to start 
their own small business selling religious 
icon reproductions to tourists. (It’s illegal 
to take icons out of Russia, no matter how 
much you pay for them.) Igor and his 
father run an arms manufacturing plant 
that was once state-owned. In addition to 
soliciting a joint-venture partner in me, 
they were interested in expanding their 
business into new markets. Alan, an oil 
and gas engineer, who has successfully 
applied for permission to work in Canada, 
was preparing himself for life as a Cana- 
dian businessman. Mackle (pronounced 
Mick-ale) works for the Russian equiva- 
lent of the Defence Department and 
wouldn’t say anything more about what 
he does there or why he was taking the 
course. “What ever you say, Mackle!” I 
said to myself. 

Donara, Vladimir, Igor and Mackle, 
along with 25 classmates, most of who’d 
never encountered a “balance sheet,” 
were soon constructing financial state- 
ments as though they had grown up with 
them. Under communism, most people 
were very well educated and it showed. 
They were quick to grasp new concepts, 
particularly where numbers were in- 
volved. The challenge was persuading 





them to look for different alternatives 
and to make decisions (ie. based ona case 
scenario, what strategy should the com- 
pany pursue?). It wasn’t that they couldn’t 
do so when pushed, but for more than 
seven decades the Russian people hadn’t 
been asked or allowed to think for them- 
selves. On one day when we analyzed a 
particularly difficult case, Maxima heavy- 
set man in his mid-20s came to me after 
class and said, “I was ashamed during 
the class that I made mistakes, but I’ve 
really learned how to tackle a problem. 
’ll never look at decision-making the 
same way again.” 

Although we went to Moscow as 
teachers, we were as much students as 
were the people we were teaching. Dur- 
ing a class discussion on financial state- 
ments, the students insisted that paying 
the Moscow version of the mafia should 
be considered just another monthly busi- 
ness expense. Although we’ve all read 
about the power of the Russian gangs, we 
quickly learned that dealing with them is 
a reality for virtually every business in 
Russia, regardless of size. It’s quite sim- 
ple one student explained, “If the mafia 
requests 6 percent of your monthly prof- 
its, consider yourself lucky; they could be 
asking for 10 percent.” On another occa- 
sion, one of the students fired a gun inour 
classroom (using a blank I realized after I 
stopped shaking!) to get the class’ atten- 
tion for his presentation. The use of guns 
in Russia, particularly in Moscow, I was 
told, has become widespread. 

After four hours of class per day and 
several hours of preparation for each class, 
the students’ final assignment was to pre- 
pare and present a business plan on the 
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business of their choice, demonstrating 
that they’d grasped the concepts taught 
over the previous weeks (in particular, 
financial projections and marketing strat- 
egies). Presentations captured opportu- 
nities in several areas of business, includ- 
ing a spring water bottling operation in 
Northern Russia, a lost-cost wheelchair 
manufacturer in Moscow, and a medi- 
cated cosmetics product to be distributed 
throughout Europe. The students hadn’t 
only prepared carefully formulated busi- 
ness plans, but they seemed to realize the 
importance of a creative presentation in 
“selling” the idea to potential investors. 
Larissa, anentrepreneur who designs and 
manufacturers an upscale line of wom- 
en’s wear, grabbed our attention imme- 
diately; with music playing in the back- 
ground, several women in the class ap- 
peared dressed in her clothing creations, 
transforming the classroom into a fash- 
ion show. 

Once all the business plans had been 
successfully defended, the celebrations 
began. Certificates were distributed while 
the students cheered for one another. (It’s 
considered special in Russia to receive a 
diploma from a North American institu- 
tion. In keeping with this, every student 
in the class requested that his or her name 
appear in the Roman alphabet as op- 
posed to the Cyrillic alphabet used in 
Russia.) 

Following the certificate presentations, 
the celebrations really began with toasts, 
champagne, photographs, music, gifts, 
more toasts, and more champagne. 

With 51% of the population of the 
former Soviet Union within its borders, 
Russia faces colossal obstacles -- an un- 
developed infrastructure, political insta- 
bility, and a dramatic rise in crime, to 
name just a few. Yet despite all the dark- 
ness, a ray of hope exists. It’s evident in 
the determination of people like Irina 
Razumnova who runs the Guildia Small 
Business Development Center, in the crea- 
tivity of Larissa, the fashion designer, 
and in the eagerness of her fellow stu- 
dents who attended our course despite 
all the every day challenges plaguing 
them. 

The West can’t solve Russia’s prob- 
lems, nor do the Russian people expect us 
to do so, but we should remember that 
every little bit of assistance makes the 
struggle that much easier, and it’s so 
greatly appreciated.

this issue, yet in the next paragraph he 
states that the University is obligated “to 
protect such people [as Schubert]... out of 
respect for compassion, tolerance, and 
reason.”

If men like Schubert discover, to their 
immense surprise, that the end of a court 
case isn’t the end of the issue, well, I 
suppose that this is just one of the things 
they have to accept. A hard lesson, yes. 
But being sexually abused by your stepfa- 
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ther is itself a pretty difficult lesson in 

reality and in the true nature of some of 

the “sensitive, productive, considerate 
men” who inhabit it.

In response to the letter from June 
Knudsen referring to the Observatory at 
Herstmonceux, there were many inaccu- 
racies in the In Britain magazine article. 

The Observatory and time-keep- 
ing did move from Greenwich to 
Herstmonceux Castle soon after the war 
and six domes were built to house various 
telescopes. A seventh very large dome 
was built to house a new and important 
telescope but that telescope was moved to

the Canary Islands in the early 1980s. 
Finally the remainder of the Royal Green- 
wich Observatory staff moved to Cam- 
bridge University and the Castle was 
bought by developers. 

The telescopes were moth-balled 
and left behind in the domes -- they aren’t 
currently in use, but could be reinstated. 
The Science Centre that will be opening in 
these buildings will be reinstating at least 
one of the telescopes in the near future. 
These are old and historic telescopes used 
by observational astronomers. 

The Science Centre is planning to 
focus on astronomy and optics generally, 
and will provide a facility for people of all 
ages to experience “hands-on” science. 
It’s hoped that in 1994 this area of the 
estate will be open to the public. It will be 
an extra dimension available to those vis- 
iting the grounds and gardens of magnifi- 
cent Herstmonceux Castle. Although it 
will be too expensive to reinstate all of the 
telescopes, there should be much of scien- 
tific and astronomical interest to entice 
visitors to the domes, known as the Equa- 
torial Buildings.

Ralfe Clench: 


A campus legend in his 


ne day back in the ’80s, a local 

radio call-in show opened its 

lines to anecdotes about Ralfe 

Clench, who’d recently retired 
from Queen’s. The calls from his 
students, neighbors, and fellow alumni 
were so many and so colorful that a 
second show was devoted to the subject. 
Clearly, Ralfe Johnson Clench, Jr., 
Arts’58, MSc’60, was a campus legend 
in his own time. 

Ralfe died at home on August 4, 
during a bout of severe digestive illness. 
At his own written request, there was 
no funeral and no memorial service, but 
wherever on campus people remem- 
bered him, favorite Ralfe Clench stories 
were exchanged, often for the ump- 
teenth time. 

Until taking disability leave 
some 13 years ago, Ralfe held posts in 
two very different Queen’s departments 
-- Mathematics & Statistics, where he 
lectured in Calculus (only to students 
with no prior experience) and drove 
some faculty colleagues scatty with his 
idiosyncracies, and in the Registrar’s 
Office, where he was hired by the 
judicious Jean Royce in 1962. In the 
latter office, he served variously as 
Chief Examination Proctor, Convocation 
Marshall, and timetabler for both exams 
and lectures. This complex scheduling 
he handled masterfully, long before the 
task involved computers. 

For Ralfe, timing was everything. 
Punctuality was a passion. Students 
who came late to class will remember 
finding the door locked, and many 
know the apocryphal story of the door 
once being locked on him. He carried 
several timepieces, preferred the 
military precision of the 24-hour clock, 
and stuck to Eastern Standard Time 
year round. 

In testimony to the high regard 
in which students held him as a teacher 
of calculus, he was among the first 
nominees for the Alumni Award for 
Excellence in Teaching. Though his 
part-time status made him ineligible for 
this prize, his enthusiastic students 
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doggedly nominated him as long as he 
was on faculty, searching for “the idiot- 
proof method” and talking about “your 
favorite cute cuddly little x’s.” 

In all his Queen’s connections, 
even as a mid-1950s freshman scholar 
from Hamilton, Ont., CFRC club 
member, and evangelical streetcar buff, 
he was remarkable and unforgettable.

The external signs of his eccen- 
tricities and compulsions were many 
and easily visible. His overcoat was 
especially made like a shoplifter’s coat -- 
that is, with a variety of sturdy inside 
pockets. He used them as a backup 
filing system and library, adding such 
items as insecticides and lock de-icer in 
season. 

On his belt were tool pouches for 
such items as screwdrivers, staplers and 
paper-clips, plus flashlights, rings of 
keys, and keychains that would have 
made a smaller man round-shouldered. 
Two radios hung around his neck on 
ropes, each tuned to a local station, 
mostly to doublecheck the weather. 

Ralfe ordered his clothes in 
batches -- sometimes, as in the case of 
underwear and toe-rubbers, by the 


own time 


gross. His pants were made-to-order 
with reinforced canvas pockets and 
heavy-duty belt loops. His shoes, too, 
were tailor-made for his narrow and 
unusually long feet. To save the cost of 
putting new soles on such expensive 
footwear, he wore toe-rubbers in all 
seasons except deep winter, when he 
changed to old-style cleated overshoes. 
The shirts were always white, as the 
pants were always gray and baggy, 
with each item identical to its predeces- 
sor. Except for his unbuttoned winter 
buffalo coat, the coats were always 
beige. Every piece was assigned a 
schedule of wear, and despite oft-turned 
collars and much-mended cuffs, nothing 
was discarded before its due date. 
Ralfe’s sociable perambulations be- 
tween office, home, and College Variety 
had another trademark: the shopping 
bags. Usually they were Dominion Store 
bags; invariably they were carried by 
admirers from his classes or co-workers 
from Room 12 in Richardson Hall. 

What was in those bags? Mostly 
duplicates of every document handled 
in his daily work. When his executors 
began the mammoth job of sorting his 
hoarded ‘treasures’, some of these 
papers were offered back to Queen’s. 
The fact that some of them helped fill 
archival gaps would have pleased Ralfe 
greatly. 

Both of his near-campus homes -- 
first on University Avenue, where he 
sometimes proctored special exams, and 
more recently at the corner of Frontenac 
and Union Sts. -- had complete office 
set-ups. 

In his passion for conserving 
heat, controlling light, maximizing 
storage space, and preventing burglary, 
Ralfe had boarded up all his windows 
(except a small one on the third floor) 
and installed elaborate networks of wire 
and rope. Yet he was no hermit, and 
spent a lot of time leaning on his cane 
and visiting with passersby while 
outdoors checking his ‘perimeter.’ 
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
